The following Field Service Regulations, revised by the General Staff of the Army, 
are approved and published for the information and government of the Regular Army 
and the Organized Militia, and in time of war, the Volunteer forces. 

Success.in war ean be achieved only by all branches and arms of the service 
mutually helping and supporting one another in the common effort to attain the de- 
sired end. 

The basic principles of the combat tactics of the different arms are set forth in 

i It is the function 
of higher troop leading to so combine and co-ordinate the combat tacties of all the 
arms as to develop in the combined forces the teamwork essential to success. 

While the fundamental principles of war are neither very numerous nor complex, 
their application may be difficult and must not he limited by set rules.. Departure 
from prescribed methods is at times necessary... A thorough knowledge. of the prin- 
ciples. of war and their application enables ‘the: leader to decide -when sueb departure 
should be made and to determine what methods should bring success. 

Officers and mien of all ranks and: grades are given a cértain independence ‘in. the 
execution of the tasks to which they are assigned and are expected to show initiative 
in meeting the different situations as they arise. Every individual, from the highest 
commander to the lowest private, must always remember that inaction and neglect of 
opportunities will warrant more severe censure than an error in the choice of the 
means.

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PLAYING THE ENEMY’S GAME. 


Army officers who have been studying the reports of 
General Funston on the operations of Huerta’s troops 
between Vera Cruz and Mexico City believe that the 
route to the capital of Mexico is being fortified, and such 
is the report in the daily papers. Fears are also enter- 
tained that the passes are being mined and everything 
is being done to increase the difficulties of capturing the 
City of Mexico in the event that the Army is sent to 
Mexico City. This, it is thought, explains the willing- 
ness of Huerta to give his approval to any plan for media- 
tion. It is not believed that Huerta expects any peace 
to result from mediation. No one in Washington, aside 
from the President and the Secretary of State, can 
understand how the Administration can expect Huerta 
to resign or eliminate himself. There have been reports 
that the interests have offered Huerta a large sum of 
money if he would voluntarily leave the country. One 
story was to the effect that a neat little purse of 
$2,500,000 had been hung up in Paris for Huerta by 
the great corporations, who for some reason imagine that 
peace can be brought about if he will eliminate himself 
from the affairs of Mexico. 

But even if this could be accomplished the diplomats 
and members of Congress who have been studying the 
situation are coming to the opinion we have long enter- 
tained, that the condition which will result in Mexico 
will not be satisfactory to the Administration. It had 
been apparent for over a year that the occupation of 
Mexico is the only logical result of the attitude of the 
State Department toward Huerta. This being true, the 
only result of the present peace negotiations is to give 
Huerta an opportunity to erect fortifications and mine 
the passages on the route from Vera Cruz to Mexico 
City. The net result will be to increase the loss of life 
in seizing Mexico City. If when the President asked 
for the authority from Congress to use armed force in 
enforcing his demands upon Huerta he had asked for a 
Volunteer army, and followed up the occupation of Vera 
Cruz by sending the Army into Mexico City, he would 
have saved the many lives which would be sacrificed in 
an attempt to accomplish the same purpose now. This 
was the only effective way of accomplishing his purpose 
in Mexico. The country expected him to pursue this 
policy when he made his demands upon Huerta, and 
would have applauded if he had followed the proclama- 
tion of his purpose with some real action. Aside from 
the opportunity which the delay gives for preparations 
on the part of Huerta to resist, every day increases the 
hardships of a campaign in Mexico. The hot weather 
of the summer months of such a southern country is to 
be dreaded more than the bullets of the enemy. It is 
probably too late to secure the advantage of a sudden 
aggressive movement. 

What have we gained and what are we likely to gain 
in the future by following the policy of “watchful wait- 
ing’? We have not gotten rid of Huerta, if that is a 
desirable object to be accomplished. We have not con- 
ciliated the Mexicans of either party, but have added 
merely a sentiment of contempt to their dislike and dis- 
trust of us. As to the Army and the Navy, they may say 
with the frogs in the fable: “This may be fun to you, but 
it is death to us.”

Great praise is certainly due the headquarters of the

It 
certainly illustrated the splendid system of organization 
for which the Marine Corps is justly celebrated, and 
which enables it to be ready for any emergency at any 
moment. The Navy Department, too, issued complete 
data promptly concerning the movement of each vessel 
and its destination.

THE SCHOOL PEACE LEAGUE. 


If, as the New York Evening Post affirms, the purpose 
of the American School Peace League is “to make war 
ridiculous to children,” it would be interesting to know 
to what extent Prof. P. P. Claxton, U.S. Commissioner 
of Education, is using the influence and prestige of the 
public office he fills for the furtherance of that silly and 
pernicious propaganda. We note in the Post’s list of 
vice-presidents of the League the name of Commissioner 
Claxton. Alfred H. Brown is the executive secretary 
of the League’s committee on lectures and readings to 
make war ridiculous to the children of the schools. This 
committee plans to spread its campaign of ridicule by 
means of plays and readings. Mr. Brown is the president 
of the department of dramatic art of the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts and Sciences. The plans of the com- 
mittee aim soon to have from 500 to 1,000 young women 
teachers in the schools giving readings. We are frank 
to say that the duties of a Commissioner of Public 
Iducation are not at all consonant with giving aid to 
any efforts to make children look lightly upon some of 
the most glorious achievements of the founders and 
preservers of this nation, including George Washington 
and his compatriots of the Revolution. 

Judging from his public record we know some- 
what of Commissioner Claxton and his attitude toward 
peace and toward the flag. Before his appointment to 
be Commissioner of Education of the United States 
Professor Claxton delivered an address on the meaning 
of the flag at a meeting of the School Peace League in 
Boston on July 8, 1910. We then said after reading 
the report of his address, that the League “is an enemy 
of our institutions.’ We then urged the Navy League 
and other military organizations to start a counter move- 
ment against it. So little did the Navy League heed our 
warning that it made no protest against the appointment 
of Professor Claxton as Commissioner of Education, and 
now it can behold the influence of that great educational 
office directed toward assisting this movement to belittle 
the deeds of our forefathers to which this republic owes 
its origin and its continued existence. It is idle to say 
that the School Peace League does not intend to do that 
in its campaign of ridicule. That is the only thing it 
can do consistently with its teachings. It cannot hold 
George Washington, the soldier, up to ridicule and at 
the same time laud his civic virtues. Since war is 
ridiculous, what must be said of those who take part in 
wars? In our issue of July 23, 1910, page 1409, we said: 

“Such utterances as those of Professor Claxton about 
the flag are more pernicious in the United States 
perhaps than they would be in any other country 
of the world, for the reason that we have so large a 
foreign population which must be assimilated and which 
must be taught a love for the flag if we are to continue 
as a truly American nation. Professor Claxton is pro- 
fessor of education in the University of Tennessee. We 
should like to know whether the taxpayers of Tennessee 
are willing that one of its state instructors should take 
such a stand against the national flag. If they do, if 
they accept without objection these utterances of Pro- 
fessor Claxton, every true American should think less 
of Tennessee, the state of Andrew Jackson, to whom the 
flag meant all that was glorious in American life, and 
who, if he were Governor of the state to-day we cannot 
help believing would call Professor Claxton to account.’ 

Permit us to add now to that belief the suggestion that 
if Andrew Jackson were President of the United States 
to-day he would have something to say to a Commissioner 
of Education’ who would lend himself to such purposes 
as those which the Evening Post says are the objects of 
the School Peace League, nor would he wait till patriotic 
bodies should wake up to the necessity of making a 
demand that such a public official should sever his rela- 
tions with an organization so avowedly committed to an 
unpatriotic movement. The character of the League 
may be judged from the fact that the name of Dr. David 
Starr Jordan appears in the list of vice-presidents next 
to that of Commissioner Claxton. Nothing has more 
delighted Dr. Jordan than to scatter broadcast the asser- 
tion of Israel Zangwill that George Washington’s warn- 
ing that the best preventive of war is to be prepared 
for war was “forged in hell.”” We do not know to what 
extent the duties of a Commissioner of Education embrace 
the inculcation of patriotism, but men who can thus 
refer to Washington’s advice assuredly cannot be the 
best to shape the educaticnal tendencies of the country. 
Are the energies of Lecturer Brown to be checked by 
the imminence of war with Mexico? Not at all, so far 
as we have heard. Just at the time when this country 
needs a full measure of patriotic devotion in its citizens 
this gentleman is to go among the schools of the nation 
in his campaign of ridicule. Another kind of man as 
Commissioner of Education in Washington might make 
Mr. Brown’s rrusade come to a very untimely end, 


BRITISH PATRIOTIC EDUCATION. 


This is a very good occasion for calling attention to 
some phases of the work of the Navy League of Great 
Britain in connection with public education. One 
example of this is very instructive. The Norwich 
(England) Branch of the Navy League has achieved 
signal success in the lecture and prize-giving scheme 
which it inaugurated some time ago for the special 
benefit of the children in primary schools and in the 
organization of which it received the most generous prac- 
tical support from the local education authority and 
from the teachers themselves. No fewer than 2,300 
school children assembled to listen to an illustrated dis- 
course by Lieutenant Knox, Royal Navy, chief lecturer 
of the Navy League. Following the lecture an essay 
competition was arranged, in which 400 children from 
the schools of the city took part. Prizes were awarded 
to twenty competitors. 

The Navy, the organ of the Navy League, calls atten- 
tion to “the enormous national value which would attach 
to an extension of the work so done at Norwich. Similar 
lectures and essay work have been introduced in the 
schools of Bath and Torquay also, but these are only a 
drop in the ocean of immensity of the school areas of 
the country. “Can we not,” it asks, “organize lectures 
and competitions in every big center in the kingdom? It 
needs only willing workers among the teachers and 
members of the education committees. The Navy League 
will be glad to receive applications for lectures and will 
assist in any way that may be most effective in making 
children familiar with facts associated with the navy 
and the Empire.” All this work is being done in a 
country where as yet there is no organized movement to 
hold military establishments up to the ridicule of the 
children of the schools. If in England, where interest 
in the navy is supposed to be born in the boys, such . 
efforts to kindle enthusiasm for the naval establishment 
are deemed necessary, what shall be said of a country 
like the United States, where millions of the people live 
remote from waters that float warships and where a 
ceaseless propaganda is carried on to depreciate the valor 
and the services of the sailors of the Navy? 

Still another aspect of the relation of the Navy to 
the public schools is worth mention here. At the recent 
conference of the headmasters of schools of England Sir 
Alfred Ewing, Director of Naval Education, gave, an 
address on the scheme of special entry for public school 
boys into the navy. Hitherto officers have joined the 
navy at so early an age that they were separated from 
publie school influence. In 1913, however, the plan of 
special entry was introduced by which public school boys 
may enter at the age of eighteen and undergo a brief 
period of professional training for eighteen months, after 
which they become midshipmen. Owing to the large 
development of the fleet since 1903: the Admiralty is 
confronted with a prospective shortage of officers, which 
has to be met by some methdéd of bringing in officers 
with a shorter period of training. The obvious advantage 
of taking in lads at eighteen is that it makes possible 
the admission of boys that have passed the early age at 
which admittance to naval colleges is granted before 
realizing their desire to enter the navy. Of the whole 
period of eighteen months’ training, about twelve months 
are spent in harbor and the remaining six months are 
passed in cruising at sea. The subjects of instruction 
and training are gunnery, torpedo, seamanship, naviga- 
tion, pilotage and engineering. After this year and a 
half the boys go to sea as midshipmen, and then undergo 
a period of training in that rank about six months 
shorter than that of the midshipman training of the 
cadet who enters through Osborne and Dartmouth. The 
scheme is a temporary measure, the Admiralty being 
committed to continue it for three years only. 

The Norwich Branch of the Navy League does not 
confine its activities wholly to the land. With the 
branch at Norfolk it maintains a sea training brig, 
known as the Lord Nelson. Four such training brigs 
are run by branches of the Navy League, and their 
contribution to the navy personnel is not inconsiderable. 
According to the annual report of the committee of 
management of the Lord Nelson, the yearly average 
number of boys who receive a naval training in that 
brig is forty. The boys were reviewed during the year 
by Admiral Sir Reginald Custance. The instruction 
includes swimming, boat pulling, heaving the lead, 
knotting and splicing, boxing the compass, signalling, 
Swedish drill, gymnastics, band instruction, miniature 
rifle shooting and ambulance work. Whether the boys 
elect t6 serve in the navy or to pursue their careers 
ashore, this training cannot but be of value to them. 
The cost of maintaining this brig is $750 a year. These 
plans indicate along what lines Navy Leagues can widen 
their activities. In Germany the great Navy League 
goes so far as. to pass beyond the child in its efforts to 
reach the schools. It arranges excursions for school 
teachers in the interior of the country by which they 
can visit the seacoast and see the great warships and 
carry back with them to their instruction the enthusiasm 
and knowledge developed and acquired on such trips.

The Panama Canal will open for commerce May 10, 
when barge lines will be established to carry cargoes 
through the canal. This is made necessary on account 
of the congestion of freight, owing to the blockade of the 
Tehuantepec railroad, 
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Chaplain J. T. Axton, 20th U.S. Inf., has been win- 
ning golden opinions through his work among the Mexi- 
can refugees with the U.S. troops at Fort Bliss, in 
southwest Texas, just on the border line between the 
two countries. The first task that fell to the chaplain 
was the supplying of the destitute Mexicans with the 
clethes which kind-hearted Americans had rg sy 
the camp in response to published appeals for this aid. 
Chaplain Axton did not distribute all this clothing with- 
out using it to inculcate lessons of cleanliness. Cloth- 
ing was given only to those who were clean. Many of 
the babies who came to the camp were ill from lack of 
nourishment and the loss of their mothers. The Chap- 
lain became a trained nurse to them, obtaining fresh 
milk and seeing that it was properly fed to the infants. 
One fat-cheeked toddler is a living monument to the 
Chaplain’s skill. When he came to camp he was at oo: 
point of death. Monotony soon assailed the camp, = 
to break it the Mexicans improvised bull fights wit 
men acting as bulls. The Chaplain thought of a a 
way to amuse them, so he provided a lot of baseballs an 
bats and soon had the men from over the border learn- 
ing the American national game. A shop was needed 4 
supply necessities of life as well as a few luxuries eed 
the Chaplain promptly “borrowed” an original stoc 
from merchants in El Paso who were glad to set the 
Army minister up in business. With Mexican clerks 
and a couple of American soldiers to direct them, the 
goods are sold at a slight profit, which was applied at 
once to making the refugees more comfortable. Realiz- 
ing the value of real work in such a situation, the Chap- 
lain set up an industrial plant where men are employed 
at regular wages at carpentering, painting, making 
shoes, etc. These men took special delight in making a 
flagstaff for General Castro, who is their own general 
in full command inside the inclosure. In the camp were 
five hundred children. Chaplain Axton saw an oppor- 
tunity to correct their deficiencies in education and 
opened schools for them. On_ Sundays the school tent 
was used by their Catholic priest for religious services. 
Writing of all this varied work which the Chaplain as- 
sumed in addition to the regular duties of his position, 
the Rev. Charles Stelzle, who has just closed a revival 
campaign in El Paso, says in the Presbyterian Conti- 
nent: “Chaplain Axton has a man’s job and he is doing it 
—doing it like a man. That’s why those who know him 
best like him most. It isn’t surprising that his superior 
efficers have recommended him for promotion on ac- 
count of ‘exceptional efficiency.’ He is now Captain 
Axton. That’s his military title. Here’s hoping it will 
soon be Major Axton.”

That the submarine is developing into what may be 
called the “submarine cruiser” and that the battle cruiser 
is disappearing is the contention of Lieut. K. Gofton- 
Salmond, of the British navy. He has to go back only 
to 1904-06 to show the marked increase in the fighting 
characteristics of the underwater craft. In that year 
the Class A type of submarine had a displacement of 
only 204 tons, two torpedo tubes, and no guns. In 1912 
the AE type had a displacement of 800 tons, four torpedo 
tubes and two guns. The Class G type, which is already 
under construction, may be regarded as the beginning of 
the submarine cruiser. These ships will belong to the 
named class on account of their size and general impor- 
tance. The name Nautilus has already been reserved 
for one of the class, and suggests the boat which Jules 
Verne’s hero, Captain Nemo, sailed under the seas several 
decades ago in what was then deemed a miraculous 
manner, but which seems to be quite realizable in these 
days of electric propulsion. The object aimed at in the 
construction of this G class is the production of a sub- 
marine that ean be used solely for sea cruising with the 
fleets, and therefore will have to have a speed and 
tonnage sufficient to enable it to keep up with modern 
battleships, say, twenty-one knots and about 1,500 tons. 
The armament both in tubes and guns will show a large 
increase, and 12-pounder guns are expected to make 
their appearance, being fitted with special mountings for 
firing at aerial craft, while for underwater attack five 
or six torpedo tubes will be used. The British lieutenant 
sees a general tendency in naval construction that seems 
to point to naval warfare of the future being confined to 
three types of warships each acting in its own element: 
the large battleship on the surface, the submarine cruiser 





below the surfice. and the aerial cruiser above the 
surface. This classification. he believes, means that other 
types, including the much heralded “battle cruiser,” are 
cradually disappearing, their functions being distributed 
among the three types destined to do the fighting of the 
tuture. At the same time small submarines will be 


retained for the purpose of coast defense.”

Litigation over the question of aids’ pay in the Navy 
seems never to end. ‘Two cases have been to the Supreme 
Court of the United States on this comparatively minor 
subject, and any number of cases before the Court of 
Claims. On April 30 the claim of Lieut. Max M. Frucht 
was argued in the Court of Claims by Archibald King, 
of the firm of King and Wing, for the officer, and by 
Louis G. Bissell. of the Department of Justice, for the 
United States. This is a claim for service as aid and 
captain of the vard at Pensacola when the late Rear 
Admiral Lucien Young was commandant. It was shown 
on behalf of the oflicer that the Navy Regulations desig- 
nated the captain of the yard as the proper aid to the 
commandant and that the statute gives to an aid to a 


rear admiral extra pay. From this it was argued that 
the officer's title to extra pay was complete. On the 
other hand, the Government claimed that the only aid 


who was entitled to extra pay was an aid to a flag officer 
afloat, or, if any aid was entitled to extra pay ashore, 
it was an aid performing the ordinary personal duties 
of an aid. and not an officer performing the duties of 
captain of the yard, although designated an aid by the 
Regulations. The response to this was that the statute 
made no distinetion in the kinds of aids, but that all 
aids to rear admirals received additional pay. The 
decision of the court may be expected before its adjourn- 
ment in June.

Corpl. Michael [litz, Hospital Corps, has invented an 
improved rifle range which in respect of portability and 
efficiency possesses a number of points of superiority 
over the field ranges new in use, and he is willing that 
the Government should have free use of the same, having 
submitted a model for the consideration of the Quarter- 
master Corps March 6, 1914, which has forwarded papers 
with this recommendation: “That authority be granted 
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to make eight of these ranges at the land transport shops 
at Manila, four to be given a service trial by troops in 
the Philippines and four sent to the United States for a 
similar purpose.” In replying to the request the Judge 
Advocate General refers to the decision of the United 
States courts to the effect that when the person in the 
employ of the United States using government time and 
funds for the purpose and in his line of duty makes an 
invention and takes out a patent on the same the Govern- 
ment has implied license to use the invention, with the 
unrestricted right to manufacture it. It would seem 
that under this clause the Government is-entitled to the 
invention, but that the inventor, Corporal Ilitz, might 
execute a paper showing that the range was designed 
and invented by him and that the Government has a free 
right to manufacture such a number of the field range 
as may be required in the public service. 








The U.S. Naval Observatory announced on May 2 that 
its American ephemeris and nautical almanac for 1916, 
one of the oldest and most important documents issued 
annually by that institution, marks the beginning of a 
new era for this annual. Up to the present time this 
almanac, indispensable to mariners, surveyors and 
astronomers, has been made up annually by. the Nautical 
Almanae Office of the Naval Observatory independently 
of the assistance of foreign governments. Beginning 
with the 1916 issue, however, the ephemeris will be a 
composite of the work of the Naval Observatory com- 
bined with that of similar government offices in England, 
France, Germany, Italy and Spain. The almanac con- 
tains 750 pages of astronomical data, such as the 
apparent positions throughout the year of the sun, moon, 
planets and stars; information regarding eclipses, occula- 
tions of the stars and moon, the satellites of the various 
planes, ete. It contains approximately 1,500,000 figures. 





The efforts to get forbidden news out of Tampa re- 
garding the departure of troops for Cuba during the 
war with Spain were, the New York Tribune tells us, as 
ingenious as they were astonishing. Messages of inno- 
cent appearance contained ciphers understood in the 
offices. An order to the business office of one newspaper 
for a certain number of papers of a certain date indi- 
cated the number of troops sailing and the date of the 
departure. It was an irony of event that this order did 
not reach the editorial rooms, but was filled by the busi- 
ness office, with the result that thousands of copies of 
the papers in question were delivered to an astonished 
and indignant circulation agent. Another message ad- 
vised a managing editor that information relating to a 
certain event could be obtained of a citizen living at 
such a street number. The street number was the num- 
ber of troops sailing.

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The report last week from Formosa that the Pacific 
Mail steamship Siberia, on her way to Manila, had 
signalled for aid, proved to be due to a misreading of 
wireless signals. The Siberia reached Manila safely on 
May 2. Her captain said the Japanese wireless station 
at Formosa must have misinterpreted his signals as the 
vessel was never in any danger. The Siberia sailed from 
San Francisco on April 7 for Manila. She carried 521 
passengers, seventy-one in the first cabin, fifty in the 
second and 400 in the steerage. Among the passengers 
were Mrs. Francis Burton Harrison, wife of the Governor 
General of the Philippines; Governor Egan, of the 
province of Batanes, P.I.; Capt. O. C. Whitaker, Phil. 
Constabulary, wife and infant; Lieut. V. C. Raeyes, 
Phil. Constabulary; and a number of others sent from 
San Francisco by the Insular Bureau of the War De- 
partinent.

Corps, will be organized 
at the Walter Reed General Hospital, D.C., also for 
duty with the 1st Division.

In connection with Sec. 4, Par. 455, A.R., 1913, the 
Chief, Division of Militia Affairs, invites attention to 
the fact that the Militia authorities of the several states, 
territories and the District of Columbia are responsible 
for transporting their Militia from home stations to 
mobilization camps. The departmental quartermaster of 
the proper territorial department of the Regular Army 
will furnish local United States disbursing officers with 
whatever funds may be necessary. The quartermaster 
general of each state or territory or of the D.C. Militia 
or an officer designated will arrange a practical schedule 
for assembling the Militia, together with all the necessary 
impedimenta, at the mobilization camp. 'These schedules 
will be revised each year and thus kept up to date.

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“I do not believe that any body of mounted troops 
was ever in a higher state of efficiency than the 1st 
Cavalry Brigade,” said Brig. Gen. James Parker, who 
was a caller at the War Department May 5. “The 
brigade has had an excellent opportunity for training 
and its officers and men have taken full advantages of 
their opportunities. I believe it can be said that every 
mount in the regiment is a trained horse.

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DEBATE ON NAVAL BILL. | 


In another column we report the changes made in the 
Naval Appropriation bill by the House before its final 
passage. They were chiefly the result of points of order 
made against different provisos in the bill, and the 
provisos stricken out may be restored when the bill comes 
up in the Senate and later become subjects for confer- 
ence adjustment. 

In his unsuccessful effort to secure the restoration to 
the Navy of the rank of commodore Mr. Levy, of New 
York, made an interesting statement of the distinguished 
services rendered by such commodores of the past as 
Paul Jones, Barry, Truxtun, Perry, Hull, Bainbridge, 
John Rodgers, Stewart, McDonough, David Porter, 
Decatur, Patterson, Shubrick and Levy. 

Making a point of order on the proposition to allow 
the Secretary of the Navy to appoint twenty-five enlisted 
men to the Naval Academy annually Mr. Tribble said: 
“It is time for this House to consider before creating 
another avenue to get into the Navy. We educate young 
men for the Navy, expecting them to defend those who 
educate and pay their salaries, and yet they are retired 
to the common walks of life after they secure an educa- 
tion, where they compete with other boys who have 


never had an opportunity to get an education, and they 
have the additional advantage of a big salary paid by 
the Government. Is it not time to stop and think before 
you open other avenues for that kind of thing? Is it 
not better to close avenues by which sixty-eight men 
are retired annually on a salary paid by the people of 
the United States? I want to call your attention to the 
fact that there are now 1,045 retired officers of the Navy 
on salaries ranging from $3,000 to $9,000 a year. Join 
me, Mr. Chairman and members of this House, and let 
us repeal the plucking board. Let us stop this practice 
of retiring young and able officers on a salary paid by 
your constituents and my constituents, instead of creating 
new avenues to make more officers to be retired. They 
are all struggling to get to the top, so there must be a 
plucking board or some method of eliminating many of 
those contesting for promotion. There are not enough 
ships for them all to get a command, and this plan of 
elimination has been tolerated by this House because 
the members do not understand it. There should be some 
regulation whereby men who are better fitted for pro- 
motion should receive it without having to retire young, 
able-bodied men, who have been educated for the Service 
and are anxious to serve.” 

During the discussion of the question of increasing 
the number of chaplains, which was decided against on 
a point of order, Mr. Thomas said: ‘Mr. Chairman, I 
just came into the House, and I observed some of the 
members seemed to be talking about religion. I have 
many times noticed that men. usually talk most about 
that which they know least about. [Laugbter.] The 
gentleman from Georgia [Mr. Tribble] was speaking 
about Baptists in connection with the Navy. Well, the 
Navy, it seems to me, is a peculiarly appropriate place 
for a Baptist. Now, I do not think we ought to raise 
any excitement about this question of religion, because 
from my acquaintance with the members of this House 
I believe there are very few members here who could 
pass a civil service examination in religion. [Laughter.]” 
As to the denominational distribution of chaplains it 
was stated that the Catholics and Methodists each have 
six, Episcopalians five, Baptists three, Congregationalists, 
Presbyterians, Universalists and Disciples of Christ 
each one. 

Mr. Hobson said: “I desire to point out the fact that 
the Navy is a God-fearing Service. At Annapolis every 
eadet must go to church every Sunday. There is a 
chaplain who conducts services in the chapel, but there 
are squads of midshipmen who go out to the various 
churches in the town of Annapolis. They have their 
choice, but all must go to church every Sunday. More 
than three-fourths of all the midshipmen are members 
of the Y.M.C.A. If there is a chaplain on the ship 
cruising at sea anywhere in the world at sunset all hands 
will be called together for prayers. The Navy never 
goes to sleep without saying its prayers.” 

Mr. Hobson spoke of the impression made upon him 
when on his first Sunday on a war vessel, the Constella- 
tion; he saw the Stars and Stripes, which no enemy 
had ever been able to make come down from the peak, 
supplanted by the church pennant, with its blue cross 
on a white background. Continuing, Mr. Hobson said: 

“I have since then realized the significance; notably 
once, when I was on the deck of one of our ships in 
the harbor of Corfu, in the Mediterranean, with the first 
White Squadron, on the old Chicago, flagship of Admiral 
Walker, who was in command of the squadron. When 
IT came up on deck before breakfast one day—it was a 
gala day ashore, a feast of the passover of the Greek 
Church—the flags were flying. Looking out I happened 
to notice a hoist of flags on the promontory on which 
stood the governor’s palace. It was the official flagpole. 
There was a hoist of flags, practically of all nations, as 
it seemed, with the American flag about halfway up. 
There was the English flag and the French flag and the 
Italian flag. I counted several flags above ours, although 
ours were the only ships in the harbor. I felt a strange 
sensation. I did not know what to make of it. I knew 
that at that time our little Navy was the laughing stock 
of the civilized world, but I knew that the nation it 
represented was not to be made light of, and I wondered 
by what precedent they were called upon there to put 
—_— flags, of other nations, above ours, right in our 
eeth. 

“At that point Admiral Walker came up on deck. It 
was his custom to take a little constitutional on deck 
before breakfast. He saw the scene before him and 
stopped, and his eyes finally fell on the governor’s palace 
and then that hoist of flags. He was an old sea dog. 
IT can see him now. His brows began to knit; he took 
out his binoculars, leveled them on the hoist of flags to 
make sure, and then turned over his shoulder down the 
gangway. 

“ ‘Bugler, call away the barge.’ 

“Nobody ever heard of the barge being called away 
for an official visit at that time of the day. The barge’s 
crew hurried aft to man the boat. Then he turned to 
his orderly—how well I can see him now as he said: 

“Orderly, tell the flag lieutenant to report to me on 
deck in full uniform at once.’ 

“Soon the flag lieutenant came hurrying on deck with 
his sword dangling, and saluted. The Admiral said to 
him, ‘Proceed ashore at once in the barge.’ Now, this 
was before breakfast. The governor was doubtless stil? 
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fast asleep. It is against the precedents of official inter- 
course to call before ten o’clock. He said: 

““*Proceed ashore at once in the barge. Ask to see the 
governor yourself, in person, and tell him, with my 
compliments, that if he wishes to use that flag at all 
while my fleet is in his harbor he must hoist it at the 
top.’ [Applause.] 

“There is no other flag under heaven, the emblem of 
human power, that may float above the Stars and Stripes. 
But there is a flag that does float above it every Sunday 
morning, and I can see our proud flag there, looking up 
in humility, seeking help and guidance and spiritual 
strength and fortitude from the flag of the cross above, 
a true symbol of our Navy, that inaugurated the cere- 
mony, and of our nation, that we are a God-fearing 
people; the greatest agency ever raised up by a kindly 
Providence for service and uplift of humanity—twenty- 
four chaplains for fifty-odd thousand men are not enough 
for attending properly to the religious welfare of our 
citizens in the Navy. [Applause.]” 

Mr. Padgett thus explained the working of the Naval 
Supply Account: “Say that an anchor is purchased by 
the naval supply account at a cost of $5,000, and pays 
for it. Whenever it is needed for a ship it is furnished 
to the ship and the supply account is repaid out of the 
appropriation for the Bureau of Construction and Repairs 
available for-the purchase of anchors. Later on the ship 
temporarily goes out of commission and the anchor and 
other stores and supplies are removed from the ship 
and placed with the general storekeeper. Under the law 
he credits that to the naval supply account. Now, when 
that ship goes back into commission, in order to get 
back its anchor it has to purchase it again out of the 
appropriation current at the time. So the appropriation 
would pay for the anchor twice, and the same with the 
other stores.” Mr. Padgett stated that this supply 
account, which in Admiral Rodgers’s time amounted to 

,000,000, is now about $23,000,000, exclusive of ord- 
nance and ordnance stores. 

A discussion of the question of drydocks occupied a 
large portion of the time given to debate on the bill. 
The little Navy representative, Mr. Witherspoon, insisted 
that we now have four times as many drydocks as we 
can use and do not need any new ones. Mr. Bryan, of 
Washington, urged the claims of the Pzget Sound Yard 
and belittled those of Mare Island. He quoted Lieut. 
A. B. Wyckoff, U.S.N., who declared that “the Mare 
Island Yard is not a suitable location because of the 
narrow and shallow channel,” and saying of Puget 
Sound: “As the Hon. Joseph Cannon has so tersely 
expressed it when he said, ‘God Almighty made that 
location for a navy yard,’ the present location of the 
Puget Sound Navy Yard is perfect. It consists of over 
200 acres of land, including the filled-in area, with a 
large level‘basin at each end suitable for docks and shops, 
and higher land in the center for residences, barracks, 
ete. The first drydock never having settled the hundredth 
part of an inch shows that no better location could be 
found for such structures. The front of the yard is over 
a mile in length.” : 

Mr. Bryan said: “I am going to oppose giving to 
the Mare Island Navy Yard and the Union Iron Works, 
San Francisco, or any other institution, any more than 
that to which they are entitled. After a million dollars 
is expended on a channel and the channel is not then 
deep enough to take a Dreadnought or a ship useful 
in the present Navy, it ought not to be called a first 
class navy yard. And if Puget Sound is not better 
equipped by nature than that, if Puget Sound does not 
come up to the requirements that ought to be made of a 
strictly first class yard, then the Puget Sound Yard 
ought to be wiped out and one created at Hunters Point, 
San Francisco, or somewhere else—— 

“Mr. Madden: Grays Harbor. 

“Mr, Bryan: Grays Harbor or anywhere else. 
is what I stand for, that is my position.” 

“Mr. Mann: Mr. Chairman, it is refreshing to get the 
truth once in a while. This morning we had the Virginia 
Representatives tells us the truth about Philadelphia, 
and Philadelphia did not get a building slip. Then we 
had the Philadelphia Representatives tell us the truth 
about Norfolk, and the Norfolk Yard did not get an 
addition. Now we have the gentleman from Washington 
tell us the truth about Mare Island. If we only could 
proceed far along enough to get the Mare Island people 
to tell us the truth about Puget Sound we might properly 
send a navy yard to Unalaska or some other proper 
place for it. 

“Mr. Johnson, of Washington: Grays Harbor. 

“Mr. Mann: We have control of the Pacific Ocean from 
the Hawaiian Islands. If there is any place that we 
ought to keep absolutely and unquestionably in our 
power it is the Hawaiian Islands—Pearl Harbor. [Ap- 
plause.] There never ought to be any doubt about our 
absolute command of Pearl Harbor. I do not know 
what may be necessary to be done there. Everyone 
knows, however, that eventually they must have a drydock 
there if the place is maintained as a naval station ought 
to be maintained. I feel satisfied that we have now 
protection at Pearl Harbor if we proceed with the plans 
that we have, and that we can maintain Pearl Harbor 
against the world for a short time. But we cannot 
maintain it permanently without a drydock. I believe 
that the future conflicts we will be engaged in will not 
be on the Atlantic Ocean, but upon the Pacific. In the 
eourse of time—-how soon it will come nobody can tell; 
T hope it is hundreds of years away; but no one knows— 
but in course of time when you bring together two races, 
each moving in an opposite direction, when you bring 
them against each other there is an inevitable conflict 
of some kind. It may be commercial, or it may be war- 
like. Whichever it may be, we ought to be ready to 
protect ourselves, our civilization, our race from anyone 
else. [Applause.]” °

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OUR FLAG AT VERA CRUZ. 

The simple and brief memorandum that announced 
the raising of our flag at Vera Cruz marks the beginning 
of a new chapter in history, and possibly also a change 
in political geography, writes a correspondent who was 
present at the ceremony. It was as follows: 


Headquarters, U.S. Naval Forces on Shore, 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, April 27, 1914. 


Memo. for all Concerned: 

At 2 p.m. to-day the flag of United States will be hoisted 
over the headquarters of the commander, U.S. naval forces 
on shore. The escort, composed of a regiment of marines, 
under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Neville, and a regi- 
ment of seamen, under the command of Lieutenant Commander 
Buchanan, the whole escort being under the command of 
Captain Rush, will form in the open space in front of the 
Terminal Hotel. Rear Admiral Badger, Commander-in-Chief 
of U.S. Atlantic Fleet, and Rear Admiral Fletcher, commander

of U.S. naval forces on shore, will be present, with their 


staffs. 
R. STONE, Commander, U.S. Army, Adjutant General. 
The strength of U.S. naval forces on shore at Vera 
Cruz on April 28 was as follows: 


Headquarters, 24 officers, 33 men. 
Naval Brigade, 194 officers, 3,760 men. 
‘Marine Brigade, 98 officers, 2569 men. 
Total, 316 officers, 6,262 men. 


THE LANDING AT VERA CRUZ. 


The operations ashore at Vera Cruz on April 22 are 
described in interesting detail by the Mexican Herald 
of April 29. It says that the regiment composed of bat- 
talions of Infantry from the battleships New Hampshire, 
South Carolina, Vermont, and New Jersey and a bat- 
talion of artillery, under the command of Capt. Edwin 
A. Anderson, U.S.N., as regimental commander, and of 
Lieut. Comdr. R. Z. Johnston, U.S.N., as adjutant, was 
landed at four o’clock in the morning of April 22, 1914, 
immediately upon arrival in the harbor. The regiment 
was formed in the open field near the Terminal docks 
where it rested until daylight. 

As only the Custom House and immediate vicinity 
was then in control of the U.S. forces, the second naval 
regiment was directed by the brigade commander, and 
Admiral Fletcher, to march to the southward of the city 
and take possession of the naval academy, the artillery 
and infantry barracks, which was in possession of the 
Mexican forces. At eight o’clock the regiment started. 
Captain Anderson and staff and the New Hampshire 
battalion led this attack. ‘The academy and _ barracks 
are huge stone structures, with walls about a foot thick. 
Machine guns were mounted behind these walls and 
riflemen stationed on the roofs, at the windows and in 
the stone buildings on both sides of the street. As the 
staff and battalion turned the corner a terrific fire was 
opened on them from every angle, and it was only due 
to the poor marksmanship of the Mexicans that they 
were not mowed down. The New Hampshire battalion 
returned the fire, dropping prone on the pavement and 
taking shelter behind the facades of building. The other 
battalions retired to an open field, and deployed as 
skirmishers, firing at the windows of the building nearest 
them. The U.S.S. Chester anchored closs ashore opened 
fire on the naval academy and other buildings. To 
avoid danger of shells from the Chester, the New Hamp- 
shire battalion was directed to withdraw to the open 
field, carrying their dead and wounded. 

At this time the artillery of the 2d Regiment, under 
the command of Lieutenant Grady, was brought into 
action and opened with shrapnel on the stone building. 
These shells exploded upon striking, killing nearly every- 
one inside the buildings. The regiment was assembled 
near the Light House Tower, and the dead and wounded 
attended to while the Artillery kept up the bombardment. 

At 12:10 p.m. the 2d Regiment Signal Corps, under 
Lieutenant McNair, established a station in the light 
house. This station sent signals to the Chester to hold 
the Mexican steamer Gobernador as she had fired on the 
rear of the 2d Regiment’s men. As Lieutenant Johnson, 
of the New Hampshire, and two men from his company 
were bringing a wounded man from the field fire was 
opened on them from three buildings near the water- 
front, one of which was flying the Grecian flag. A shot 
wounded Lieutenant Lannon, who was assembling his 
battalion. Artillery and rifle fire silenced these houses, 
a company was sent to capture the occupants, and their 
rifles and ammunition were seized. 

The steamship Haakon anchored in the inner break- 
water, near the light house, began a sharp rifle fire upon 
the regiment drawn up at the waterfront. The Chester 
trained. her guns on the steamship and haled her to the 
effect that if she fired another shot she would be sunk. 
The Haakon immediately got up anchor and stood out 
of the harbor, but was captured by a U.S. warship and 
returned. 

The naval academy, artillery barracks, and other 
buildings adjacent having been shelled and captured, the 
regiment advanced toward the Old Port to the south- 
ward of the city, which several shots from the artillery 
completely silenced. 

Captain Anderson here directed the New Jersey bat- 
talion to take position at the Light House Tower. The 
battalions from the South Carolina with a field piece, 
Vermont with a field piece, and the New Hampshire 
battalion with field pieces were distributed through the 
different streets to the southward and westward of the 
city to canvass for snipers. There was constant fire 
upon the different battalions from housetops as they 
advanced. A sharp fire came from native policemen 
and irregular troops, killing two men and wounding six. 
The artillery battery in charge of Ensign Hammes, of 
the South Carolina, was brought to the front and fired 
upon the snipers, silencing them. Ensign Lee, of the 

ew Hampshire battalion, who is a member of the Navy 
rifle team, shot several snipers dead in their tracks as 
they fired from around the corners of buildings. Wher- 
ever firing occurred from buildings the buildings were 
fired upon, then charged and searched. Prisoners with 
arms and ammunition were arrested. 

The regiment reassembled at the Avenida Libertad, 
and captured the infantry barracks and the residence of 
General Maas, former military commander of the port. 
Several tons of ammunition and war accoutrement were 
captured. Continuing westward to the railroad track at 
the edge of the city the entire district was overhauled. 
Returning to the infantry barracks the regiment rested 
until five p.m. when orders were received to advance to 
the outskirts of the city and intrench. It had been re- 
ported that General Maas was preparing to attempt to 
retake Vera Cruz. 

A guard of a section of artillery and one company of 
infantry, in command of Lieutenant Ellyson, regimental 
ordnance officer, was left at the military barracks, while 
the battalions of the South Carolina and Artillery ad- 
vanced to the outskirts of the city. The Artillery was 
established at the railroad track near the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Company plant, as a reserve, and the South Caro- 
lina battalion, Lieutenant Staton, proceeded with the 
regimental commander about a mile up the track and in- 
trenched. The New_Jersey battalion having been di- 
rected to occupy the Light House Tower, was not avail- 
able for service with the outposts. The battalions from 
the Minnesota and Michigan were sent to the 2d Regi- 
ment for temporary service. Later on that night the 
battalions from the New Hampshire and Minnesota 
joined the South Carolina battalion in the trenches out- 
side the city. The Michigan battalion was directed to 
report to the infantry barracks, as there was but a small 
force-there. 

During the remainder of the night the regiment stood 
outpost duty, intrenching and improving their position. 
The following day three battalions were withdrawn from 








outpost duty, the Artillery and supports remaining in 
possession. Regimental headquarters were established 
in the residence of General Maas, and regimental bar- 
racks at the Light House Tower, which was then held 
by the New Jersey battalion. As the district under the 
control of the 2d Regiment occupied so much space 
patrols were established to apprehend snipers, and ‘pre- 
serve order. Snipers began firing shortly after dark, 


. Which necessitated the calling out of a patrol company. 


_ The 2d Regiment lost eight men killed and twenty- 
eight wounded. All of these were carried off the field 
by their comrades while still under fire. None of them 
were left on the ground even while the fire was heaviest 
from the naval school. Captain Anderson states, says 
the Mexican Herald in conclusion, that the deportment 
of his men were exceptional and that there were numer- 
ous instances of personal bravery and that not in a 
single instance did the newest of his men show a mo- 
ment’s: hesitation to advance slowly into the face of the 
withering fusillade. Captain Anderson himself narrowly 
escaped death as he was standing in the open directing 
his men as they circled the corner of the naval school. 
One of the seamen noticed a Mexican taking deliberate 
aim at Captain Anderson and without waiting on for- 
malities, shoved his captain aside. The next moment, 
one of the seamen dropped just behind the spot where 
the Captain had been standing. The Captain was armed 
only with his automatic and with this he fired continu- 
ally into the windows of the building while he was within 
the firing zone. 
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THE SERVICE SCHOOLS. 


The graduation exercises at the Army Staff College 
and Special Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 
were held this year at an earlier date than usual because 
most of the instructors and student officers were under 
orders to join their commands at the earliest possible 
moment. The exercises were accordingly held on April 
28. As we noted last week, Lieut. Col. W. P. Burnham, 
Inf., U.S.A., commandant of the Army Service Schools 
at Fort Leavenworth, received orders on April 25 from 
the War Department to close the Schools by Tuesday and 
directing that all instructors and students join their 
regiments. It was decided to close the Army War Col- 
lege in Washington, the School of Fire for Field Artil- 
lery at Fort Sill, the Mounted Service School at Fort 
Riley, and the Army Staff College and Special Service 
Schools at Fort Leavenworth. All the officers at those 
institutions were either given new assignments or 
ordered to join their old commands without delay. Only 
the Engineer School at Washington Barracks, the Coast 
Artillery School at Fort Monroe, and the Aviation 
School at San Diego remain open. . 

Lieut. John R. Kelly, 26th Inf., according to the 
Leavenworth Times, heads the list of honor graduates 
of the School of the Line. The others are Lieut. Oliver 
P. Robinson, 21st Inf., Capt. Walter S. Grant, Cav., 
Capt. John K. Miller, Inf., and Major La R. 8. Upton, 
10th Inf. . 

The distinguished graduates are: Lieut. Emmitt 
Addis, 10th Cav., Capt. F. E. Bamford, 28th Inf., Lieut.

THE ARMY RECRUITING SERVICE. 


Taking up the statement of Secretary of War Garrison 
in his annual report that “while the cause of desertion 
has always been shrouded in obscurity, I am convinced 
that a close and sympathetic relationship between the 
officer and his men will surely tend to lessen it,” Capt. 
Harrison S. Kerrick, C.A.C., U.S.A., in his first-prize 
essay of the Military Service Institution, after giving 
certain figures on desertion, is so certain of his conclu- 
sions as to challenge the correctness of this view of the 
Secretary and to place against it this assertion: “I would 
maintain that further analysis will convince the Secre- 
tary of War that the increase of abnormal losses was 
due primarily to the low grade of recruits obtained by 
the general recruiting service rather than to a lack of a 
close and sympathetic relationship between the officer 
and his men.’ Never in the history of our Army have 
there been more competent, loyal, sympathetic, wide- 
awake field and company officers than to-day. Afl com- 
panies now have nearly a full complement of officers. 
Captain Kerrick then proceeds to attack the present 
system of recruiting, which he says should be disbanded 
as an “unwarranted, exorbitant and unnecessary ex- 
penditure of funds and drain of officers and men from 
legitimate military duty.” Although the term “general 
recruiting service” nowhere appears in the annual ex- 
penditures, still about three millions of dollars yearly 
is directly or indirectly spent for this purpose. A great 
deal of this expense could be saved if the recruiting 
stations were maintained in National Guard armories. 
This use could be had in connection with the duty of 
inspector-instructors for the Militia, which could be done 
by officers on general recruiting service in the 109 state 
regiments now without instructors. These armory sta- 
tions could be maintained in charge of sergeant-instructors 
and without cost to ee except for trans- 

rtation of accepted applicants. , a a 
Ke is the ~ contention of Captain Kerrick that 
recruits are sent too far away from home to do their 
first duty. His claim is that except in foreign service 
“recruits should be assigned to stations within 300 miles 
of their homes.” This would be opposed to the prevailing 
practice of sending recruits from the Hast, who by 
environment, vocation and sentiment are well suited for 
Coast Artillery service, to Western Cavalry and Field 
Artillery posts, and natural horsemen of the West to the 
C.A. posts along the Atlantic. Besides the cost, this 
system promotes discontent, a poor grade of service and 
desertion. Furthermore, recruits should be assigned only 
to a branch of the Service of their choice or for which 
they have special talent or aptitude. Foreigners should 
net_*:o enlisted. Last year 3,365 foreigners enlisted, or 
13.5 per cent. [Note: The law permits the enlistment of 
foreigners who have _ naturalized or who have de- 
Jared their intentions. . 
othe essayist is of the opinion that the booklet issued 
by the War Department relative to the career 6f an 
enlisted man in the Army affords a means: for improving 
the quality of recruits. A_ two-year enlistment period 
and a liberal distribution of this booklet, augmented by 
a campaign of military education through the medium 
of the public press and eight or ten itinerant recruiting 
parties armed with talking and moving picture machines 
and stereopticon views in charge of talented lecturer- 
officers, should keep the Army at maximum strength, 
minimize desertions, disability, discharges, pensioners and 
discharge by purchase. It now appears entirely feasible 
and practicable through division camps of instruction to 
take a skeleton division with companies at twenty-five 
per cent. effective strength, fill it with recruits and 
transform the whole into an efficient division of the 
field army in twelve months. The present recruiting 
system is virtually nothing more than an employment 
bureau which keeps away from the mobile Army about 
144 officers and 3,000 enlisted men, or the equivalent of 
three regiments. The general recruiting service of to-day 
is an “octopus,” says Captain Kerrick, and the best 
interests of the Army and the nation demand that its 
grip should be loosened. neat 

The most desirable recruit is the one who comes to 
the nearest Army post of his own volition, and after a 
probationary period spent in mingling with the soldiers 
enlists with his eyes open. The six-day period of proba- 
tion at Army posts is a very effective and economical 
method of keeping out of the Service undesirables who 
enter the Service through city recruiting — stations. 
Applicants who are ambitious for Army service would 
not hesitate to present themselves at Army posts even 
if there were no city recruiting stations to go to. Other 
subjects discussed are the Army reserve, pay for the 
Militia, which is urged; the Army transport service, 
which is described as practically non-existent, and mili- 
tary camps for collegians. This essay, which will appear

“No, the ‘taking’ of the Panama Canal was done in 
strict accordance with the traditional policy of the United 
States and the principles of international law. The 
policy of non-interference by the United States in the 
political turmoils which have constantly menaced 
Colombia, unless they endangered the free and uninter- 
rupted transit across the Isthmus of Panama, was first 
enunciated by my old chief, Rear Admiral George F. 
Pearson,’ in the year 1865, and this policy has been 
lawfully maintained ever since by the naval officers sta- 
tioned on the Isthmus, who alone have practically been 
responsible for carrying out the treaty obligations of the 
Government in this locality. The interpretation placed 
upon the treaty of 1846 by Admiral Pearson at that time 
was later confirmed by the Attorney General of the 
United States, and afterward by the Colombian adminis- 
tration then in power, and is’ well understood by all 
parties interested in Isthmian transit to-day.”

THE ROLL-CALL AT “EL MOLINO DEL REY.” 
By Capt. Jesse Bowman Young, Litt.D. 
[Author of the recent volume, ‘‘The Battle of Gettysburg.’’] 





The name, “El Molino del Rey,” which being trans- 
lated means “The King’s Mill,’ may not at first blush 
convey to the reader any vivid suggestions. To those, 
however, who may chance to have recently read the 
amazing story of the Mexican War, which, notwith- 
standing its questionable political methods and motives, 
brought in 1846-48, and in later years, into the patrimony 
of freedom a vast and goodly heritage, and particularly 
to those who have discerned what took place at the 
locality indicated on Sept. 8, 1847, and have noted (and 
this is the point of the whole story) who were there to 
share in the exploits of the hour, the name has a deep 
and an abiding significance. Indeed, when all the data 
are before the mind they make an extraordinary impres- 
sion. Let us focus them. 

El Molino del Rey is the name of a fortress, deemed 
by the Mexicans untakable, one of the outworks of the 
castle end stronghold of Chapultepec, occupying a 
precipitous, magnificently fortified hill that stood in the 
way of ihe invading army of General Scott, a few miles 
out from the walls and gates of the City of Mexico. 
Scott, with a genius and a vigor which were extraordi- 
nary, had laid siege to Vera Cruz, defeated the Mexicans 
at Cerro Gordo, Contreras and Churubusco, and pressed 
his way victoriously on until now he faced the outworks 
which guarded the City of the Montezumas—outworks 
built of stone, planted on granite hills, fortified with 
strength and skill, so massive, rugged and seemingly 
impregnable that the sight of them would alone have 
nig to daunt any but an invincible spirit of martial 
valor. 

The Hill Chapultepec, crowned with a massive castle 
and a fortified military college, the pride of Mexico, 
presented to the approaching army of General Scott a 
steep and frowning ascent. At the foot of this ascent 
and some distance in front of it were the outworks in 
question, one of which-—a stone fortress, with thick, 
high walls which could not be battered down with the 
sort of cannon which were in vogue in that day—was 
ealled El Molino del Rey. At the distance of a quarter 
of a mile along the front there was another frowning 
stone fortress, called Casa de Mata. Connecting these 
two strongholds was a line of fortifications with artillery 
massed in the center. Garrisoning these fortifications 
were 14,000 well armed, well drilled and courageous 
Mexicans, led by their gifted commander, Gen. Santa 
Anna. 

General Scott found that these outworks could not be 
flanked, and determined that as they stood in his path- 
way into the City of Mexico they must be stormed, in 
order that he might next assail the towering and frown- 
ing castle of Chapultepec which stood behind them. 
When these obstacles were out of his way then the only 
remaining hindrances to entrance into Mexico were the 
fortified roads and the entrenched gateways of the city 
itself. Accordingly he directed General Worth’s division 
to capture these outworks, the assault to be made on 
the morning of Sept. 8, 1847. 

The assault was made in three columns. Garland’s 
brigade undertook to assail El Molino del Rey; the 8th 
Infantry, under Major Wright, attacked the center, with 
500 picked men, to charge the battery, and, if possible, 
scatter the defending infantry at the point of the bayonet. 
Casa de Mata at the same time was to be stormed by 
the remaining troops, while Sumner’s dragoons were 
held in readiness to rout the defeated Mexicans when 
once their ranks were broken. 

The battle all along the line was one of desperation. 
One-fourth of Worth’s command lay dead or wounded 
on the ground when Molino del Rey fell into his hands; 
but the plan was a success. Eight hundred Mexicans 
were captured, and many were slain; the entire remain- 
ing force was driven back to take refuge in Chapultepec, 
and the great outworks of solid stone and the fortresses 
themselves were blown up. On our side fifty-eight officers 
and 728 men were killed or wounded. 

At this point the reader is likely to ask: “What of 
it?” “What makes this particular battle in the war with 
Mexico of any special interest?’ “Why are we invited 
to consider the matter?’ The reason is this: In that 
battle of El Molino del Rey there was assembled an 
extraordinary body of West Point graduates, most of 
them recently commissioned in the Regular Army—some 
of them winning their first brevets and getting their 
earliest taste of actual. warfare, and securing here their 
first opportunity to distinguish themselves in battle—a 
number so large that the list sounds like a roll call of 
the generals who a decade and a half later became 
immortal in the great struggle of the early sixties. 

The fifty or more West Point graduates who took part 
in this battle—chiefly subalterns then—-taken altogether, 
reveal an amount and a variety of military gifts, talents 
and possibilities and a combination of various phases 
of military genius which fill the student with amazement 
when he ponders the whole “exhibit.” 

The most venerable West Point graduate present in 
that battle—venerable, that is, in the Civil War time— 
was. Ethan Allen Hitchcock, of the West Point class 
of 1817, inspector general of Scott’s army, who won the 
brevet rank of brigadier general for his bravery that 
day. He was major general in the Civil War, and 
throughout that struggle was on duty in the War De- 
partment as confidential military adviser of Secretary 
Stanton and President Lincoln, a man of large capacity, 






keen wisdom and fine ability, who in the sixties was too 
old for field service. 

In that company, to begin with, was to be found the 
silent and peerless chieftain of later years, now winning 
his first brevet for gallant and meritorious conduct, a 
second lieutenant in the 4th Infantry, Ulysses S. Grant. 
With him was his classmate at “the Point,” his life-long 
friend, and later to become his brother-in-law, Frederick 
T. Dent, who won his captaincy that day and laid the 
foundation for his services as aid with Grant in the Civil 
War period. There, too, as a comrade under the Stars 
and Stripes, was a youth who had been cheek by jowl 
with Grant at the Academy, but one year intervening 
between their dates of graduation, who in February, 
1862, was to receive as commander of Fort Donelson a 
note’ from the leader of the army which held that fortress 
in its tenacious grip—a note whose echoes rang through 
all the land: “My terms are unconditional surrender. 
I propose to move immediately upon your works”; at 
Molino a lieutenant in the 6th Infantry, and winning 
that day a brevet captaincy by his splendid valor, after- 
ward to be known as Gen. Simon B. Buckner, only 
recently deceased. : 

Another comrade of Grant’s that day commanded a 
battery not far from where his Infantry company was 
making its advance, a first lieutenant of the 1st Artillery, 
crowned when the battle was over with the rank of 
brevet major for his gallantry in action—who on July 
4, 1863, as lieutenant general of the Confederate forces 
shut up in Vicksburg, was to surrender that fortress and 
garrison into Grant the conqueror’s hands—John C. 
Pemberton. 

Here also served as comrades in arms two chieftains 
who later faced one another in a desperate battle, at 
Fair Oaks, in 1862, the gifted and patriotic Silas Casey, 
later to become the author of the Infantry Tactics used 
by the Union armies during the war, and Joseph E. 
Johnston, whose wounds at Fair Oaks took him from 
the army he had organized and commanded; Casey, a 
captain in the 2d Infantry, doomed to be severely 
wounded while leading the charge against Chapultepec 
five days later, and winning two brevets by his devotion; 
and Johnston, the great leader of the Confederate armies 
in the West, by all odds their finest soldier, except pos- 
sibly one, a lieutenant colonel of a temporary command 
called the Voltiguers, his courage and skill recognized 
and crowned with three brevets in that one campaign. 

Two of the most conspicuous figures of the early days 
of the Civil War were on this bloody and hard contested 
field: Nathanael Lyon, brevet captain in the 2d Infantry, 
who was killed in the battle near Springfield, Mo., in 
1861, after he had by his wisdom, his courage and his 
command of co-operating forces saved that state to the 
Union ; and Capt. Robert Anderson, of the 3d Artillery, 
later to be known as Major Anderson, the hero of Fort 
Sumter; while in an adjoining battery was Henry J. 
Hunt, first lieutenant, 2d Art., twice wounded while 
serving his guns in that hot encounter, and within the 
next week to be honored as Brevet Major Hunt, and in 
1863 to be known as the Chief of Artillery of the Army 
of the Potomac, who had in his hand the 320 guns of 
that Army at Gettysburg, and who ranked when the 
Civil War was over as one of the great masters of that 
arm of the service in the whole world. Meade, his com- 
mander at Gettysburg, just missed being here at El 
Molino del Rey, having been ordered back to “the States” 
after the siege of Vera Cruz had been won, and after 
he had given more than two years of skilful engineering 
service to the cause under both Taylor and Scott; while 
McClellan, distinguished in the actions which preceded 
and which followed El Molino del Rey, was so closely 
related to the latter by his preliminary engineering work 
that he was actually brevetted captain for participation 
in it,;and had to decline the honor on the ground that he 
was not really in that battle. Five days later, however, 
the brevet came for gallantry at Chapultepec. 

Richard H. Anderson and John Sedgwick here fought 
side by side; destined later at Gettysburg, Chancellors- 
ville and in the Wilderness to confront one another in 
deadly battle, the latter commanding the 6th Army Corps 
in the Army of the Potomac, and the former one of 
Lee’s division and corps commanders in the Army of 
Northern Virginia, their lines often facing each other 
in the long series of battles which are now historic. 

Winfield Scott Hancock was here, winning his first 
brevet as a young Infantry lieutenant, and learning by 
observation and experience some of the lessons which 
later made him “Hancock the Superb,” the commander 
for nearly two years of the 2d Army Corps, and one 
of the greatest leaders of men on the field the war 
developed; while side by side with him were men who 
later often confronted him in battle—Ewell, one of Lee’s 
trusted corps commanders, and Pickett, who directed the 
charge against Hancock’s line at Gettysburg, and Edward 
Johnson, whose assaults on Culp’s Hill in that battle 
were so bloody and desperate and for a while so threaten- 
ingly svecessful, and who later, in May, 1864, with 
hundreds of his command, was captured in the Bloody 
Angle by Hancock at Spottsylvania. 

Buell, too, would have been in this battle but for 
wounds which he had received two weeks earlier, and 
which still laid him up; but Fitz-John Porter was here, 
serving his battery and winning his captaincy; and John 
G. Foster, whose exploits at Newbern and at Roanoke 
Island early in the Civil War gave him fame, here served 
as captain of Engineers and was wounded. Of those 
who weré on “the other side” may be mentioned Benjamin 
Huger, who here gained a brevet lieutenant colonelcy, 
and John B. Magruder, who with 11,000 men at Wil- 
liamsburg and Yorktown at the opening of the Peninsula 
campaign, in 1862, held McClellan’s great army at bay, 
while Beauregard was close by, and was foremost in the 
engagement which followed, the storming of Chapultepec, 
while his later opponent at Bull Run, in July, 1861, 
Irvin McDowell, was assistant adjutant general of Wool’s 
division in another part of the field of conflict. 

Here Charles P. Stone, who helped to save Washington 
from the grasp of the Confederates at the outbreak of 
the rebellion, who fell under suspicion and was for 
months unjustly and unlawfully imprisoned by Secretary 
Stanton, and who struggled with misfortunes and secret 
hostility that covered him with obloquy until the very 
end of the war; who then went to Egypt and became 
the victorious commander-in-chief of the Khedive’s forces, 
doing much to resuscitate the national credit and giving 
Egypt a new standing, and who finally came back to 
his own land and by his engineering skill planted 
“Liberty Enlightening the World” on its deep and sure 
foundations in New York Harbor—here Stone, as a 
lieutenant of Ordnance, won his first brevet. 

Fighting Joe Hooker was here, captain and assistant 
adjutant general in Pillow’s command; and so was 
Stonewall Jackson (who by his famous flank march 
around Hooker’s right flank at Chancellorsville in May, 
1863, brought the Union Army into discomfiture and 
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Hooker into humiliation), winning by his services as an 
Artillery lieutenant in three engagements inside of three 
weeks the rank of brevet captain and brevet major. 
These names suggest what comradeships were to be 
blended and broken before two decades should pass. 

There were many others of high character and fore- 
ordained to a notable record in that little battke which 
helped to open the way for Scott to assail the fortress 
of Chapultepec, and thence advance to his crowning day 
of entrance into the City of Mexico; we can but glance 
at a few of them. The indomitable Gen. William Hays, 
for some months after Gettysburg the commander of the 
24 Army Corps, was wounded at El Molino del Rey, 
serving a battery; and near him fought Isaac I. Stevens, 
“Number One” in the class of 1839, a great engineer, 
killed at Chantilly, in the Second Bull Run campaign, 
leading his division; while George W. Getty, who won 
five successive brevets in the Civil War; and Zealous 
B. Tower, who stood at the head of the class of 1841; 
and Albion P. Howe, commander of a division under 
Sedgwick; and John J. Peck, who won his brevet as 
major in Mexico and reached his rank of major general 
in the Peninsula campaign under McClellan, and whose 
work around Suffolk redounded to his credit; and Fred- 
erick Steele, who did noble things for the Union cause 
as a general in the West and Southwest—all of them 
notable commanders in the later war, were there! Here 
could alsu have been seen John W. Phelps at his battery, 
who as brigadier general in 1862 organized the first 
regiment of negro troops near the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi, and by that policy brought upon himself the 
threatencd doom of an outlaw from the Confederate 
Government; and Henry Prince, wounded, a_ brigadier 
general in the Army of the Potomac; and Gabriel R. 
Paul, a heroic fighter at the head of a brigade at Gettys- 
burg, where he was desperately wounded, losing the sight 
of both eyes; and Thomas G. Pitcher, afterward for 
some years Superintendent of the Academy ; and Delancey 
F. Jones, brevetted for bravery, and who at Gettysburg 
was brevetted colonel for gallantry; and Lieut. S. B. 
Maxey, later one of the Confederate leaders at Port 
Hudson, and after the war U.S. Senator from Texas 
for two terms. Here also were Sibley and Canby, who 
fought ecch other at Valverde, N.M., in 1862; and Paul 
O. Herbert, who in 1859, as Governor of Louisiana, put 
W. TT. Sherman at the head of the State Military 
Academy ; and close by in other commands were at least 
a score of other lieutenants and captains who became 
noted leaders in the sixties, chafing under restraint and 
eagerly waiting for the opportunity which was to be 
given them in a few days, the chance to charge the walls 
of Chapultepec and batter down the gates of the City of 
Mexico beyond. 

Robert E. Lee was there also, chief engineer in Gen- 
eral Wool’s command, very near to Scott, and winning 
not only his three brevets in that war—major, lieutenant 
colonel and colonel—but laying the basis also by his 
services for that full measured appreciation of his 
manhood and his soldierly abilities which reached its 
culmination only at the end of the Civil War, when, 
without a word of complaint, he accepted poverty, defeat 
and the failure of the cause to which he had adhered 
through four years of dreadful struggle, in which his 
magnificent figure was at times the only tower of strength 
in which his followers trusted. 

What an illustration this picture gives us of the value 
of West Point training! No wonder General Scott was 
able to testify that in his judgment but for the work done 
by the officers who had graduated at the Military 
Academy “the war between the United States and 
Mexico might, and probably would, have lasted some four 
or five years, within its first half more defeats than 
victories falling to our share; whereas in less than two 
campaigns we conquered a great country and a peace 
without the loss of a single battle or skirmish.” 

Where on earth could there be gathered, under any 
circumstances, fifty graduates of any other professional 
school—in law, divinity, engineering, medicine, surgery— 
most of them fresh from the classroom, to whom a 
prophet might truthfully say: “Within eighteen years 
each man of you will have reached eminence in his life 
task—you will be all bishops, or judges, or chief en- 
gineers, or ranking surgeons of the land. And out of 
the group there will be five at least whose names are to 
be immortal!’ But to this group of fifty West Point 
graduates the prophet might have spoken with absolute 
truth some such testimony. Of all West Point graduates 
who were there that day—except those who gave their 
lives in the battle—every man finally reached the post 
of a general officer, and most of them the office of a 
major general—except possibly one or two who stopped 
just short of it with the honor of brevet colonel in the 
Regular Army. 

If this extraordinary exhibit shall help us to appreciate 
with affectionate and patriotic ardor the vast, indeed, 
the measureless, service which the Military Academy at 
West Point has rendered to the nation in its various 
times of trial and danger, one aim of the writer shall 
be achieved.

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THE ARMY MEDICAL CORPS. 


Writing of the Army Medical Corps in the New York 
Medical Journal Dr. H. Sheridan Baketel, first lieu- 
tenant, Medical Reserve Corps, U.S.A., says: “It is the 
Medical Corps which is the foundation of any Army or 
Navy. If its members are not abundantly able to prevent 
disease the fighting men are of little value in carrying 
out a successful campaign. The United States Army, 
small but efficient, shows such a low rate of illness that 
the ability of the Medical Corps is apparent. Its Surgeon 
General, Gen. William C. Gorgas, has conquered the 


pestilences of Panama. The Rand Mining Company 
recently borrowed him that he might suggest means to 
make South Africa more habitable. The practical elimi- 
nation of typhoid fever in the Army, due to the work 
of Major Russell and his co-workers, has directed atten- 
tion anew to the high grade of scientific work of the 
Medical Corps. Captains Craig and Nichols have been 
demonstrating certain features in the treatment of syphilis 
which stamp them as syphilographers of a high order. 
In many ways it is possible to point out the eminently 
practical services of Army medical officers.” 

Army medical men are splendidly educated, Dr. Baketel 
continues. Of the 445 in the corps, 113 are holders of 
academic degrees, and in addition to the degree of M.D. 
333 are graduates of the Army Medical School. Every 
section of the country is represented, but the majority 
are graduates of colleges east of the Mississippi. Hight 
officers have taken the degree of M.D, from two colleges ;

Deshon and C. C. McCulloch, jr., Capts. R. S. Porter, 
BH. G. Bingham and L. J. Owen and Lieut. M. H. Bow- 
man, M.R.C. Two hold foreign degrees, Major R. V. 
Patterson from McGill and Lieut. E. H. Webster, M.R.C., 
from Toronto. Many officers hold two or more degrees. 
General Gorgas is A.B., M.D. and D.S.; Lieut. Col. 
C. C. McCulloch, jr., A.B., C.E. and Ph.D.; Col. John 
Van R. Hoff, retired, holds five degrees, M.D., A.M. and 
LL.D. from two universities; Major W. J. L. Lyster is 
a Ph.D., an M.D. and a Doctor of Public Health; Capt. 
E. G. Bingham holds three degrees, A.B., in pharmacy, 
and M.D.; Capt. C. D. Cowles, jr., received the arts 
degree twice before graduating in medicine; Capt. L. L. 
Smith is a civil engineer; Major H. G. Shaw, Major 
James M. Phalen and Lieut. A. P. Clark graduated in 
pharmacy before studying medicine; Capt. J. L. Shepard 
is the sole representative of the legal profession, having: 
his LL.B.; Lieut. E. F. Haines, M.R.C., is the only 
homeopathic graduate on the active list. 

The Army Register reveals some interesting changes in 
careers. Lieut. Col. George D. Deshon graduated from 
Dartmouth, was appointed to West Point during his 
senior year in Hanover, became a subaltern in the 23d 
Infantry, found time to study medicine and resigned from 
the Army in 1890, and received his M.D. in June of the 
same year; again took up an Army career as an assistant 
surgeon in 1892, and received a second M.D. in 1893. 
The oldest medical officer in years and in point of service 
is Col. L. Mervin Maus. He entered the Service in 
1874, at the age of twenty-three. Two members of the 
corps have received the much coveted medal of honor: 
Majors Paul F. Straub and James R. Church. 

The medical men in the Service are not confined to 
the Medical Corps. In the Quartermaster Corps is Dr. 
George H. Penrose; in the Cavalry there are two 
physicians, Capt. D. T. E. Casteel and Lieut. Rodman 
Butler; in the Infantry, Capt. Ralph H. Van Deman; 
in the Coast Artillery, Capts. Russell P. Reeder and 
George IL. Hicks, jr. The retired list shows some 
interesting men, who, though physicians, had no medical 
connection with the Army. Col. W. H. Comegys, an 
ex-interne of Cincinnati Hospital, was assistant paymaster 
general; Lieut. Col. Valentine McNally took his medical 
degree in 1867, practised medicine until 1882, when he 
was appointed captain, retired in 1903 as a lieutenant 
colonel and has since practised in Washington. Brig. 
Gen. Charles A. Coolidge while serving with the 7th 
Infantry studied medicine and took his M.D. in 1873. 
He reached the grade of brigadier general in 1903. Lieut. 
William N. Williams, retired in 1878 for disability in line 
of duty, at the age of forty-one commenced the study of 
medicine and graduated in 1882. He has since followed 
his profession in Indianapolis. Major Gen. F. C. Ains- 
worth entered the Army as an assistant surgeon in 1874 
and became in 1891 Chief of the Record and Pension 
Office as a colonel; as Military Secretary he was made 
a major general. At the time of his retirement, in 1912, 
the Army had as its ranking officers two physicians who 
entered the Service as assistant surgeons, Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood and Major Gen. F. C. Ainsworth. A 
careful study of the personnel of the Medical Corps 
reveals the fact that it is composed of medical men of 
the first rank, who are always “there” when needed, says 
Dr. Baketel in conclusion.

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UNJUST TREASURY DISCRIMINATION. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvY JOURNAL: 

Will you permit me to call your attention to the unjust 
discrimination under which many of the older officers 
of the Army suffer through their claims for longevity 
pay, decided in their favor by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in 1890? All officers who presented 
their claims soon after this decision of the court were 
refused payment by the then Comptroller of the Treasury, 
he declining to be governed by the decision of the court 
in his interpretation of their claims. His decision re- 
mained as the rule of action of the Treasury Department 
until 1908, when the then Comptroller reversed the 
decision and practice of the former Second Comptroller 
Gilkeson. 

Since then all officers who did not present their claims 
to the Treasury Department prior to 1908 are now and 
have been promptly paid their claims; while those who 
presented their claims prior to 1908 and were refused 
payment by the then Comptroller, Gilkeson, are now 
refused payment by the present Second Comptroller, on 
the ground that he has no authority to reopen the 
accounts of an officer denied by a former Second Comp- 
troller, unless authorized to do so by act of Congress. 

After this refusal some officers applied for relief to 
Congress. Their claims were referred to the Court of 
Claims for adjudication, and were then returned to the 
Senate of the United States by the court. The Omnibus 
Claims bill passed by the House in the Sixty-second 
Congress was amended in the Senate so as to make full 
appropriations for the payment of these claims and 
order their payment. This bill passed the Senate Jan. 
21, 1913, but the amendments being referred to confer- 
ence committee, the bill was not reported back before 
Congress adjourned. 

The longevity claims of over twelve hundred officers 





have been paid since 1908, and are now promptly paid 
to all who were not denied payment by the former 
Second Comptroller Gilkeson ; while all those who applied 
prior to that date and were refused by that Comptroller 
are now promptly refused payment; as the present Comp- 
troller declares himself powerless to reopen their claims 
even though acknowledged to have been wrongfully de- 
cided by his predecessor, unless authorized to do so by 
Congress. 

Thus a part of the claims of officers are promptly 
paid, while many others, precisely the same, are refused, 
though officers. have been to the expense of carrying 
them to the Court of Claims for adjudication, as ordered 
by Congress. Will you kindly use the influence of your 
JOURNAL in this matter that an act of simple justice be 
done to those who have been waiting twenty-four years 
for the payment of a claim, decided by the highest court 
of the land as just.

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OUR VETERINARY HELPLESSNESS.

It may not be amiss at this time to again call the 
attention of the authorities to the non-existence of an 
organized veterinary service in our Army. 

In the event of war with Mexico scores of raw, ill- 
equipped, young veterinarians, and old ones too; accus-

The appalling losses of animals in the Civil War, the 
veterinary waste of the Spanish-American War and the 
astounding experience of the British veterinary service 
in South Africa, if considered at all, may furnish ma- 
terial for serious thought which may be productive of 
good results if proper and timely steps are taken. 

If war is declared millions of dollars will be expended 
for horses, mules and _ veterinary supplies, and millions 
of dollars will be avoidably wasted through lack of an 
effective veterinary organization possessing competent 
and authoritative supervision. In the past, so far as 
my personal observation goes, the sanitary veterinary 
work and professional supervision of our Army in the 
field in times of stress have been placed in the hands of 
pragma ad be yr oge all engaged on the spur of

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STATUS OF SCOUT OFFICERS.

Your issue of Feb. 14 contained a statement that the 
House Committee on Military Affairs contended that 
Scout officers are not officers of the U.S. Army. 

Secretary of War Root in 1901 ruled that “Scout 
officers are a part of the U.S. Army, but not of the 
Regular Army, owing to their commissions being tem- 
porary.” : 
_ General Duval in 1909 published a division letter stat- 
ing that “Scout officers except for the temporary nature 


of their commissions are on precisely the sa 
officers of the Regular pty " nec 

Some of the younger officers of the Army may not 
know of these rulings, and no good purpose can be served 
by having the Scout officers unjustly slurred in this 
manner.

It was noted that in the consideration of a number 
of bills which provide for the retirement of officers of 
the Philippine Scouts the House Committee indicated 
that it was opposed to legislation by which enlisted men 
serving as officers of the Scouts would be retired with 
the rank and pay of a commissioned officer. The com- 
mittee contended that an enlisted man does not attain 
the status of a commissioned officer in the Army when 
he becomes an officer of the Scouts. The views of the 
present Secretary of War relative to the general subject 
of retirement of Philippine Scout officers as officers were 
noted in our issue of March 21, page 922. Mr. Garrison 


said: 
“The Philippine Scouts are, by the terms of the Act 
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seems 
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of Feb. 2, 1901, a part of the Army of the United States. ; 


The officers of the Philippine Scouts of the grades of 
captain, first lieutenant and second lieutenant are given 
provisional appointments for terms of four years, and 
at the expiration of each such term they are recom- 
missioned if their services have been satisfactory. No 
provision has ever been made for the retirement of these 
efficers, and the only means of providing for those who 
have become disabled in the line of duty for the perform- 
ance of active service or who have reached an age when 
they were no longer effective has been to accept their 
resignations as officers, permit their enlistment in the 
Regular Army, and apply to their cases the laws relative 
to the retirement of enlisted men. 

“It will thus be seen that the present condition of the 
Scout officers is an anomaly. It is also plainly an in- 
justice. Having served faithfully and well under most 
trying conditions for a great number of years (many of 
them being old and tried non-commissioned officers of 
the Regular Army) it would seem no more than a 
merited reward that they should be retired as commis- 
sioned officers. 

“The low cost of maintenance of the Philippine Scouts, 
their availability, health, and habits make them too 
valuable an auxiliary organization to be allowed to lapse 
in any respect, and consequently substantial encourage- 
ment should be given these officers, as much of the 
efficiency of the organization depends on their personnel. 
I am strongly in favor of the retirement of Philippine 
Scout officers as officers, both for disability and for age.”

AN EXPLANATION FROM JACK LONDON. 


On board U.S. Transport Kilpatrick, 
April 27, 1914. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Will you please print the following in your columns: 

Some years ago an unknown man distributed printed 
ecards on the beach at Santa Barbara, Cal., entitled, if 
I remember correctly, “Advice to the Young Soldier.” 
In the course of this advice there occurred a reference 
to certain pages in a novel of mine, “The Iron Heel.” 
This reference, as near as I remember it, was made by 
the unknown man for the purpose of showing the young 
soldier the terrors or horrors of war as portrayed in an 
imaginary battle described by me in my novel. 

A news despatch went out over the United States 
quoting me as the author of the card and all its contents. 
In reality, I had neither uttered nor written a word 
printed on the card. At the time this news despatch 
went out, I was away from home and knew nothing 
about it until some time after. It was one canard of a 
thousand canards that at one time and another have 
been circulated about me. Also it seems to be one of 
the canards that will not die. The day I sailed from 
Galveston for Vera Cruz, on board this transport, I 
learned that the canard had been again resurrected, and 
that the cards were being distributed over my name. 

On the deck of the Kilpatrick, last Friday, just before 
she cleared the dock, I wrote a long, signed disavowal of 
the whole thing, to be printed in the Houston papers. 
Also, the newspapermen who carried the disavowal 
ashore promised to mail a copy of it to the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, in order that I might be put straight 
with the officers and men of our Army. Perhaps the best 
refutation of the charge that I had written the matter 
at issue was made by Richard Harding Davis, who said: 
“London couldn’t have written it, because of its bad 
English.”

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ARBITRATION TREATIES INEFFECTIVE. 
Admiral Dahlgren Section, Scranton, Ta. 
To THE Evitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The “peace at any price” societies that of late years 
have been so active in opposing the maintenance of an 
adequate Navy and Army in this country, and whose 
officers and members always depend on arbitration and 
the agreements of The Hague Conference as a means to 
maintain peace between nations, are probably shocked 
by the action of our Government in taking forcible 
possession of Vera Cruz without first submitting our 
dispute with Mexico to The Hague peace tribunal. 

Article 2 of the convention adopted by the Second 
Hague Conference distinctly stipulates that “in case of 
serious disagreement or dispute, before an appeal to arms 
the contracting Powers agree to have recourse, as far 
as circumstances allow, to the good offices or mediation 
of one or more friendly Powers.” 

The United States is one of the signatory Powers that 
agreed to abide by this decision adopted and _ passed 
by the conference. Italy is another, and yet she ignored 
the agreement in her attack on Tripoli. Our action at 
Vera Cruz is a vivid illustration of the utter disregard 
in which Hague treaties are held and the fallacy of the 
doctrines proclaimed by peace societies. It shows that 
in cases where national honor and matters of grave 
coneern are at stake the question of arbitration is not 
likely to be considered. History demonstrates and 
repeats that mankind of yesterday is the mankind of 
to-day. So long as injustice and human qualities remain, 
just so long will strife and war be possible. 

Surely this Mexican war is a rude jolt to believers in 
the reliability and sanctity of Hague arbitration treaties 
in general, and an unpleasant thing to Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie in particular.

PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Brig. Gen. Ramsay D. Potts, U.S.A., commanding the 
7th Brigade, with headquarters at Vancouver Barracks, 
Wash., who was retired on his own application on April 
30, 1914, was due to retire for age Sept. 1 next. He 
was born in the District of Columbia Sept. 1, 1850, 
and was appointed to the Army from civil life in 1867, 
being assigned to the 3d Artillery. He is a graduate of 
the Artillery School, class of 1870, and reached his 
coloneley June 8, 1905. He reached the grade of major 
Feb. 2, 1901, and was detailed Inspector General the 
same year; was promoted lieutenant colonel July 19, 
1903; colonel June 8, 1905, and brigadier general Jan. 
31, 1908. General Potts was a member of the General 
Staff from August, 1906, until February, 1908. Among 
other duties he has served in the Philippines. Capt. 
Douglas Potts, 16th Inf., U.S.A., is a son of General 
Potts. 

Col. George Bell, jr., 16th U.S. Inf., appointed 
brigadier general May 1, 1914, vice Potts, retired, was 
born in Maryland Jan. 23, 1859, and is a graduate of 
the U.S.M.A., class of 1880, when he was promoted in 
the Ariny second lieutenant, 3d Infantry. He is a son 
of the late Bvt. Brig. Gen. George Bell, U.S.A. He 
received the degree of LL.B. from Cornell University 
in 1894, and in 1895 was admitted to the New York bar. 
During the Spanish-American War he was a captain 
in the 1st Infantry, and participated in the battle of 
El Caney, where he was recommended for the brevet of 
major. He took part in all the engagements in the 
trenches before Santiago. General Bell remained an 
ofticer of the 3d Infantry until April 26, 1898, when 
he became captain, 1st Infantry. He was transferred 
to the 15th Infantry June 22, 1903; was promoted 
major, 12th Infantry, July 26, 1903; was transferred to 
the 1st Infantry Feb. 6, 1904; detailed Inspector Gen- 
eral Aug. 14, 1907; was promoted lieutenant colonel 
of Infantry March 3, 1911, and was again detailed 
Inspector General in April, 1911. He was promoted 
colonel of Infantry March 9, 1913, and was assigned 
to the 16th Infantry the following May. His first duty 
after graduation was on the frontier at Fort Maginnis 
and other posts in Montana, where he saw service for 
some eight consecutive years. Among other subsequent 
duties he served as professor of military science and 
tactics at Cornell University and took part in the cam- 
paign in Cuba in 1898, as previously noted. His last 
assignment to duty was at the Presidio of San Francisco, 
from which place he recently left with the regiment for 
duty on the Texas border. 

Lieut. Col. Charles H. Barth, Inf., U.S.A., promoted 
colonel May 2 by the appointment of Colonel Bell to 
Inspector General, was born in Iowa Dec. 28, 1858. He 
is a graduate of the U.S. Military Academy, class of 
June, 1881, when he was promoted in the Army second 
lieutenant, 12th Infantry. He was promoted first lieu- 
tenant in 1890, captain in 1898, major in 1904, and 
lieutenant colonel in 1911. All his service up to March 
11, 1911, had been as an officer of the 12th Infantry. 
Ile was detailed as adjutant general Oct. 26, 1912, and 
his last assignment to duty was with the headquarters 
of the 2d Brigade at Laredo, Texas. He is an honor 
graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry School of 1891, 
and a graduate of the Army War College of 1909. His 
first duty after graduation was on the frontier at Fort 
Grant, Ariz. He served at numerous other forts in 
Arizona until September, 1882, when he was assigned to 
duty at Fort Niagara, N.Y. He was again assigned to 
frontier duty in 1889, this time at Fort Yates, Dakota, 
after which he went to Fort Leavenworth, Kas. He was 
assistant instructor at the Infantry and Cavalry School 
from September, 1891, to June, 1893, and after serving 
at Fort Niobrara, Neb., to September, 1898, he went to 
Waco, Ga., and to Montauk Point, N.Y. He went to the 
Philippine Islands in 1899, serving at various points 
there.

He was an officer of the 9th 
Infantry until April, 1904, when he was promoted major, 
9th Infantry. He was transferred to the 13th Infantry 
in April, 1908, and was promoted lieutenant colonel of 
Infantry March 11, 1911. His first duty after gradua- 
tion was in garrison at Angel Island, Cal., to Dec. 29, 
1885.

He 
made the perilous trip of twenty-five miles over steep 
mountains in quick time and returned with the report 
that the whole of the Cape Verde squadron was in the 
harbor. He also brought other valuable information. 
Captain Blue was born in North Carolina Dec. 6, 1865, 
and appointed a cadet midshipman at the Naval 
Academy Sept. 6, 1883. His first duty was on the U.S.S. 
Pensacola, from which he was transferred to the Quinne- 
baug. He was subsequently on duty at the Naval 
Academy ; was promoted assistant engineer July 1, 1889 
and served a tour of duty at the Union Iron Works in 
San Francisco from Dec. 16, 1891, to Feb. 25, 1892 
Iie was transferred Dec. 12, 1892, from the Engineer 
Corps to the line as ensign to rank from that date. He 
served at Norfolk, Va., and in the receivingship Franklin 
1892 and 1893, and from April 5, 18938, served in the 
Alliance. In 1894 he served in the Charleston and 
Chetis ; in 1895 in the Bennington, and on Aug. 20, 
1896, was ordered to the Naval Academy. He was pro- 
moted to the grade of lieutenant, junior grade, Dec. 5, 
1897.

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U.S. TROOPS FOR COLORADO TROUBLE. 


Thus far the U.S. Cavalry troops ordered to the great 
mining district of Colorado to suppress the bloodshed 
between miners, National Guard troops and mine guards 
have everywhere been received with welcome by the poor 
miners and their families, and up to this writing have 
the situation in complete control. 

The Regular troops have so far exercised wise judg- 
ment, have allayed alarm, and, with the numbers now 
at their disposal, are doing the best that is possible. 

The use of firearms has been widespread. In the 
district from Walsenburg south, an area of about 400 
square miles, there are at least sixty mines. They are 
located mainly in canyons and are very difficult to reach. 


The strikers and those sympathizing with them had 
organized themselves and armed themselves, and the 
operators had hundreds of mine guards also armed. The 
localities—which are very close to each other as the 
crow flies—are only reached by winding roads, which 
increase the distance anywhere from five to ten times 
the airline distance. 

The state troops in certain localities have served to 
aggravate the trouble. Certain stores in .Walsenburg 
were broken into by some troops connected with the state 
organizations and articles were taken. Conditions at 
the Canyon district are practically similar to those just 
described as existing at the Walsenburg district. 

There was a very serious conflict at Ludlow. Many 
of the strikers are foreigners who dé not speak English, 
and it is very difficult to make them understand when an 
endeavor to explain a situation to them is made. Natu- 
rally they are bitterly incensed against the state troops 
and mine guards for the deaths of their women and 
children and men. 

In addition to Troops E, F, G and H, 5th U.S. Cavalry, 
and Troops E and H, 12th U.S. Cavalry, ordered to 
Trinidad and Cafion City, Colo., to quell the bloody 
warfare between miners and mine operators, as noted in 
our last issue, the entire 11th Cavalry, from Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., and Troops F and G, 12th Cavalry, from 
Fort Robinson, Neb., were ordered to the troubled dis- 
tricts May 1. The additional troops were sent on the 
request of Gov. E. M. Ammons, of Colorado, who in a 
telegram to Mr. Garrison said: “The situation in 
Northern Calorado is extremely dangerous. Additional 
troups should be sent here to take charge of that district. 
I am convinced that such action would save a great 
amount of bloodshed. I ask that troops be sent at the 
earliest possible moment.” : 

Col. James Lockett, 11th U.S. Cav., is in command. 
The other officers of the 11th are Lieut. Col. George H. 
Morgan, Majors De Rosey C. Cabell, Robert L. Howze and 
Melvin W. Rowell and Capts. Samuel D. Rockenbach, 
Frank Parker, Alexander M. Miller, James F. McKinley, 
Leon B. Kromer, Albert N. McClure, Frank P. Amos, 
V. S. Rockwell, Richard M. Thomas, James FE. Shelley, 
William FE. W. Mackinlay and Gordon Johnston. This 
command went to the Trinidad-Walsenburg-Aguilar- 
Forbes district, where most of the fighting has been, 
and where the first body of troops sent are stationed. 
Troops F and G of the 12th Cavalry were ordered to 
the Boulder-Lewisville district, in the northern section, 
where there has been little trouble. 

Secretary of War Garrison on May 2 in a proclama- 
tion to the people of Colorado, issued under authority of 
the President, said: ‘ 

“Whereas under existing circumstances the possession 
of arms and ammunition by persons not in the military 
service of the United States tends to provoke disorder 
and to incite domestic violence and hinders the restora- 
tion of normal conditions of peace and good order; 

“TI do by the authority of the President of the United 
States call upon and direct all persons not in the military 
service of the United Sates who have arms or ammuni- 
tion in their possession or under their control to deliver 
them forthwith to the officer at the place herein desig- 
nated. 

“Receipts will be issued for all arms and ammunition 
so delivered. The above applies to individuals, firms, 
associations and corporations.” 

When the U.S. Cavalry reached the strike zone of 
Louisville striking miners, thronging the main street of 
the village, waved flags at the soldiers, who saluted 
from horseback. Wives of the miners offered flowers to 
the troopers. An hour after their arrival at Louisville 
the troops closed all the saloons in the town. 

At Trinidad Major W. A. Holbrook, in command, put 
an embargo on the importation of arms or ammunition 
into the state. He announced that any arms shipped 
in violation of the order would be confiscated. Major 
Holbrook sent a letter to Mayor W. P. Dunlavy directing 
him to keep the saloons of Trinidad closed until further 
orders. 

Preliminary distribution of traops in the southern 
district was announced May 5 by Col. James Lockett, 
lith U.S. Cav., as follows: The 1st Squadron, 11th 
Cavalry, at Ludlow, under command of Major M. W. 
Rowell. Major Rowell is assigned to control a large 
district, including Forbes on the south and extending as 
far north as Rugby. He will station men at Ludlow, 
Aguilar and other central points. 

The Walsenburg district for the present will remain 
in charge of Capt. C. C. Smith, 5th Cav. Two troops 
of the 2d Squadron of the 11th, which arrived at Trinidad 
May 5, were sent to Monson, in the Walsenburg dis- 
trict. The others of the 2d Squadron were encamped 
at Trinidad under command of Capt. Samuel D. Rocken- 
bach. 

The 3d Squadron, delayed by washouts, arrived at 
Trinidad May 6 under command of Major Robert L. 
Howze. Major D. R. C. Cabell, of the 11th, arrived 
May 5 from the War College to take command of a 
battalion. 

The demand of the Secretary of War for the sur- 
render of arms was explained to the strikers in their 
various languages. The mine deputies must also give 
up their arms as well as the miners. 

Major Holbrook said that the union officers had agreed 
to use their influence to persuade the strikers to comply 
with the requirements of the Government. 

William Diamond, union leader, speaking: to a mass 
meeting of strikers at Starkville May 6 attended by 300 
men, declared that a shipment of 300 high-power Trifles 
and 60,000 rounds of ammunition er route from New 
York to the United Mine Workers of America would 
be turned over to the Federal troops immediately on 
the arrival of the consignment. 

Mine company officials were notified that the disarming 
of their guards would begin May 7, and they replied 
that their men were ready to surrender arms just as 


soon as they had received actual physical protection by 
the presence of Federal troops on company property. 

From the various commanders in the field in Colorado, 
located at Louisville, Trinidad and Canyon City, the 
following is learned: 

At Louisville the proclamation with respect to deliver- 
ing up arms and ammunition was posted May 5. There 
is no report as yet as to the result. The conditions are 
quiet in this district at the present time. It is also 
reported that conditions are quiet at Trinidad. The 
proclamation has not been spread. through this region 
as yet, because until May 5 there were not sufficient 
troops there to provide the necessary machinery for 
making the proclamation effectual. At Canyon City 
the proclamation has been posted, and the work of taking 
in arms began May 5 and will be continued. Not many 
arms were turned in May 5. 

A military board of the Colorado National Guard ap- 
pointed by Adjutant General Chase to investigate the 
Ludlow tragedy has made public its findings, in which 
it holds the strikers responsible for the trouble, but says 
soldiers fired the tent colony. In regard to the rescue 
work by the Militia the report says that taking the 
greatest risks by making targets of themselves in the 
light of the burning tents they did noteworthy work in 
rescuing women and children. Lieutenant Linderfelt, 
Captain Carson and the squads under their command 
were truly heroic. Dealing with the death of women and 
children the report says that it was supposed by the 
officers, after a thorough search of the colony, that all 
had been taken out. 
the pits had been missed in the search, and in it later 
were discovered two women and eleven children, all dead. 
The tents were not all destroyed by accidental fire. Men 
and soldiers swarmed into the colony and deliberately 
spread the fire from tent to tent. Cans of oil were 
poured upon tents and they were lighted with matches.

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The attention of the Bureau of Navigation was called 
to the fact that on page 238 of the Navy Register the 
date of precedence of fifteen pay officers is given as Aug. 
22, 1906. These officers were appointed on several dates 
from July 1, 1912, to Sept. 20, 1912. Some of them 
had previous naval service, some were not allowed con- 
structive service, and they were all commissioned subse- 


quent to the Naval Academy class that graduated in 
June, 1912, whose dates of precedence are in the year 
1908. The question was asked: (a) How is that date 
of Aug. 22, 1906, arrived at, and (b) why for all of 
them? The answer is that through a typographical error 
in the 1914 edition the date of precedence of Herman G. 
Bowerfind was made “Do.’’ (meaning Aug. 22, 1906), 
when it should have been 20 Sept., ’06, that also being 
the correct date of precedence of the six pay officers 
whose names appear immediately after that of Herman 
G. Bowerfind. The statutes governing precedence in the 
staff corps of the Navy follow: 


Sec. 1485. The officers of the staff corps of the Navy shall 
take precedence in their several corps, and in their several 
grades, and with officers of the line with whom they rank ac- 
cording to length of service in the Navy. f 

Sec. 1486. In estimating the length of service for such pur- 
pose, the several officers of the staff corps shall, respectively, 
take precedence in their several grades and with those officers 
of the line of the Navy with whom they hold rank who have 
been in the naval service six years longer than such officers 
of said staff corps have been in said service; and officers who 
have been advanced or lost numbers on the Navy Register 
shall be considered as having gained or lost length of service 
accordingly: Provided, That nothing in this section shall be so 
construed as to give to any officer of the staff corps precedence 
of, or a higher rank than that of, another staff officer in the 
same grade and corps, and whose commission in such grade 
and corps antedates that of such officer. 








In a letter to the State Registrar, Board of Health, 
Richmond, Va., referring to reporting of all births and 
deaths at Fort Myer, Va., and Fort Monroe to the Vir- 
ginia Bureau of Vital Statistics, the views of the Surgeon 
General and the Judge Advocate General are quoted. 
The Surgeon General states: “It is the opinion of this 
office that the Medical Department of the Army at the 
various posts throughout this country should co-operate 
as far as possible with the local health authorities. It is 
especially desirable that all births should be recorded 
as a matter of courtesy, and that all births at a military 
post and all deaths among the civilian population at a 
military post should be reported to the local health 
authorities. As, however, the records among the military 
personnel are pension records, all information concerning 
them should be given out only by the Adjutant General’s 
Office.” The Judge Advocate General decides: “I concur 
in the views of the Surgeon General subject to qualifica- 
tions that in respect of the military personnel there can 
be no objection to reporting the fact of the deaths if 
the authorities desire such a report. It should be under- 
stood, however, that the information called for is fur- 
nished as a matter of comity.” As the views of the 
Judge Advocate General and the Surgeon General are 
concurred in by the Secretary of War, the post com- 
mander concerned will be advised accordingly.

‘The change 
will materially reduce the expenses of maintaining the 
Army, for as long as the troops were on duty in the 
parks it was necessary for the War Department to bear 
the expenses of operating a large telephone and telegraph 
system and other equipment of the parks. It is a dan- 
gerous policy to keep troops on duty at public parks, as 
they are subject to be withdrawn at any time that their 
services are demanded in war or military operations, and 
thus leave the parks unprotected. 
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A despatch from Admiral Howard, dated May 7, 1914, 
states that General Obregon has agreed to the establish- 
ment of a neutral zone at Mazatlan, and has stated that 
his forces will not injure foreigners, non-combatants, or 
property. Admiral Howard understands that many 
Americans inside the Constitutionalist lines do not wish 
to come out, considering themselves safe. Huerta has 
issued orders that no American vessel can clear at a 
Mexican port. _ If the Pacific mail steamer goes to 
Mazatlan, Admiral Howard will give the captain a let- 
ter to the customs authorities at San Francisco, stating 
so. No Mexican vessels are allowed to clear for the 
United States, thereby stopping all trade.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Major Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, U.S.A., retired, the last 
corps commander in the Civil War with the exception 
of Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, U.S.V., died at his home in 
New York city May 3, 1914, Mrs. Sickles and her son, 
George Sickles, being at the bedside. He was in turn 
printer and lawyer, legislator and politician, an officer 
of the 12th N.Y., a secretary of legation, a volunteer 
soldier, rising rapidly to the rank of major general and 
corps commander, and brevetted major general in the 
Regular Army at the close of the war between the 
States; Minister to Spain; Sheriff of New York, and a 
Representative in Congress, for -the second time, at 
sixty-seven. He lived for nearly thirty years after that 
and many of them were years of activity. He was long 
a prominent figure in the social life of New York; until 
the decline of the glory of Wallack’s, no “first night” at 
that historic playhouse would have been complete with- 
out his presence. At the opera, in the era of Strakosch 
and Mapleson, he was always a conspicuous figure. He 
served on many public committees and was an appreci- 
able force in civic development. His domestic life was 
marred by calamities which, unhappily, were always 
themes of public talk. He never quite lived down the 
effects of his mad action in 1859. Public sympathy at 
the time was largely with his victim, Philip Barton Key. 
But there was no disposition to withhold frank acknowl- 
edgement of his gallantry and military skill in the Service 
of his country and the loss of one of his legs in the great 
battle of Gettysburg helped to keep the heroic side of his 
character in the public mind. He was born in New York 
Oct. 20, 1825, and entered the Volunteers as colonel of 
the 70th N.Y. Infantry June 20, 1861. He was ap- 
pointed brigadier general in September, 1861, and major 
general in 1862. He was appointed colonel of the 42d 
U.S. Infantry July 28, 1866, and was retired with the 
rank of major general April 14, 1869. The funeral 
services were held in St. Patrick’s Cathedral May 8, 
the 2d Battalion of the 29th U.S. Infantry and the 12th 
N.G.N.Y. and a battery from the 1st Field Artillery 
furnishing the escort. The remains were taken to Gettys- 
burg for interment. 

Writing of the late Major Ames B. Shattuck, 15th 
Inf., whose death oceurred on Dec. 22, 1913, at Camp 
Gregg, P.I., and whose record was noted at the time, 
a correspondent says: “Few men have been more loved 
and honored than Major Shattuck. His own officers at 
Camp Gregg (there were only six of them, including 
the surgeon) paid their last touching tribute of love and 
respect by forming a voluntary guard of honor, relieving 
each other every two hours, all night in front of the 
room where he lay. Every conceivable honor was paid 
him, every kindness and every assistance that love and 









could suggest were rendered his widow and family. 
From the impressive little escort of his own men at 
Gregg, the horse on which he died draped in black and 
following him to the train, through the peaceful resting 
in the mortuary chapel in the beautiful botanical gardens 
of Manila, the radiant and triumphal funeral services 
conducted by his friend, Bishop Brent, of the Philippines, 
at the Cathedral of St. Mary and St. John, to the solemn 
military procession to the transport, all that was done 
that could be, and he deserved it all. At Honolulu a 
large delegation of the 25th Infantry, his former regi- 
ment, came way from Schofield Barracks to pay their 
respects. At San Francisco six classmates accompanied 
his casket, General Pershing, a classmate, sending two 
sergeants from each of the three Infantry regiments in 
his command as bearers. Finally, in Washington, when 
he was laid to rest in Arlington on April 25, 1914, full 
military honors attended him to the end, friends braved 
the storm to be present, and seven of ’86 were able to 
be pallbearers in spite of their busy preparations for 
Mexico.” His death called forth many tributes. <A 
G.O. from Headquarters, 15th’ Infantry, Tientsin, China, 
by order of Colonel Tillson, said: “Major Shattuck 
possessed those qualities of mind and heart that make 
the exemplary soldier and cherished friend. Measured by 
efficiency he ranked among the highest. Measured by 
cheerfulness, kindness and love of comrades he had nd 
superior. His long and honorable military career is 
part of the Army’s proud history. His passing is a 
serious loss to the regiment and Service.” From Capt. 
F. M. Savage, 15th Inf., commanding, Camp Gregg, Mrs. 
Shattuck received a letter saying: “The officers, enlisted 
men and others of this garrison feel deeply the loss of 
their commanding officer, the late Major Shattuck. Those 
who have known him officially honor, respect and revere 
him; and to those who have been so fortunate as to 
have known him personally and socially he was endeared. 
‘Major Shattuck always displayed natural ability and 
tact, to which he unfailingly added diligent and con- 
scientious endeavor, tempered with sympathy and leniency. 
The Battalion, Regiment and Army has lost one of its 
best officers.” The Municipal President of Bayambang, 
P.I., wrote to the officers of Camp Gregg: “The 
Municipal President in the name of the municipal offi- 
cials has resolved to tender you and the beloved family 
of the deceased Major Shattuck their most profound 
regrets and sympathy. Considering the kindness and 
true friendship shown by your deceased Major, I can 
scarcely express how grateful we are.” Major Shattuck’s 
home paper, the Manchester (N.H.) Daily Mirror and 
American, said: “He was a soldier full of promise, a 
knightly man, a peer among his fellows, one who was 
the personification of high resolve and honor, a man 
of the most winning personality, one who invited and 
retained confidence, one who ~was thoroughly democratic 
and sincere in his intercourse with others, one who 
descended from a race of heroes. Whether at work or 
play he always gave the best that was in him, and gave 
it cheerfully, and so his work was good and his life was 
happy.” 

Mrs. Elizabeth Van Winkle Anderson, wife of Brig. 
Gen. Thomas McArthur Anderson, U.S.A., retired, died 
at her home, 654 Everett street, Portland, Ore., April 
27, 1914, from the effects of an operation for tumor per- 
formed six weeks ago. She had been ill more than two 
years. Mrs. Anderson was widely known in society, 
Army and civilian circles. She followed General Ander- 
son, who commanded the first expedition to the Philip- 
pines. She was prominent as a hostess in Portland and 
in, Vancouver, where her husband had commanded the 
military post, and was a member of Multnomah Chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, and had also 
held membership in the Daughters of the Revolution. 
Mrs. Anderson’s family on the paternal side was of 
Dutch extraction and formed part of the group which 
came from Holland to settle: New Amsterdam and parts 
nearby. She was married in 1869, while quite young, 
and a resident of Richmond, Va. In the same year her 
husband, who had served gallantly through the Civil 
War, and had been promoted major, was assigned to the 
10th Infantry; and Mrs. Anderson, a bride, followed 
him to the frontier. He saw service along the Rio 
Grande, and in other places where violence by Indians 
and lawless characters was frequent, and her life was 
not without such hardship as then befell an ‘‘Army 
wife.” She had been under fire, notably twice in the 
Philippines, when, in June, 1898, the expeditionary force 
General Anderson commanded occupied Cavite and later 
took Manila. Through all the campaigns Mrs. Ander- 
son followed her husband’s fortunes. While he was in 
garrison at Vancouver, a post of which he was in com- 
mand, the many years’ residence of the family there 
brought Mrs. Anderson in touch with the social activi- 
ties of Portland, until failing health forbade it. Be- 
sides her husband, five children survive her: Mrs. J. W. 
Cairns, who is in Manila, where Mr. Cairns is in busi- 
ness; Mrs. Elizabeth A. Gauld, widow of Charles Gauld, 
and who lives at the Everett street address; Capt. Thom- 
as M. Anderson, jr., of the 7th U.S. Inf., whose command 
recently sailed from Galveston to Vera Cruz, with the 
expeditionary force; Van Winkle Anderson, of 654 Ev- 
erett street, and Mrs. W. T. Patton, wife of Captain 
Patton, who is in Seattle. Funeral services were held 
April 29 at the crematorium by Rev. Dr. Elliot, of the 
Unitarian Church of Our Father, of which General An- 
derson is a member. 

First Lieut. Anton H. Schroeter, 1st U.S. Cav., sta- 
tioned at the Presidio in San Francisco, Cal., died April 
28, 1914, at the home of Mrs. D. W. Shanks, 1718 South 
Ervay street, Dallas, Texas. The body was taken to San 
Antonio for burial with military honors in the National 
Cemetery. Lieutenant Schroeter is survived by his 
widow, who was formerly Miss Ella Haueisen, of San 
Antonio. He married Miss Haueisen in 1906. He had 
been ill for the last two years, death being caused by 
diabetes. As an Army officer Lieutenant Schroeter had 
an interesting career. He was born in April, 1876, in 
Jersey City, N.J. He attended the New York Military 
Academy as a boy and later studied medicine. During 
the Spanish-American War he served as a first sergeant 
and second lieutenant in the 203d New York Volunteers. 
In 1901 he was appointed in the Regular Army as second 
lieutenant, 6th Cavalry, being promoted to first lieu- 
tenant, 6th Cavalry, in 1904. He spent six years in the 
Philippine Islands. He was known as a conscientious 
officer, and had many letters from those under whom 
he served testifying to his ability and faithful service. 

First Lieut. Horatio K. Bradford, 26th U.S. Inf., who 
has been under treatment at the General Hospital, Fort 
Bayard, N.M., died there May 4, 1914. He was born 
in Connecticut April 21, 1876, and was appointed a 
second lieutenant, 17th U.S. Infantry, Oct. 28, 1902, 
from civil life. He was promoted first lieutenant, 26th 
Infantry, March 9, 1909.

ea, at his home at Bay Ridge, Brooklyn, N.Y., early 
ay 5, in his eightieth year, was a well known veteran 

of the Civil War. In 1855 he became first lieutenant in 

the 48th Regiment of Artillery of the New York state 

Militia. He held this office when the Civil War started, 

and at once formed a company known officially as the 

5th New York Infantry, but better known in the battles 
in which it engaged as “Duryea’s Zouaves.” In August, 

1861, he was commissioned a major in the regiment in 

which his command was serving and later in the same 

year was promoted lieutenant colonel. He commanded 
the regiment in the Peninsula and Maryland campaigns, 
in the Seven Days’ Battle and in the operations before 

Richmond. “Duryea’s Regiment” became famous as one 

of the bravest in the Service, and he was _ personally 

mentioned several times for gallantry. In 1862 he was 
forced to resign from active service owing to many wounds 
which he received, but his record during the year and 

a half in which he fought was so excellent, that after 

the war closed he was brevetted a brigadier general of 

Volunteers. General Duryea was president of the Vet- 

erans’ Association, a member of the veterans of the 

regiment which he commanded during the Civil War, 

Society of the Fifth Army Corps, the M.O.L.L.U.S., the 

Holland Society and the Army and Navy Club. 

Lieut. Col. James Moran, supernumerary N.G.N.Y. 
and formerly lieutenant colonel, 69th N.G.N.Y., died 
May 3, 1914, at his home, No. 2337 Broadway, after a 
long illness of a complication of diseases. He was sixty- 
six years old. Colonel Moran was born in county Sligo, 
Ireland, in 1848. He was educated in the national 
schools and for several years taught in them. He later 
went to the Normal Training School, at Glasneven, 
where he remained, for two years. He was one of the 
organizers of the Irish Volunteers, of which for a time 
he was colonel. In May, 1870, Colonel Moran was 
elected a second lieutenant in Company F of the 69th 
Regiment, and was later its adjutant and lieutenant 
colonel. When the regiment was disbanded, owing to 
internal troubles, and reorganized as a battalion under 
Major Duffy, Lieutenant Colonel Moran was _ rendered 
supernumerary. His rise continued until he had been 
honored with the highest rank of the regiment. 
survived by his wife, two sons and a daughter. 

Mr. Dwight Chester, father of Mrs. Emory Scott Land, 
wife of Naval Constr. E. S. Land, U.S.N., on duty at 
Washington, D.C., died at Newton Centre, Mass., May 
4, 1914, in his seventy-ninth year. Mr. Chester was a 
great-great-great-grandson of Capt. Samuel Chester, of 
the British navy, and a grandson of John Chester, of 
Groton, Conn., who served in the Continental Army in 
the Revolutionary War. 


Mrs. Frances Brice McConnell, wife of Capt. George 
E. M. McConnell, Revenue Cutter Service, died at De 
Land, Fla., May 1, 1914. 

Mrs. Kate Brewer Watts, wife of Col. Charles H. 
Watts, U.S.A., retired, died in Algiers, Africa, April 17, 
1914. The remains will be interred‘in Arlington Cem- 
etery. 

Mrs. Theodore A. Havemeyer, mother of Mrs. Cameron 
McR. Winslow, wife of Rear Admiral Winslow, U.S.N., 
died at Montreux, Switzerland, May 3, 1914. 

Mrs. Anna M. Urban, widow of Major Gustavus Ur- 
ban, U.S.A., died at Washington, D.C., April 27. 

Mrs. Addie Landram McFarland, wife of Capt. W. C. 
McFarland, U.S.A., and mother of Dr. W. Landram 
McFarland, died at her residence, 34 Gramercy Park, 
New York city, May 5, 1914. Interment at West Point, 
N.Y. 


Bandmaster John T. Freeman, of the 7th Band, Coast 
Art. Corps, stationed at Fort Adams, R.I., died sud- 
denly on the afternoon of April 13, 1914, in the band 
room at the post from heart failure. He was in his 
fifty-third year. Mr. Freeman was one of the best known 
bandmasters in the Army. Being a superior musician 
he made the band at Fort Adams one of the best in the 
Service, and it was known throughout the state. He 
was born in Ireland and graduated from the Kneller 
Hall Musical School of London. He served four years 
in the British army as bandmaster, and was in one of 
its India campaigns. He had a record of twenty-three 
years’ excellent service in the U.S. Army, and had the 
honor of being the first man enlisted for the 7th Regi- 
ment of Coast Artillery in 1898. “He was an interest- 
ing talker,” writes a friend, “and possessed many friends 
in and out of Army circles. He was one who loved his 
family fireside and his profession. He was a member of 
the Masonic body of New Mexico, Knights of Pythias of 
Chicago, the Red Men, Order of Moose, Coronet Council, 
Royal Arcanum, The Tigers of Newport and the Army 
and Navy Union. Every wish expressed in life as to 
his funeral was carried out to the letter, when he was 
buried April 17, and his funeral was attended by the 
officers from Lieut. Col. G. F. Landers down, the en- 
listed men, the women of the post and many friends from 
Newport. -Representatives from St. John’s Lodge of 
Masons, the Order of Moose, Royal Arcanum, Knights 
of Pythias and Red Men were also in attendance. Serv- 
ices were held at the quarters of the late bandmaster 
with Rev. Emory H. Porter, D.D., rector of Emmanuel 
Church, Newport, officiating. After the usual military 
rites had been observed at the grave the delegation from 
St. John’s Lodge of Masons carried out their burial 
ritual. Mr. Freeman leaves a widow and three children 
~-Mrs. Budella Kaster, Miss Catheryn Freeman and Mr. 
Thomas W. Freeman.

He was fully cognizant of the virtues 
and shortcomings of the Filipinos and never lost an op- 
portunity to give credit where credit was due and censure 
where it was deserved. Were all Americans and for- 
eigners in the islands possessed of a similar tolerant 
and catholic attitude of mind there is no doubt but the 
Philippine problem would be shorn of much of its racial 
bitterness. General Bell has done much in making 
Baguio the delightful place that it is. There is no man 
whose departure from Manila will be more keenly felt 
by all classes than will the going of Major Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell. The Bulletin wishes him every success in 
his new field.” 


PAY FOR PORTO RICO AND HAWAII. 


The Supreme Court on May 4 decided a question which 
has been pending before the courts for several years. 
In 1902 Congress enacted that officers and enlisted men 
should have an increase of pay for service beyond the 
limits of the states and territories of the Union. In 
1906 and again in 1907 the appropriation for these serv- 
ices excepted Porto Rico and Hawaii from the benefit 
of the appropriation. In 1908 Congress, in passing the 
new pay law, provided that increase of pay for such 
services “shall be as now provided by law.” Capt. 
Nelson P. Vulte, U.S.M.C., as heretofore noted, through 
his attorneys, King and King, sued in the Court of 
Claims for a ten per cent. increase in Porto Rico in 
1908 and 1909. The Court of Claims decided in his 
favor. The case came on for argument in the Supreme 
Court, on the appeal of the Government, March 10, and 
was argued by Mr. George A. King for the officer and 
Assistant Attorney General Huston Thompson for the 
Government. The court ordered a reargument, which 
was had on April 21 and 22, and the Supreme Court 
now affirms the decision of the Court of Claims. 

Mr. Justice McKenna, delivering the opinion of the 
Court, says: “The short point in the case is to what 
the words ‘shall be as now provided by law’ in the Act 
of May 11, 1908, refer—whether to the Acts of 1906 
and 1907, or more limitedly, we may say, to the excep- 
tions of Porto Rico and Hawaii in those acts, or to the 
proviso in the Act of June 30, 1902. In other words, 
whether the exceptions of those years of those special 
places shall prevail over the substantive provision of 
the Act of June 30, 1902, which is explicit, of enduring 
effect, and is besides comprehensive of all foreign stations, 
its language being—‘That hereafter the pay proper of 
all commissioned officers * * * serving beyond the 
limits of the States * * * shall be increased ten 
percent. * * * 

“The Government contends for the exceptions as con- 
stituting new law, not as a temporary condition under 
an old one. The claimant contends for the proviso of 
the Act of 1902, and counsel, in quite elaborate argu- 
ments, have supported their respective contentions. We 
shall not follow the details of their arguments. — 

n- 
gress manifestly did not think that by the first instance 
of the exception, that in the Act of 1906, it had done 
more than temporarily suspend as to Porto Rico and 
Hawaii the Act of June 30, 1902. The exception was 
repeated in 1907. If the first exception was not intended 
to affect permanently the Act of 1902, why should such 
intention be ascribed to the second exception—or to both, 
neither having words of prospective extension, and, 
without such words, naturally having only temporary 
operation? It would be extreme to say that by making 
them Congress considered that it had established a policy 
which could be confidently referred to as having the 
status and effect of permanent law. 

“The exceptions, it is to be remembered, were in 

appropriation acts and no words were used to indicate 
any other purpose than the disbursement of a sum of 
money for the particular fiscal years. This court has 
had occasion to deal with such instances of legislation 
and their intended effect on existing law. In United 
States v. Langston, 118 U.S. 389, 394, it was decided 
that a statute which fixed the annual salary of a public 
officer at a designated sum without limitation as to time 
is not abrogated or suspended by subsequent enactments 
which merely appropriate a less amount for that officer 
for particular years, and which contained no words that 
expressly or by clear implication modified or repealed 
the previous law. See also Minis v. United States, 15 
Pet. 423, 445, where it is said: ‘It would be somewhat 
unusual to find engrafted upon an act making special 
and temporary appropriation any provision which was 
to have a general and permanent application to all future 
appropriations. Nor ought such an intention on the 
part of the legislature to be presumed, unless it is ex- 
pressed in the most clear and positive terms, and where 
the language admits of no other reasonable interpreta- 
tion.” This follows naturally from the nature of appro- 
priation bills, and the presumption hence arising is 
fortified by the rules of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives.” 
: Messrs. King and King, who have had charge of this 
litigation, state that this decision clearly gives to all 
officers and enlisted men of both the Army and Marine 
Corps their statutory increase of pay for all service in 
Hawaii and Porto Rico from May 11, 1908, to Aug. 24, 
1912, when the right to such increase in those islands 
was taken away by explicit provision of legislation. It 
would seem also to sustain in principle the right of 
officers and enlisted men of the Army and Marine Corps, 
as well as officers of the Navy, to this increase for such 
service between June, 1906, and May, 1908. It is pos- 
sible, however, that a test case as to these years will 
have to be argued before the Comptroller or perbaps 
before the Court of Claims.

or to the cruiser, or shinies them on board merchant 
vessels, which took them to American ports. 
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The “Manchu” law has been suspended owing to im- 
minenee of war with Mexico. This does not mean that 
officers on detached service will receive credit for serv- 
ice with troops while the law is suspended, but that 
commanders are entitled to keep officers on detached 
service without violating the law or being liable to its 
penalty. Aside from the necessity for allowing the Sec- 
retary of War to have a free hand in sending troops to 
Mexico and in the general distribution of troops, the de- 
ficiency in transportation funds makes it important at 
this time that the Department should economize and 
make as few changes in the stations of officers as pos- 
sible.

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It is understood that the 4th Brigade of the Army, 
now at Texas City, Texas, under command of Brig. Gen. 
Hunter Liggett, will be the next command to be sent 
to Vera Cruz to reinforce the troops now there under 
General Funston. The 4th Brigade’is made up of the 
23d Infantry, Col. Edwin F. Glenn; 26th Infantry, Col. 
Robert L. Bullard; and 27th Infantry, Col. Robert N. 
Getty. Some additional troops will, of course, reinforce 
the brigade if it is ordered to Mexico.

No movement of the troops to Texas or Mexico is ex- 
pected to interfere with the college camp of instructions. 
The Secretary of War is very anxious that this work 
shall go forward without interruption, and nothing but 
actual war with Mexico will bring about the abandon- 
ment. 


One of the speakers at a recent peace reunion said 
that “the element of fear is at the base of all war,” and 
next that “the United States is making a shining success 
of peace.” It is the fear of Mexico then that explains 
our belligerent attitude toward her, and our success in 
peace shines like a calcium light from across the Mexican 
border. 
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CAVALRY MOVEMENT IN MEXICO. 


The Army War College is planning for a possible 
campaign much in line with that outlined in our issue 
of May 2, page 1099. We suggested that in case of an 
advance upon the City of Mexico the main army would 
have to stick close to the railroad, and “large forces of 
Cavalry should be sent far to the front, a number of 
days’ march, to threaten the enemy, and cause him to 
concentrate and prevent him from sending out a detach- 
ment to wreck the railways in our front.” 

The plan for a Cavalry movement which, if successful, 
would force the Mexican Federal army to abandon its 
positions along the railroad and retire to the defense 
of Mexico City is a bold one, but Cavalry officers of the 
General Staff believe that with the present high state 
of efficiency of our Cavalry it could be worked out 
successfully if the Army is called upon to capture 
Mexico City. ‘The War College has been engaged in 
working out the details of a movement which would 
*require the use not only of five or six regiments of 
Cavalry, but of a large force of Signal troops equipped 
with wireless telegraph and the aviation detachment 
that is now with General Funston. ‘The fact that one 
of the ablest of our Cavalry commanders, Brig. Gen. 
James Parker, commander of the 1st Brigade of Cavalry, 
stationed in Texas, has been called to Washington to go 
over the plans of campaign is significant. 

The withdrawal of the forces of General Maas, the 
Federal commander, from along the railroad lines would 
greatly 1essen the resistance the main body of the U.S. 
Army would meet with in an approach to Mexico City. 
The Army could proceed carefully and reconstruct the 
railroad so the siege artillery and supplies could be 
brought up and make the capture of Mexico City possible 
with a comparatively small loss of life. 

In such a movement of the Cavalry division the avia- 
tion squadron and the wireless telegraph outfits would 
prove valuable auxiliaries. A special effort would be 
made to furnish the Cavalry division with powerful field 
wireless outfits such as have been sending messages all 
the way from fifty to 150 miles. A test was made on™ 
May 6 by the Signal Corps at Washington of a wireless 
outfit on a heavy automobile truck, which it is estimated 
can transmit a message a distance of 200 miles. The 
power which propels the auto truck can be used to run 
the wireless instruments whenever the truck is brought 
to a stop. It is claimed that the auto truck is so built 
that it could be sent over the roughest country and 
follow the troops. With such an outfit the troops could 
keep in touch with the commander at Vera Cruz until 
they reached the very gates of Mexico City. 

There are now in Texas and on the border seven regi- 
ments of Regular Cavalry which are trained to the 
minute. None of them has been there less than one year 
and all are fit for any bold stroke. It is believed that 
enough efficient National Guard troops could be sent 
immediately to the border to relieve the Regular Cavalry 
and permit its use in a campaign from Vera Cruz to 
Mexico City.

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AUTHORITY OF PRESIDENT TO SELECT. 

The Major Ray case, in which is involved the question 
of promotion by selection, appears to have reached the 
court of last resort. The Court of Appeals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia has refused to issue a writ of 
mandamus against the Secretary of War, and there is 
no appeel from this decision to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The attorneys in the case were really 
attempting to mandamus the President, although the 
Secretary of War was ostensibly the defendant. Courts 
have almost universally refused to place a limitation 
upon the executive authority where there is any question 
of doubt, and it is not to be supposed that the Supreme 
Court would by mandamus attempt to control the Presi- 
(lent in the matter of appointments. 

Eliminating the courts the Major Ray case, and so far 
as that is concerned the entire question of promotion by 
selection, is left to the President. There is now no 
decision from any court to support the seniority law. 
The President can ignore it entirely if he sees fit, and 
evidently the Senate Committee on Military Affairs is 
alive to the importance of the question of the confirma- 
tion of Major Lord. The committee has not only refused 
to report favorably the nominations of Major Herbert 
M. Lord and Major Robert S. Smith, both of whom were 
juniors to Major Beecher B. Ray in the old Pay Corps, 
but is holding up the nomination of Major B. Frank 
Cheatham in the Quartermaster Corps. There is some 
question as to whether under the existing law Major 
Cheatham in the Quartermaster Corps would be affected 
by the promotion of Major Ray, but the committee 
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evidently does not wish to take any chances and let any 
nominations get by that would appear to be an 
acknowledgment that the seniority law is unconstitu- 
tional. 

And all of these complications are the result of an 
effort of some of the members of the Senate and Con- 
gress to play politics. Major Ray got into trouble first 
in the Roosevelt administration because those in 
authority insisted upon using him in organizing railway 
men’s political clubs. Later, when the Democrats 
gained control of the House, they attempted to make 
political capital out of the old charges against Major 
Ray and held up his nomination for promotion to lieu- 
tenant colonel. President Taft sent his nomination in 
twice and the Senate refused to confirm it. When Presi- 
dent Wilson assumed control of the administration 
Secretary Garrison concluded that it was useless to send 
Major Ray’s nomination to the Senate again and jumped 
Major Lord over his head. Before he did this he asked 
an opinion of the Attorney General as to the authority 
of the President to promote Major Lord out of his turn 
contrary to the seniority law. The Attorney General 
rendered an opinion that the seniority law was uncon- 
stitutional in that it limited the appointing power of 
the President. 

It was not until Major Lord’s nomination came in 
that the Senate awokesto the importance‘of the Attorney 
General’s decision and to the fact that they had brought 
about a situation which deprived Congress of the 
authority to prescribe how promotions in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Révenue Cutter Service should 
be made. It is no longer a political question, but a 
controversy between the President and Congress. The 
only way out of it, unless the President or the Senate 
should yield, is the retirement of Major Ray. But even 
this would not remove all the doubt cast upon the 
constitutionality of the seniority law.

PROPOSED INCREASE OF THE ARMY. 


Instead of waiting for actual hostilities Congress 
should immediately recruit the Regular Army in the 
United States up to its war strength, to give officers 
an opportunity to train the recruits that will eventually 
be used in Mexico before sending them to the front. A 
special bill might be passed which would authorize the 
enlistment of men for four years or until the crisis in 
Mexico is passed. Such a term for enlistment at this 
time would fill up the Army about as fast as the recruits 
could be taken in, but it might shorten the time of pacify- 
ing Mexico a year or so if the Regular Army could be 
sent into Mexico at double its present strength. It is 
surely the height of folly on the part of Congress not 
to realize the importance of bringing the Army up to 
its war strength at the earliest possible date. 

Since the above was written Senator Chamberlain, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
has introduced the resolution that follows: 

“Whereas at the present time there exists a condition 
that may at any moment require the fullest and most 
effective use to be made of the Regular Army of the 
United States; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That in time of war or when war is immi- 
nent, or on other occasions of grave national emergency 
requiring the use of the Regular Army of the United 
States, the President be authorized, in his discretion, to 
raise the organizations of the Regular Army to the 
prescribed statutory maximum strength for the period 
of the war or until the imminence of war or other grave 
national emergency shall have passed, and that for this 
purpose the restriction of law limiting the total enlisted 
force of the line of the Army to 100,000 shall be sus- 
pended.” 

The present strength of the Army, including 5,000 
Philippine Scouts, is about 90,000 men. Most of the 
regiments are below their full strength and to fill them 
all would exceed the statutory limit of 100,000. Mr. 
Chamberlain estimates that his measure, if passed, would 
permit the Army to be recruited up to about 110,000 
men. The need of having full regiments at the front in 
case of emergency, said Mr. Chamberlain, impressed him 
in preparing the Military Appropriation bill. He had 
not consulted the War Department, he said, but intended 
to await expert advice before pressing the measure. 





HOSPITAL SERVICE AND SANITATION. 


Plans for the hospital service for an army in Mexico 
and the sanitation of Vera Cruz and other Mexican cities 
that may come into possession of the United States have 
been completed by the Army Medical Corps. In dealing 
with the problems in Mexico Brig. Gen. W. C. Gorgas, 
Surgeon General, U.S.A., will follow practically the 
same system that was employed with such eminent success 
in the Panama Zone. A large part of the officers that 
were on duty in Panama will be sent to Mexico. 

Already orders have been issued directing Col. Henry 
P. Birmingham to go to Vera Cruz. Colonel Birming- 
ham will be the ranking medical officer in Mexico and 
will probably have command of the base hospital when 
one is established at Vera Cruz. In all probability the 
base hospital with a capacity of 500 beds will be estab- 
lished first at Galveston, and may not be transferred to 
Mexico until the force of troops at Vera Cruz is increased 
to a division. 

An evacuation hospital will be established at Vera 
Cruz, but it will be prepared for a movement into the 
interior if the troops advance toward Mexico City. This 





will virtually be a large field hospital with a capacity 
of about 350 beds. A field hospital has already been 
established in Vera Cruz, and it will go forward with 
the troops, keeping just as close to the firing line as it 
is possible to maintain it. 

In addition 4o hospital work with the Army, the 
Medical Corps will undertake to install the Panama 
system of savttation at Vera Cruz. It is understocd that 
this work will be of such an elaborate character as to 
cost $14,000 per month. Among other tasks that will 
be undertaken will be the purification of the water 
supply of Vera Cruz. It is understood that a report 
on the condition of the water supply of Vera Cruz 
indicates that this work should be undertaken imme- 
diately. 

The officers of the Medical Corps are determined, if 
possible, to prevent the annual yellow fever and typhoid 
fever cpidemic which usually visits Vera Cruz. They 
are confident that that place can be made as healthy 
as the Panama Zone, and under the direction of General 
Gorgas, who achieved fame on the canal, they are going 
forward with the work. At present Major F. M. Hart- 
sock is the ranking medical officer at Vera Cruz, but it 
is understood that Col. W. B. Banister, chief surgeon 
of the 2d Division, will shortly be ordered to Vera Cruz. 
The 3d Field Hospital is in command of Major Allie W. 
Williams. The other officers on duty with it are Capt. 
W. H. Smith, Capt. Henry C. Michie, jr., 1st Lieut. 
Alfred P. Upshur and 1st Lieut. Norman T. Kirk. Capt. 
William H. Shields is medical supply officer at Vera Cruz. 
Major Albert E. Truby will be placed in command of 
the evacuation hospital. 








Pressure is being brought upon the Administration at 
Washington for the occupation of Mexico City by the 
American troops from the foreign residents and some of 
the diplomats of European nations. This accounts for 
the midnight conferences held at Washington May 7, and 
the anxiety in administration circles to-day. Even the 
better element of Mexicans in Mexico, it is asserted, is 
now secretly appealing to the Administration to seize 
Mexico City. Residents in Mexico City, without re- 
gard to nationality, are expecting Villa to dispose of 
Carranza at any moment and then the country will be 
at the mercy of Huerta, Villa and Zapata. This it has 
been represented to the State Department would result 
in a reign of terror in Mexico City as it is not believed 
that Huerta could control the lawless element in Mexico 
City. Fears were entertained that Huerta will be dis- 
posed of by Zapata before the Constitutionalists ‘can 
reach. Mexico City if they ever do, but up to this hour 
no movement has been made to send any more United 
States troops to Vera Cruz, although the 4th Brigade in 
command of General Liggett is being put in condition to 
be sent forward. Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell is due 
to assume the command of the 2d Division at Texas 
City not later than May 11. Major Gen. Leonard Wood 
is still waiting orders at Washington. He is to com- 
mand the Ist Field Army if one is sent to Mexico. In 
the event of the calling out of the 2d Field Army it is 
thought that General Bell will be its commander. About 
2,400 troops of General Funston’s reinforced brigade 
are still at Galveston and Texas City.

The large force of marines which is serving with 
General Funston calls attention to the shortage of officers 
in the Marine Corps. It is obviously contrary to sound 
military principles to have no officer of higher rank 
than that of colonel available to command a brigade of 
marines. It is also apparent that there is a shortage 
of officers of other grades, as there as only 113 officers, 
both of the line and staff, with the brigade. During the 
hostilities at Vera Cruz there were about 6,000 marines, 
or almost a division, on shore, and the entire force was 
in command of a colonel. It is evident that there should 
be at least two brigadier generals, if not three, in the 
Marine Corps. On the basis of the Army organization, 
the Marine Corps should have in addition to its 
present major general three brigadier generals to 
command the three brigades which could be organized 
from the enlisted strength of the corps. It is understood 
that a number of members of Congress who are interested 
in the Marine Corps have taken up the matter and some 
measure for the creation of the grade of brigadier general 
in the Marine Corps will be introduced. It is only a 
question in the minds of the members of Congress 
whether it should be introduced as a separate measuré 
or as an amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill 
while it is in the Senate. It has also been suggested 
that this increase in the rank of Marine Corps officers 
might be provided for in a Naval Personnel bill. 
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The State Department announced on May 5 that the 
peace mediators of Argentina, Brazil and Chile have 
selected Niagara Falls, Canada, as the place where they 
will confer with the representatives of the different 
parties interested in the endeavor to bring about peace 
in Mexico, and that May 18 has been fixed as the date 
when the conference will begin. General Carranza in a 
reply to the mediators on May 3 made it plain that 
he would not suspend hostilities, saying: “I consider it 
inconvenient for the Constitutionalist cause that I repre- 
sent to suspend hostilities and military movements, 
because said suspension would only accrue to the benefit 
of Huerta.” This practically eliminated Carranza from 
the negotiations, and the mediators decided to proceed 
without him. There will remain little for the envoys 


to mediate save the question of the salute to the American 
flag. This, it is stated, the United States will refuse 
to submit to the board. Plans have been made by the 
mediators to leave Washington for Niagara Falls on 
May 14. The party, including the secretaries, stenog- 
raphers and other officials, will number about fifteen. 
They will later be joined by the three representatives 
of Huerta and probably by an equal number of repre- 
sentatives from the United States.

A rupture in mediation proceedings is threatened, as 
the mediators are in receipt from President Huerta of a 
note, addressed to the mediataors, in which the dictator 
declares that he will withdraw from mediation proceed- 
ings unless the activity of General Funston’s troops in 
Vera Cruz ceases immediately. This note was communi- 
cated to the State Department formally by the media- 
tors. It is not in the form of an ultimatum or other 
peremptory notice, but the threat is thinly veiled. Huerta 
takes exception to Funston’s activity in defensive prep- 
arations. Secretary Bryan stated Friday that a reply 
to this note would be sent through the mediators. He 
would nof discuss its nature, but the Huerta communi- 
cation was one of the principal topics of discussion at 
the Cabinet meeting. It is reported that Huerta also 
asks concurrence of mediators in military activity by 
him, designed to prevent the Constitutionalists from re- 
ceiving arms, and he suggests that this government aid. 

In 1898 when the Powers of Europe offered their serv- 
ices in our difficulty with Spain President McKinley told 
them that the United States could take care of the 
situation, in the following ringing assertion of American 
rights: “The Government of the United. States recog- 
nizes the good will which has prompted the friendly com- 
munication of the representatives of Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, France, Great Britain, Italy and Russia, as 
set forth in the address of Your Excellencies, and shares 
the hope therein expressed that the outcome of the situa- 
tion in Cuba may be the maintenance of peace between 
the United States and Spain by affording the necessary 
guarantees for the re-establishment of order in the isl- 
and,,so terminating the chronic condition of disturbance 
there which so deeply injures the interests and menaces 
the tranquillity of the American nation by the character 
and consequences of the struggle thus kept up at our 
doors, besides shocking its sentiment of humanity. The 
Government of the United States appreciates the hu- 
manitarian character of the communication now made in 
behalf of the Powers named, and, for its part, is confi- 
dent that equal appreciation will be shown for its own 
earnest and unselfish endeavors to fulfil a duty to hu- 
manity by ending a situation the indefinite prolonga- 
tion of which has become insufferable.” More than ever 
should that spirit of William McKinley be invoked to- 
day. In his day there were not the subsidized cohorts 
of the peace movement busily undermining the founda- 
tions of national patriotism. In his day there were not 
men highly salaried whose sole business it was to find 
some flaw in the armor of their own country. Now more 
than ever should the real patriots be on their guard 
against the insidious foes of our national destiny. 
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The conduct of some of the “little Navy” members 
during the consideration of the Naval Appropriation bill 
showed how little thought they had given to the needs 
and work of the Navy. For instance, in throwing out 
the Pearl Harbor dock provision on a point of order 
they make it impossible for the contractors or the Navy 
Department to complete the construction of the drydock. 
If this provision is not put back in the Senate the 
Government will probably lose all the money that it has 
expended on the improvement. It is doubtful whether 
the contractors can be held liable for not carrying out 
their agreement. But this provision, with that for the 
additional chaplains, will doubtless be restored to the 
bill when it reaches the Senate. The danger of war 
with Mexico has called attention of Congress to the im- 
portance of providing for an adequate ‘Navy and will 
probably result in a more liberal treatment of the Army. 
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Believing a fully enrolled and efficiently trained 
National Guard is of great benefit as an insurance of 
peaceful conditions and as a school for training young 
men in character, health and respect for authority, the 
Merchants’ Association of New York has adopted resolu- 
tions urging that employers support the National Guard 
and Naval Militia and encourage enlistment therein of 
men in their employ, and that they grant time for 
ordinary Militia duties without loss of pay. The action 
was taken upon the recommendation of the association’s 
military committee. The association also makes the 
request, in the interest of employers, that the Services 
transact National Guard business as far as possible 
outside regular hours of employment in order not to have 
officers and men leave their work unnecessarily when 
this might be avoided. 

The Adjutant General of the Army has sent letters 
to retired non-commissioned officers who it is thought 
might be available for recruiting service, asking them 
to file a statement as to their physical condition and 
willingness to serve in the event that they are needed. 
Just at present there seems to be quite a demand for 
non-commissioned officers not only in the Army, but in 
the Organized Militia. As stated in our last issue, there 
18 a prospect that quite a number of the non-commis- 
sioned officers will be commissioned in the Volunteers 
in the event of war with Mexico. 
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OUR ARMY IN MEXICO. 


The first clash between an organized force of Mexican 
Federals and a force of U.S. marines took place at Tejar, 
some nine miles from Vera Cruz, on May 2, and although 
only a minor affair of outposts the Mexicans showed 
such a wholesome regard for the shooting powers of 
Uncle Sam’s representatives that they kept some 1,500 
yards off, and after firing a few shots at this distance 
hastily got further away. It seems that Major James 
H. Russell, U.S.M.C., with two companies of marines 
was on duty at El Tejar, guarding the water works 
which supplies the city. A Mexican force of some 500 
Federals under Major Zapota came in view, and a 
Mexican officer under a flag of truce appeared with a 
demand for surrender within ten minutes. The exact 
words of Major Russell in reply may never be known, 
but he sent word to the Mexican commander to go to it 
and start the ball as soon as he liked. At the same 
time he sent word to General Funston for a few rein- 
foreements to be on the safe side. General Funston at 
once sent several companies of the 4th Infantry under 
Col. Robert C. Van Vliet, and three companies of 
marines under Col. John A. LeJeune. The Mexicans 
fired a few shots and then disappeared. As the shots 
were harmless the American force saved their ammuni- 
tion for some other occasion. General Funston sent 
the following official despatches relative to the affair: 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, May 2, 2:30.—Hour and a half ago 
a force of Mexican troops appeared at Tejar, where two com- 
panies of marines are guarding the pumping station, and the 
Mexican commander under flag of truce demanded surrender 
within ten minutes, but has not attacked. Two forces now 
facing each other. Have given stringent orders not to fire 
first shot. About five hundred Mexicans in sight. Re- 
inforcements are going out. Fear an attempt may be made 
to cut pipe line to-night.

Vera Cruz, Mexico, May 2, 7:10.—Mexican troops at pump- 
ing station no longer in sight. Before leaving they fired a few 
shots. Reinforcements sent out are returning except two 
companies left at pumping station and one company to guard 


a railway bridge.

From advices received at Vera Cruz it is believed that 
Mexican Federal forces to the number of at least 10,000 
men are preparing for an opportunity to attack the 
United States forces and that additional troops should 
promptly be sent to General Funston. It is feared, 
however, that the advice of Army and Navy officers on 
the spot and competent to judge the situation will be 
ignored for the opinion of civilians at Washington, and 
that General Funston’s hands will be practically tied, 
as were those of Rear Admiral Fletcher in taking pos- 
session of Vera Cruz. The latter could easily have 
taken the whole city and some of the outlying country 
the same day the bluejackets and marines were landed, 
and military strategy and ordinary precaution alone 
demanded it. Civilian advisers at Washington, however, 
assumed to know more about it than military men, and 
Rear Admiral Fletcher was forced to keep his force 
within certain city limits. General Funston has 
strengthened his outlying positions and has arranged 


to be reinforced with artillery from the fleet if neces- - 


sary. He has at last becn permitted to extend his lines 
if he deems it necessary for the defense of the city. 

Owing to the fact that the American lines have not 
been extended any further into the interior since the 
capture of Vera Cruz, the food problem will be a very 
serious one for General Funston. Unless it is made 
possible by an extension of lines for Mexican farmers 
to bring food to the city it will have to be imported. 
General Maas, of the Mexican Federal army, is cleaning 
the country districts near the city of all food which 
would otherwise be taken for sale to Vera Cruz. Orders 
have been issued to all Mexican farmers and gardeners 
not to supply Vera Cruz with provisions and vegetables, 
and Genersl Maas’s forces have been busy driving all 
live stock they find off into their lines. 


GENERAL FUNSTON MILITARY GOVERNOR. 


In accordance with orders from Washington General 
Funston on May 2 assumed the office of Military Gov- 
ernor of Vera Cruz, relieving Civil Governor Robert J. 
Kerr, who had been appointed by Rear Admiral Fletcher. 
General Funston appointed Col. E. H. Plummer, 28th 
Inf., Provost Marshal General; Comdr. Herman O. 
Stickney, U.S.N., Administrator of Customs, and Paymr. 
David Potter, U.S.N., Treasurer of Customs. Major 
Edward M. Lewis, 19th Inf., has been appointed treas- 
urer, and Naval Constr. Richard D. Gatewood, U.S.N., 
has been placed.in charge of the drydock and machine 
shops at San Juan de Ulloa. Others who have been 
summoned for special duty and who probably will be 
definitely assigned as heads of departments ate: Major 
Paul A. Wolf, 4th Inf., public works; Capt. Frank FE. 
Bamford, 28th Inf., public safety; Capt. Harold B. 
Fiske, 28th Inf., finance; Major Harry A. Smith, 28th 
Inf., and Major Charles Miller, 7th Inf., education, and 
Lieut, Stanley L. James, 28th Inf., communication. 
Lieut. Col. John Biddle Porter, Assistant Judge Advo- 
eate General of the Army, left Washington for Vera 
Cruz to assume the duties of judge advocate general of 
the military zone. He goes by way of Galveston. 

General Funston on May 2 announced his assumption 
of office as Military Governor in an official order which, 
in part, said: “The government hereby established will 
continue the system which the people of Vera Cruz are 
accustomed to in so far as is consistent with military 
control. A provost marshal general will institute or 
continue in force the usual departments of city govern- 
ment. The judge advocate at these headquarters is 
appointed administrator of justice. Upon his recom- 
mendation the military governor will establish courts 
for the trial of civil cases. 

“The following administrative offices are exempt from 
the control of the provost marshal general, and are 
under the immediate control of the military governor: 
The general treasury; customs, including lighthouse 
service ; the civil courts; the United States mail agency 
and the general post-office.” 

In explanation of the change in administering civil 
affairs Secretary of War Garrison sent word to General 
Funston : 


I have just had a conference with the President about the 
administration of civil municipal functions at Vera Cruz. 
Wherever the Mexican official refuses to continue to exer- 
cise his function, we think it unwise to place an American 
civilian in charge, and want a military government carried 
on by the officers of the Army and Marine Corps under your 
I have read the proposed regulations for estab- 


command, 
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lishment of a civil government, dated April 26. It would be 
simpler and better to take the system which was in vogue 
when the Mexicans ran the city, and to put Army officers at 
the head of the various departments, bureaus and other offi- 
cial positions, with duties similar to those that had been 
performed under the Mexican administration. This will ap- 
peal to the citizens, because it will be what they have always 
been accustomed to. It will be better for us than to have 
American citizens who happen to be on the ground injected 
into a military administration. Please acquaint yourself, as 
soon as possible, with the method of administration of the 
city government, that is, of all the civil government under 
your jurisdiction, and act thereafter in accordance with in- 
structions above set forth. Follow as nearly as you can the 
method pursued by us in the Philippine Islands when the 
military took over the civil functions from Spain. You may 
state as your reason for taking this course that since the 
territory within your jurisdiction is now, and while it re- 
mains under your jurisdiction will be subject to a military 
government, I desire to have persons directly responsible to 
my orders and subject to my jurisdiction in all places. It 
would be helpful to you to obtain a copy, if possible, of the 
general orders issued at time of military government in the 
Philippines. Inquire among your officers to see if any of 
them have copies. I would suggest that you inquire among 
all your officers to learn which of them took any part in the 
military government in the Philippines or Cuba, as their ex- 
perience will be very useful to you in this connection. In 
administration of military government in the Philippines it 
was found convenient to utilize services of naval officers in 
certain positions in the civil government, and the office of 
captain of the port was always filled by a naval officer, the 


Admiral readily furnishing officers on suggestion of com- 
manding general. You should avail yourself of this oppor- 
tunity. 


Efforts to make Vera Cruz a healthy city are going 
on unceasingly, and Mexicans can learn reforms from 
the Americans of the greatest value to them. A wonder- 
ful transformation like that of Havana from a pest spot 
to a healthy city after the American occupation there 
may follow at Vera Cruz. Surg. Gen. Rupert Blue, 
head of the Public Health Service, said on May 3 that 
although the Mexican rainy season had started and the 
yellow fever “bugs” had begun to flourish again he 
believed the men under him were really expecting to 
have Vera Cruz and Tampico perfectly “clean” in a rela- 
tively short time. 

Mexican engineers are reported as continuing their 
work of tearing up the line of the Mexican Interoceanic 
Railroad between Antigua and Mexico City. They regard 
it as the most practical line and the one which will 
most likely be used by the American forces should they 
advance on Mexico City, owing to the fact that it has 
few bridges of importance and could be more easily 
defended than the Mexican Railway. 

General Funston reported all quiet in Vera Cruz May 
6, saying he had no definite information concerning the 
movement of Mexican troops, and he thinks it probable 
that such movements as are being made are for the 
‘purpose only of defending the lines of both railroads in 
case the American troops advance. He has received 
reports from natives that the tracks of the Interoceanic 
Railway between Vera Cruz and Mexico City are being 
torn up. 

The chartered Army transport Satilla, which has just 
reached Galveston from Vera Cruz, will be immediately 
loadéd with tentage, screenings for kitcherfs and messes, 
— stores and other supplies and sent to .Vera 

ruz.

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OUR TROOPS ON THE BORDER. 


Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., who was re- 
cently succeeded in command of the Philippine Department 
by Major General Barry, upon learning of our intended 
occupation of Vera Cruz at once gave up his projected 
leisurely return home via Europe, as we previously an- 
nounced, and left Manila April 15 for San Francisco, 
where he arrived May 7. He will at once assume com- 
mand of the 2d Division at Texas City, Texas, which he 
was ordered to command several months ago, and of 
which Brig. Gen. Thomas F. Davis is in temporary com- 
mand. 


The War Department to meet the request made by 
people in and around Brownsville, Texas, that Regular 
troops be sent there in sufficient numbers to relieve the 
Texas National Guard, notified Governor Colquitt on 
May 3 that five companies of Coast Artillery would be 
sent to the Brownsville district. The Texas Executive 
had informed the War Department that he would not 
withdraw the National Guardsmen unless the U.S. 
Government would provide military protection for the 
people in the Brownsville region. He said he feared 
raids from the Mexican side of the border. The Coast 
Artillery companies will be withdrawn, it is said, from 
Eastern forts. They will relieve 490 of the Texas 
National Guardsmen. 

The 39th and 170th Companies from Fort Morgan, 
Ala., under Capt. B. Taylor, left May 2 from Mobile on 
a special train for Brownsville, Texas, for duty on the 
border. - The officers and men were equipped as Infantry 
for an indefinite stay. 

The 91st and 164th Companies of the Coast Artillery 
Corps from New Orleans, La., and the 128th Company 
from Galveston have also left for border patrol duty at 
Brownsville. 

The 29th, 57th and 147th Companies of Coast Artillery 
have left Fort Scott, San Francisco, and the Gist Com- 
pany has left Fort Baker, San Francisco, for duty as 
Infantry on the border at San Ysidro and Calexico, Cal., 
and the 66th Company from Fort Barry, Cal., is at 
Tecate, Cal. 

Major Ss. A. Kephart, Coast Art. Corps, from Jackson 
Barracks, is in command of the five companies of the 
Coast Artillery assembled at Brownsville, Texas. They 
are the 39th, 91st, 128th, 164th and 170th Companies.

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AVIATION WORK AT VERA CRUZ. 


Aviators have accomplished some valuable work at 
Vera Cruz in making observations. It was discovered 
on May 6 that the Mexican Federal lines outside of 
Vera Cruz are only strong enough to prevent the intro- 
duction of food supplies into the city by Mexican 
farmers, and were evidently not intended as a means 
of resistance should the American Army advance. The 
main column of the Mexicans is reported as being fifteen 
or twenty miles inland. 

While Lieut. P. N. L. Bellinger, U.S. Navy, was 
making a flight on May 6 in a Navy hydro-aeroplane 
north of Vera Cruz his engine stopped and he had to 
volplane down and fortunately got to the water. No 
damage was done to the hydro-aeroplane, which was 
towed back to its quarters by a launch. The planes of 
Lieutenant Bellinger’s hydro-aeroplane were punctured 
by Mauser bullets when he was flying in the vicinity of 
El Tejar on May 2. It is thought that Mexican Federals 
fired on Lieutenant Bellinger when he was flying within 
rifle shot of them. Owing to the noise of the engine of 
the hydro-aeroplane Lieutenant Bellinger did not hear 
the discharge of shots, and returned to Vera Cruz before 
learning that his air craft had been damaged. . 

A late report from Vera Cruz gives the details of th 
scouting work accomplished by the Navy aeroplanes. 
After making a record in getting. away when ordered 
into service from Pensacola, the Mississippi, under the 
command of Lieut. Comdr. H. C. Mustin, arrived at 
Vera Cruz at 9 p.m. April 24. At daylight the next 
morning the Mississippi anchored in berth assigned by 
Admiral Badger, and five minutes after the anchor was 
dropped Lieut. Patrick N. L. Bellinger, U.S.N., was in 
the air in a “flying-boat” and making a scouting trip. 
The night before, when the ship arrived, both aeroplanes 
of the aeroplane section on board were ready and could 
have immediately taken to the air. It was necessary, 
however, to’ report to Admiral Fletcher on shore and get 
his orders for scouting. The next day, Sunday, April 
26, a station on the beach inside the breakwater was 
established and flights were made daily, locating the 
railroads, bridges and the Mexican troops, and searching 
the harbor for mines. Portions of the railroad were 
found torn up and some bridges being burned. It was 
definitely determined that there were no mines in the 
harbor. Lieut. R. C. Saufley and Ensign Melvin L. 
Stolz were the assistant aviators that made scouting

reports, 
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OUR NAVY IN MEXICAN WATERS. 


Since General Funston assumed the office of Military 
Governor at Vera Cruz the Navy has been having some- 
what of a rest the past week, after the strenuous work 
in connection with the taking possession of the city. 
Shore leave has been granted, and baseball teams are 
eager to cross bats with soldier teams. Mexican citizens 
may witness some exciting baseball games. — Large 
parties of sailors and marines have visited the city and 
have enjoyed the surf bathing. Officers have also en- 
joyed themselves ashore and some enjoyable social events 
have taken place. A band composed of Mexican orphans 
from an asylum on May 6, after serenading General 
Funston, were taken aboard the U.S.S. Arkansas, where 
they played in honor of Rear Admiral Badger, and were 
then shown over the ship. The boys were also given 
some rations and candy, and left the Arkansas with a 
grand idea of the American Navy. 


THE NAVY’S SERVICE PRAISED. 


The Secretary of the Navy sent the following letter 
of commendation to Admiral Badger, which was read on 
all ships in Mexican waters: 

To Officers and Men in the Fleet: Speaking for myself as 
Secretary of the Navy, and voicing the sentiment of the 
American people, I wish to convey to the officers and sailors 
and marines now in Mexican waters the national thanks and 
appreciation for your patriotic service at Vera Cruz on April 
21 and the succeeding days. The names of the men who fell 


at Vera Cruz will be written high upon our national roll of. 


honor and their comrades who survive are assured of every 
honor that a grateful Republic can bestow. Those fallen in 
the firing line and those who were spared for future service 
added new luster to the honorable history of the Navy. As 
we reflect upon this recent baptism of fire, it is good to re- 
member that not a shot was fired by the naval forces except 
to carry out orders or in self-defense. No blow was struck 
for aggression or in retaliation, The courage and wisdom of 
the men of the Navy and Marine Corns have not been illus- 
trated more gloriously than in the courage displayed at Vera 
Cruz. Never before did the Service better justify the faith 
and pride of the American people in its preparedness and 


Soneeny JOSEPHUS DANIELS. 

During the landing operations at Vera Cruz April 21 
the white uniforms worn by many of the sailors offered 
too conspicuous a mark. To remedy this in expected 
coming operations 5,000 khaki uniforms for the men have 
been received, and these will be used in any future active 
work ashore. It is looked upon as certain that sooner 
or later there will be a movement for taking possession 
of Tampico. 

The battleships Virginia, Georgia and Nebraska ar- 
rived at Vera Cruz May 1. Commander Robertson, of 
the Denver, reports May 1 that all Americans in the 
vicinity of Salina Cruz left on the steamer San Jose 
for San Francisco April 30 and that the city is quiet. 

The U.S.S. New York, Capt. Thomas S. Rodgers, 
flagship of Rear Admiral C. McR. Winslow, commanding 
the Special Service Squadron, arrived at Vera Cruz May 
4. The Special Service Squadron will take in practically 
all of the smaller ships on duty in Mexican waters 
except the Tacoma and the Des Moines, which will be 
retained at Tampico. 

Major Albertus W. Catlin, U.S.M.C., fleet marine 
officer of the Atlantic Fleet, occupied Sacrificio Island, 
about five miles south of Vera Cruz and one mile off the 
coast, on May 2. It was seized because officers had 
reason to believe that large stores of ammunition and 
arms had been hidden there in preparation for future 
resistance by the Mexicans. 

Admiral Badger reports from Vera Cruz May 5 that 
Lieutenant Coffey reported for duty to command Preston, 
which had departed for Charleston. He was assigned 
to duty with Prairie. After consultation with the fleet 
surgeon and medical officer in command of the Solace 
Admiral Badger decided to send the Solace at 5 p.m. 
May 5 to New York with wounded and chronic sick of 
the fleet. She will stop at Key West for coal, and the 
Solace will return to Vera Cruz immediately after land- 
ing sick. 

Following assignments were announced by Admiral 
Badger on May 6: Ensigns Shea, Lewis, Holt, Dreison- 
stok and Curley to the Arkansas; Ensigns Uberroth and 
Carstarphen to the Vermont; Ensign Chandler to the 
Utah; Collier to the South Carolina; McMorris to the 
New Hampshire; Bennet and Edgar to the Florida; 
Hibbs to the Louisiana; Larimer to the Preston, and 
Forde to the Reid. 

Onsign Maddox, the radio officer, who was with the 
landing forces, has been temporarily retained by General 
Funston as brigade radio officer of the Army. Ensign 
Maddox with great enterprise had Vera Cruz and all its 
environs connected by signal stations. He is being 
assisted in his work by Ensign McDonnell. 

The arrival of the destroyers Henley and Warrington 
at Galveston May 3 with fifty-nine refugees from Mexico 
was reported to the Department. 

As an example of some of the close calls officers of 


the Navy had in the street fighting at Vera Cruz April | 


21 Mr. Peltz, war correspondent of the New York Herald, 
reports that Ensign George M. Lowry, commanding a 
company of bluejackets from the Florida, had two extra 
eyelets perforated through the legging on his right leg, 
and Ensign George B. Junkin, also of the Florida, is 
cherishing as a souvenir his naval cap, through which 
a neat hole was bored from visor to top, merely parting 
his hair in the wrong place. 


AT TAMPICO. 


Rear Admiral Badger reported on May 6 that Rear 
Admiral Mayo informed him of persistent rumors at 
Tampico that General Villa was on his way with rein- 
forcements for the rebels and intended to ‘“‘take and burn 
the city.” Rear Admiral Mayo stated that he did not 
put the slightest faith in the truce supposed to have been 
arranged between the Constitutionalists and Federals at 
Tampico. 

The commander of the rebel forces at Tampico, 
evidently little impressed with the power of the United 
States, sent word to Rear Admiral Mayo on May 8 that 
if any of the American warships attempted to enter the 
Panuco River the rebels would destroy the oil tanks 
above the city, flooding the river with oil and then ignite 
it. He declared that he will destroy Tampico before he 
will permit the American warships to land marines and 
bluejackets there. Rear Admiral Mayo has been in- 
formed that both the rebels and the Federals have planted 
mines in the harbor and that they will be discharged 
whenever American warships are anchored there. 


ON THE WEST COAST, 


Admiral Howard on the west coast of Mexico reports 
May 4 that the Constitutionalists’ sharpshooters on 
Piedras Island at Mazatlan fired all day at the Mexican 
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gunboat Morelos, aground in the harbor. Federal artil- 
lery attempted to dislodge these riflemen without success. 
On May 4 the Albany arrived at Mazatlan, the Paul 
Jones at a Paz, and the Cleveland at Guaymas. 
Albany, Hull and Lawrence left Mazatlan for La Paz. 
Admiral Howard on May 6 in a despatch with ‘regard 
to the conditions on the west coast of Mexico said: 
“Relations with Mexican authorities more cordial than 
could be expected under existing conditions. All ships 
ordered to avoid hostile acts and jeopardizing life.” 
Admiral Howard reports May 7 that an aeroplane 
dropped two bombs in the city of Mazatlan, killing three 
persons and wounding eight. Admiral Howard imme- 
diately drew up a joint letter from himself and the 
German captain addressed to the Constitutionalist gen- 
eral informing him of the occurrence and requesting that 
a neutral zone for non-combatants be established. The 
fighting continues between the Federalists and Constitu- 
tionalists at Mazatlan. Acopoleta has been surrendered 
to the Constitutionalists. Everything is reported as quiet 
at Manzanillo, with all refugees out. Admiral Howard 
also says in his despatch: “The delicate situation was 
well handled by the Raleigh and later by the Maryland. 
Able assistance was rendered hy Consul Edwards and 
the German Consul. Splendid work was done by Captain 
Minister, R.N.R., of the Ceteriana, who brought refugees 
from San Blas to Manzanillo and kept them all aboard 
his ship, which narrowly escaped being set on fire.” The 
Whipple, Hopkins, Yorktown have arrived at Mazatlan. 
The Preble and Truxtun have left Mazatlan; the Cleve- 
iro has left La Paz, and the Albany has left Salina 
ruz.

THE DEAD ON THE MONTANA. 


Brief details of the ceremonies attending the departure 
of the Montana bearing the bodies of those killed at 
Vera Cruz were received from Admiral Badger. At 
4 p.m. Sunday, May 3, the Montana steamed slowly 
out to sea between the First:and Second Divisions of the 
fleet assembled at Vera Cruz. All flags were half-masted, 
crews were mustered at quarters and the marine guards 


to arms, with bands paraded. As the Montana came 
abreast of each ship the crews in succession came to 


attention, the marines came to arms and the bands 


played a funeral dirge. The foreign men-of-war half- 
masted their flags during this ceremony, which Admiral 
Badger says was “simple and impressive.” . 

The highest honors within the gift of the nation are 
to be paid to the dead on the Montana. President Wilson 
will attend the memorial exercises at New York on May 
11 for the sailors and marines killed in the occupation 
of Vera Cruz. ‘The President will leave Washington 
Sunday night, will meet the funeral ship Montana at 
the Battery on Monday morning and lead the cortege 
to the New York Navy Yard, where he will deliver the 
funeral oration. 

The Montana is to arrive off Sandy Hook about noon 
on Sunday. The battleships Wyoming and Tennessee 
will escort her through New York harbor and the vessels 
will anchor off the Battery. There will be no salute, but 
flags will be at half-staff. Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
will arrive on the U.S.S. Mayflower that afternoon. 
Admiral Dewey, Secretary of War Garrison and a 
Congressional delegation will arrive Sunday night. 

Capt. Albert Gleaves, commandant of the New York 
Navy Yard, notified the Navy Department that the 
Mayor of New York requested that the bodies of the men 
be landed at the Battery and transported on caissons 
furnished by the city from the Battery to the City Hall 
and from the City Hall across the Brooklyn Bridge to 
the navy yard. ‘The funeral cortege will leave the 
Battery at 9 a.m. on Monday, May 11, and will proceed 
through lower Manhattan past the City Hall and thence 
to the campus in front of the Marine Barracks in the 
New York Navy Yard. The principal services in honor 
of the dead sailors and marines will be held there in the 
afternoon, and later the bodies will be sent to the homes 
of their relatives. The Montana is to sail for Boston 
on Monday afternoon carrying the bodies of three of 
the dead who were residents of New England. 

As the burial service was held by the chaplain of the 
fleet before the departure of the Montana, and as the 
bodies will be taken to the homes of relatives for the final 
interment services, the ceremonies at-the New York Yard 
will be entirely by way of a public recognition on the part 
of the Government of the services the dead have rendered 
their country. 

The city of Philadelphia plans- a public funeral on 
May 13 in honor of Seamen George Poinsett and Charles 
Allen Smith, who were among the first to fall at Vera 
Cruz and whose homes were in Philadelphia.

THE WOUNDED AT VERA CRUZ, 


Secretary Daniels announced on May 5 that the hos- 
pital ship Solace has been ordered from Vera Cruz to 
New York with the wounded bluejackets and marines. 
It is thought that the wounded sailors would improve 
more rapidly at New York than in the sultry climate 
of the Mexican coast. The wounded on board the Solace 
numbered forty-five on May 5, the rest being returned 
to duty. 

Two of the U.S. sailors wounded in the fighting at 
Vera Cruz died on the hospital ship Solace May 5. They 
were Harry Pulliam, fireman, 1st class, of the battleship 
Utah, and Clarence R. Harshbarger, seaman, also of 
the Utah. Pulliam was the victim of a shot which 
penetrated his chest, abdomen and spinal column, causing 
paralysis of the lower part of his body. Harshbarger 
died after his right leg had been amputated at the thigh. 
The operation was necessary because of complications 
which set in in the region of the wound. Harshbarger’s 
home address is 160 Centre street, Waverly, N.Y.; next 
of kin, C. O. Harshbarger, father, Waverly. Pulliam’s 
home address is Pulaski, Va.; next of kin, G. W. Pul- 
liam, father, Pulaski. 

Official bulletin reported: In list of marines killed 
omit name Henry P. Nagornowski; insert in list of 
marines wounded Henry P. Nagorowski. This changed 
totals from 18 dead, 74 wounded, to 19 dead, 75 wounded, 
up to May 5. 

Sidney J. Everett, ordinary seaman on the South 
Carolina, has been discharged to duty. Kirk Christy 
sufficiently recovefed to be discharged from the Solace 
and to resume his duties as seaman on the New 
Hampshire. 

Boatswain's Mate Nickerson, of the battleship Utah, 
underwent an operation on board the hospital ship Solace 
May 1 and his left leg was amputated above the knee. 
Nickerson, under command of Easign Foster, also of the 
Utah, was during the night of April 21 under a savage 
fire of the Mexican defenders of the customs warehouse 
and was twice wounded in the right leg and ankle and 
hip, without, however, fracturing the bone. He was 
again wounded in the left knee.

PAYMENT OF NATIONAL GUARD AT CAMPS, 


Brig. Gen. Albert L. Mills, U.S.A., Chief of the Divi- 
sion of Militia Affairs, in a letter to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of each state, territory and the District of Columbia 
relating to the payment of Militia at joint encampments, 
says: 


1. The provisions of Par. 2a, Circular No. 2, Division of 
Militia Affairs, series of 1913, will govern the attendance of 
members of the Organized Militia at the joint encampments 
and maneuvers which will be constituted during the coming 
summer. 

2. Inasmuch as there has been some misunderstanding as 
to the terms of this paragraph of the circular, I am directed 
by the Secretary of War to set forth the intent as follows: 

, (a) Par. 2 states ‘‘to constitute field or camp service for 
instruction under the foregoing conditions there must be 
present the following personnel’’: 

(b) It will be noted from the foregoing that to constitute 
‘*actual field or camp service for instruction’’ it is provided 
that there must be ‘‘present’’ the designated personnel, 
When not present ‘‘actual field or camp service for instruc- 
tion’’ is not constituted, and as a result members of the 
Organized Militia are not entitled to pay, trans ortation, or 
subsistence under the provisions of Sec. 1661, R.S. It, there- 
fore, follows that for such days during an encampment that 
an organization is reduced below the minimum its members 
can receive no pay. 

(ce) Inasmuch as unforeseen causes are at all times liable 
to occur which will cause organizations to be reduced below 
the minimum prescribed, it is believed that at least two or 
three additional members should be taken with organizations. 

(d) In order, however, to avoid what may be deemed a 
hardship due to the reduction of organizations below the 
minimum for causes beyond control, the War Department will 
consider such case on its merits, and where the reduction is 
found to be due to unavoidable causes, such as death or sick- 
ness of those concerned or their immediate families, authority 
for the payment of organizations will be granted. This must 
not be interpreted to mean that authority will be granted 
for absence due to business causes. Such emergencies should 
be foreseen and provided for. 

_ (e) Before payment can be made to members of organiza- 
tions for the days on which it was reduced below the mini- 
mum, authority must be obtained from the War Department.

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THE SIXTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


The Senate on May 1 passed without amendment HJ. 
Res. 242, authorizing the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy to loan equipment, for the purpose 
of instruction and training, to sanitary organizations of 
the American National Red Cross. 

Both houses on May 4 passed S. 5445, authorizing the 
President “to commission, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, Gordon W. Nelson an ensign in 
the U.S. Navy on the date of his graduation after the 
four years’ course at the Naval Academy, to take rank 
as an ensign with the other members of his class accord- 
ing to their standing as determined by their final 
multiples for the four years’ course at the Naval 
Academy; Provided, That unless the said Gordon W. 
Nelson becomes a citizen of the United. States on or 
before Jan. 1, 1915, he shall on said date cease to be an 
officer of the Navy.” In the Senate Mr. O’Gorman said: 
“Mr. Nelson is a student at the Naval Academy, and 
will graduate in two weeks. He, however, is not a 
naturalized citizen of the United States. He cannot 
become naturalized until December of* this year. This 
bill, which has the approval of the Department, permits 
the President, with the advice of the Senate, to appoint 
him on the date of his graduation an ensign in the Navy, 
with the understanding that if he does not become 
naturalized before Jan. 1 next his commission may be 
withdrawn. When he entered the Annapolis Academy 
the law provided that a commission would not be issued 
until after a service of six years. That has been 
amended so that a commission will now be awarded after 
a service of four years. Unless this bill is passed the 
young man, who, although the son of English parents, 
has resided in this country since his early youth, will 
not be allowed to receive his diploma with the other 
graduates.” 

The Senate on May 2 passed S. 1086, to erect in 
Washington, D.C., a memorial to John Ericsson, inventor 
and constructor of the Monitor, the Library Committee 
having reduced the amount proposed to be appropriated 
from $100,000 to $25,000. May we be permitted to 
suggest that Congress, now that it is in a mood for it, 
at the same time appropriate the money the United 
States for over seventy years has been owing Ericsson 
for his work on the Princeton? It is more than half a 
century since the Court of Claims awarded him $13,930, 
but this could not be paid until Congress appropriated 
the money, and this it never has had the decency to do. 
If our sluggish legislators require information as to this 
claim, let them refer to the speech in support of it made 
in the U.S. Senate May 14, 1858, by Hon. Stephen R. 
Mallory, of Florida. 

Favorable report was made in the Senate April 30 on 
S. 3662, as amended in committee, appropriating $250,000 
(out ef which $15,000 is to be paid to the commission 
appointed by the state of Vermont) toward the erection 
of a memorial and in aid of the celebration during the 
year 1914 at Plattsburgh, N.Y., in conjunction with the 
centenary of the battle of Plattsburgh on land and lake 
and in commemoration of the victory of Commodore 
Thomas Macdonough on Lake Champlain, the same to 
be disbursed by the centenary commission appointed by 
the state of New York. 

In the Senate May 1 Mr. Lodge offered as an amend- 
ment intended to be proposed by him to the Omnibus 
Claims bill (H.R. 8846) certain specified claims of 
officers of the U.S. Army for additional pay, commonly 
known as “longevity claims,’ so as to include the period 
of cadet service in the U.S. Military Academy at West 
Point and enlisted service in the Regular Army. The 
amendment names over 100 claims and provides “That 
in the settlement of claims for longevity pay and allow- 
ances on account of services of officers in the Regular 
Army arising under Section 15 of an act approved July 
5, 1838, entitled ‘An act to increase the present military 
establishment of the United States, and for other pur- 
poses,’ and subsequent acts affecting longevity pay and 
allowances, the accounting officers of the Treasury shall 
eredit as service in the Army of the United States, within 
the meaning of said acts, all services rendered as a 
cadet at the U.S. Military Academy and as an enlisted 
man or commissioned officer in the Regular and Volun- 
teer Armies, and no settlement heretofore made shall 
preclude a settlement under the terms of this act, and 
Section 3480 of the Revised Statutes, so far as applicable 
to these claims, is hereby repealed.” 

In the Senate on May 2 Mr. Tillman submitted an 
amendment authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to 
exceed the amount appropriated under maintenance of 
yards and docks in an amount equal to the total of such 
expenditures in navy yards heretofore charged to other 
appropriations as properly constituted a part of yard 


maintenance, ete., intended to be proposed by him to the 
Naval Appropriation bill. 


Mr. Oliver on May 2 submitted an amendment pro- 
posing to increase the salary of the civil engineer, office 
chief, Quartermaster Corps, from $1,800 to $2,000 per 
annum, intended to be proposed by him to the Legislative 
Appropriation bill. 

The Secretary of the Treasury transmits an additional 
estimate of appropriation for repairs to revenue cutters 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1914, in the sum 
of $6,444.50. The exigencies which have arisen on the 
Mexican coast have made it necessary to make additional 
repairs to certain revenue cutters to fit them for possible 
service away from their home ports in order that they 
might be ready for instant co-operation with the Navy 
as required by law. The extraordinary expenditures 
thus incurred are as follows: Algonquin, $450; Apache, 
$240; Gresham, $1,399.50; Onondaga, $350; Seminole, 
$480; Tuscarora, $910; Windom, $2,150; Yamacrow, 
$465; total, $6,444.50. 

The Secretary of War submits an estimate authorizing 
and directing the accounting officers of the Treasury to 
credit the sum of $862.52 in the accounts of Ist Lieut. 
A. Moreno, special disbursing officer, U.S.A. Lieutenant 
Moreno was designated as special disbursing officer for 
the commission appointed Aug. 30, 1912, to investigate 
certain damage claims, which had arisen along the 
Mexican border on the American side from the acts of 
civil war in progress on the Mexican side, pursuant: to 
joint resolution approved Aug. 9, 1912. The Secretary 
says: “Since the officers of the commission were not paid 
mileage for the extensive travel performed and as it is 


’ believed that Congress intended to cover all the expenses 


incidental to the investigation, which related to a matter 
wholly foreign to the Military Establishment, it is 
thought the matter should be presented to Congress with 
a view to securing relief for Lieutenant Moreno. Lieu- 
tenant Moreno being a man of family, it would work a 
great hardship upon him to have deductions made from 
his pay to cover the disallowance.” 


Objection was made in the House May 5 to the con- 
sideration of S. 3192, waiving the age limit for appoint- 
ment as cadet engineer in the Revenue Cutter Service 
in the case of John S. McKinney, and the bill after 
discussion went over. Similar action was taken in the 
case of H.R. 4992, to restore Capt. Harold L: Jackson, 
U.S.A., retired, to the active list. Same with H.R. 3960, 
to correct lineal and relative rank of Lieut. Thomas J. 
Leary, Med. Corps. 


The House on May 5 passed the following bills: 


H.R. 2728, that the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to allow George P. Heard, late captain, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., to take the examination prescribed by law 
and under the regulations for the government of the Army 
for the grade of major in the Medical Corps: Provided, That 
if the said George P. Heard successfully passes the required 
examination the President is hereby authorized to appoint 
him a major, Medical Corps, upon the active list of the Army: 
Provided further, That the number of officers shall not be in- 
creased by reason of the passage of this Act. 

H.R. 9147, to restore 1st Lieut. James P. Barney, retired, 
to the active list of the Army with the rank of first lieutenant 
of Cavalry, his name to appear on the active list next below 
that of Ist Lieut. Francis H. Ruggles: Provided, That the 
number of officers shall not be increased by reason of the 
passage of this Act: Provided further, That prior to his 
restoration to the active list this officer shall have passed a 
physical examination for promotion to the grade of first lieu- 
tenant, prescribed by regulations of the War Department 
under the terms of the Act of Congress approved Oct. 1, 1890. 

S. 1808, authorizing the President to nominate and, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, appoint Joseph 
L. Donovan, late a captain in the 22d Infantry, U.S.A., 
captain of Infantry, and when so appointed he shall be placed 
on the retired list of the officers of the Army.

HOUSE PASSES NAVY BILL. 


The House passed the Naval Appropriation bill (H.R. 
14034) on May 7, authorizing a building program of 
two battleships, six torpedo destroyers, one seagoing 
submarine torpedo boat, three coast defense submarine 


torpedoboats and four submarines. A motion of Mr. 
Witherspoon to recommit the bill, and reduce the battle- 
ship authorization to one, was lost by a vote of 105 to 
202. The text of that portion of the bill dealing with 
the Increase of the Navy as amended in Committee of 
the Whole and adopted by tne House follows: 


INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 


_ That for the purpose of further increasing the Naval Estab- 
lishment of the United States, the President is hereby author- 
ized to have constructed two first-class battleships carrying as 
heavy armor and as powerful armament as any vessel of their 
class, to have the highest practicable speed and greatest de- 
sirable radius of action, and to cost, exclusive of armor and 
armament, not to exceed $7,800,000 each. One of the battle- 
ships hereby authorized shall be built and constructed at a 
Government navy yard. And the Secretary of the Navy is 
hereby authorized to equip such navy yards as he may designate 
in which the battleships herein authorized are to be built with 
the necessary building slips and equipment, and the sum of 
$200,000, or such part thereof as may be necessary, is hereby 
appropriated for each navy yard designated by the Secretary 
of the Navy in which the battleships are to be constructed. 

Six torpedo-boat destroyers, to have the highest practicable 
speed, to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, not to ex- 
ceed $925,000 each. 

One seagoing submarine torpedo boat, to cost not to exceed 
$1,100,000; and the sum of $500,000 is hereby appropriated 
for said purpose. 

Three coast-defense submarine torpedo boats, in an amount 
not exceeding in the aggregate $1,860,000; and the sum of 
$525,000 is hereby appropriated for said purpose, and the 
appropriation made in the naval act, approved March 4, 1913, 
“Wrecking pontoon: For construction or purchase of a testing 
and wrecking pontoon for submarines, to be available until ex- 
pended, $300,000,” is hereby made available for the construc- 
tion of said submarine boats. 

Four submarine boats, in an amount not exceeding in the 
aggregate $1,500,000; and the sum of $800,000 is hereby 
appropriated for said purpose. 

he three coast-defense submarine torpedo boats herein 
authorized shall be built on the Pacific coast: Provided, That 
the cost of construction on the Pacific coast does not exceed 
the cost of constructidn on the Atlantic coast, plus the cost of 
transportation from the Atlantic to the Pacific; and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy is requested to consider the advisability of 
stationing the four small submarine torpedo boats herein author- 
ized on the coast of the United States in the Gulf of Mexico as 
a proper naval defense thereof. 

The Secretary of the Navy shall build any of the vessels 
herein authorized in such navy yards as he may designate, 
should it reasonably appear that the persons, firms or corpora- 
tions or the agents thereof, bidding for the construction of 
any of said vessels‘ have entered into any combination, agree- 
ment, or understanding the effect, object or purpose of which 
is to deprive the Government of fair, open and unrestricted 
competition in letting contracts for the construction of any of 
said vessels. 

Construction and machinery: On account of building slips 
and equipment, hulls and outfits of vessels and steam machinery 
of vessels heretofore and herein authorized, to be available until 
expended, $17,647,617. 

Increase of the Navy; torpedo boats: On account of sub- 
marine torpedo boats heretofore authorized, $1,685,617. 

Increase of the Navy; equipment: Toward the completion of 
equipment outfit of the vessels heretofore and herein authorized, 
$421,000. 

Increase of the Navy; armor and armament: Toward the 
armor and armament for vessels heretofore, and herein author- 
ized, $14,877,500. 

Total increase of the Navy heretofore and herein authorized, 
$36,456,734. 

Of each of the sums appropriated by this act, except such 
amounts as may be required to meet obligations authorized in 
previous acts and for which contracts have been made, ‘no part 
shall be used to procure through purchase or contract any ves- 
sels, armament, articles or materials which the navy yards, 
gun factories, or other industrial plants operated by the Navy 
Department are equipped to supply, unless such Government 
plants are operated approximately at their full capacity for 
not less than one regular shift each working day, except when 
contract costs are less than costs in said Government plants, 
and except when said Government plants are unable to com- 
plete the work within the time required, and except in cases 
of emergency. 

That no part of any sum herein appropriated shall be ex- 
pended for the purchase of structural steel, ship plates, armor, 
armament, or machinery from any persons, firms, or corpora- 
tions who have combined or conspired to monopolize the inter- 
state or foreign commerce or trade of the United States, or 
the commerce or trade between the States and any Territory 
or the District of Columbia, in any of the articles aforesaid, 
and no purchase of structural steel, ship plates, or machinery 
shall be made at a price in excess of a reasonable profit above 
the actual cost of manufacture. But this limitation shall in 
no case apply to any existing contract. 

That no part of any sum herein appropriated under “In- 
crease of the Navy’ shall be used for the payment of any 
clerical, drafting, inspection, or messenger service, or for the 
pay of any of the other classified force under the various 
bureaus of the Navy Department, Washington, D.C. 

That no part of any sum appropriated by this act shall be 
used for any expense of the Navy Department at Washington, 
D.C., unless specific authority is given by law for such ex- 
penditure. 


On pages 841, 842, March 7, we published the bill as 
introduced in the House; on page 1120, May 2, we gave 
action thereon up to April 30. The bill before passage 
by the House on May 7 had undergone the following 
additional changes: 


Under “Pay, Miscellaneous, Navy,’ and also under 
“Mileage, Marine Corps,” a proviso is added “That here- 
after no mileage shall be paid to any officer where 
government transportation is furnished such officer.” 


The following were added: 


Naval station, Port Royal, S.C.: The Secretary of the Navy 
is hereby authorized to pay, from appropriations ‘‘Contingent, 
Bureau of Yards and Docks,’’ for the fiscal year 1913, 
voucher in favor of the Vilter Manufacturing Company, for 
$4,937 for an ice-making and refrigerating plant for the navai 
disciplinary barracks, Port Royal, S.C., furnished by said 
company under contract dated April 23, 1918, with the 
Secretary of the Navy; and the accounting officers of the 
Treasury are hereby authorized and directed to allow in 
the accounts of P.A. Paymr. D. W. Rose credit for payments 
amounting to $1,184 made by him to said company under 
contract dated Nov. 5, 1913, from appropriations ‘‘Contingent, 
Bureau of Yards and Docks,’’ for the fiscal year 1914, on 
account of said ice-making and refrigerating plant.

American Samoa, one on the Island of Guam, and one in the 
Philippine Islands, $400,000, to be available until expended. 

The appropriation for transportation of remains is 
made available until June 30, 1916, instead of “until 
used.” 

Under “Naval Supply Account” appraised value of 
supplies turned in shall be credited to current appropria- 
tions concerned and credits be available for expenditures 
for same purposes as appropriations credited. 

Steam machinery balances are made available until 
June 30, 1916, instead of ‘‘until expended.” 


Pay of retired officers, Marine Corps, is provided for 
three instead of two major generals and for four instead 
of five brigadier generals. 





The paragraph to make the unobligated balance under 
“Marine Barracks, Boston,’ for year ending June 30, 
1914, $148,000, available for building slip and equipment, 
went out on point of order, and an amendment was 
passed to have this balance covered into the Treasury. 

Other navy yard items that went out on point of 
order were: Philadelphia, building slip and equipment, 
$200,000; Washington, D.C., fireproof general storehouse 
(cost not to exceed $225,000), $100,000; increasing limit 
of cost, Norfolk crane, to $450,000; making $207,000 of 
Mare Island’s total of $237,000 “immediately available” ; 
increasing limit of cost Pearl Harbor drydock by $1,500,- 
000 (to $4,986,500); appropriating $500,000 toward 
extension of Indian Head powder factory; to make the 
appropriations for fuel depots “immediately available.” 

All three paragraphs increasing the number of 
chaplains and creating the grade of acting chaplain and 
fixing rank and pay of same went out on point of order. 

Point of order was sustained to the paragraph provid- 
ing for the appointment annually of twenty-five midship- 
men to the Naval Academy from the enlisted men of 
the Navy, and this went out of the bill. 

The provisos authorizing the Secretary of the Navy 
to contract for use of drydock to be constructed at 


Hunters Point, San Francisco, Cal., at $50,000 per year. 


for six years, was stricken out on point of order. 

Mr. Padgett offered the following, which went out on 
point of order: “That the accounting officers of the 
Treasury are hereby authorized and directed to allow 
in the accounts of disbursing officers of the Navy all 
payments heretofore made by them in accordance with 
orders or regulations of the Secretary of the Navy for 
commutation of subsistence to members of the Nurse 
Corps of the Navy at the rate therein specified.” 

Mr. Gerry offered an amendment, which went out on 
point of order, to authorize the Secretary of the Navy 
“to investigate and report at the next regular session 
of Congress upon the selection of a suitable site for a 
first class naval station on Narragansett Bay in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of the Army and Navy 
Board under date of Nov. 27, 1911.” 

Mr. Levy offered, but the committee refused to accept, 
the following: “The grade of commodore on the active 
list of the U.S. Navy is hereby re-established and the 
President is hereby authorized to appoint, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, from the senior 
captains on the active list of the U.S. Navy nine com- 
modores on the active list of the U.S. Navy, who shall 
receive the same pay and allowances as are allowed a 
brigadier general in the Army.” 

The following amendments under “Increase of the 
Navy” went out on point of order or were rejected by 
the committee: 

That all material used in the battleship or battleships author- 
ized shall be purchased and secured in the United States. 


To construct the torpedo boats, destroyers and submarines in 
Government yards. 

Authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to offer and pay re- 
wards for evidence that shall lead to recoveries in fines, 
penalties, or otherwise from persons, firms or corporations 
entering into combinations, agreements or understandings re- 
garding construction contracts, such rewards to be ten per cent. 
of the amounts recovered by the Government, and to be paid 
therefrom. 

And the Commissioner of Corporations is hereby authorized 
and directed to make inquiry whether any persons, firms, or 
corporations furnishing armor, armament, or other materials 
for the Navy under the provisions of this act or any previous 
act of Congress have been or are engaged in any combination 
or conspiracy to violate the anti-trust law of 1890, or to defraud 
the Government in the quality or price of armor, armament, or 


_other materials, or to obtain extortionate or excessive prices 


for the same; and the Secretary of the Navy is authorized and 
directed to offer and pay rewards to anv person or persons 
who shall first furnish evidence that shall lead to recoveries, 
in fines, penalties, or otherwise, for such violations of law, 
said rewards to be ten per cent. of the amounts recovered by 
the Government, and to be paid therefrom. 

Provided, That the Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized 
to procure by contract armor of the best quality for any or 
all vessels heretofore or herein provided for, provided such 
contracts can be made at a price which, in his judgment, is 


tracts for armor under the ‘above conditions, he is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to procure a site for and to erect thereon 
a factory for the manufacture of armor and gun forgings, and 
the sum of $4,000,000 is hereby appropriated toward the 
erection of said factory and the purchase of a site therefor. 

Provided, That not more than $14,500,000 shall, be used for 
the procuring of armor or armament until after the Secretary 
of the Navy, through the Commissioner of Corporations, in 
public hearings shall have made an investigation to determine 
whether any persons, firms, or corporations are in a combina- 
tion or conspiracy to defraud the Government of the United 
States in the price and quality of armor, armament, and other 
materials. 


This paragraph in the bill as introduced went out on 
point of order: 


The Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized and directed 
to investigate and report at the next regular session of Con- 
gress upon the selection of a suitable site for the erection of 
an armor plant to enable the United States to manufacture 
its own armor plate and _ special-treatment steel | capable of 
standing all ballistic and other necessary tests required for use 
in vessels of the Navy at the lowest possible cost to the Gov- 
ernment, taking into consideration all of the elenrents neces- 
sary for the ical and ful operation of such a 
plant, such as the. availability of labor, material and fuel, and 
transportation facilities to and from said plant. Said report 
shall contain the cost of a site sufficient to accommodate a 
plant having an annual output capacity of 20,000 tons and a 
site for an output of 10,000 tons, and also an itemized state- 
ment of the cost of the necessary buildings, machinery, and 
accessories for each, and the annual cost and maintenance of 
each, and the estimated cost of the finished product. 





THE QUESTION OF BATTLESHIPS. 


The session of the House of Representatives on 
Tuesday, May 5, was occupied with a long discussion on 
the question of authorizing two battleships, Messrs. 
Padgett, of Tennessee; Hobson, of Alabama; Tribble, 
of Georgia ; Foss, of Illinois, and Knowland, of California, 
speaking in the affirmative, and Messrs. Gray, of 
Indiana; Hardy, of Tennessee; Buchanan, of Illinois, 
and Witherspoon, of Mississippi, in the negative. Going 
beyond any of the others Mr. Hobson said: “Getting 


down to the last analysis it means that America in the 
Atlantic, which washes the shores of Europe and the 
Western Hemisphere, ought to have a Navy at least the 
equal of any great military nation of Europe, and that 
in the Pacific, which washes the shores of Asia, of 
Alaska, of the Panama Canal and of our outlying posses- 
sions, we ought to have a fleet as large as any military 
nation of Asia. That means we ought to have a fleet 
in the Atlantic as large as the navy of Germany and ‘in 
the Pacifie a fleet as large as the navy of Japan. That 
would mean this. A navy develops very rapidly. We 
have been authorizing less than two battleships, a little 
more than one and a half, when we ought to have been 
authorizing five. I know we have spent large sums of 
money, but members ought to realize that those sums 
are not expended upon new construction. Our Navy is 
very expensive to maintain, and we have not yet adopted 
any definite policy to make it more economical. What 
we ought to do is to have a Navy up to date, and have 
a large reserve number of battleships out of commission.” 

Mr. Sherwood asked of Mr. Witherspoon: “Is it not 
true that the old battleship Oregon, which is about to 
be discarded, could whip the whole Mexican navy on any 
sea or ocean in the world?” 

Mr. Witherspoon: “Yes; a dozen like it put together.” 

Mr. Tribble said: “The Oregon was great and good 
in its day; it was a monster; it was the greatest vessel 
then built. The Navy of 1898 was adequate and sent 
the enemy to the bottom of the sea. The Oregon, then 
new, was the star performer; but, Mr. Chairman and 
gentlemen, the battleship Oregon would now be as im- 
potent as an infant in the hands of a grown man placed 
at the mercy of a battleship of modern construction. 
[Applause.] Mr. Chairman, in case of war a weak 
Navy would be wiped from the sea, the Panama Canal 
would be captured, the Philippine Islands would fall 
into the hands of the enemy, and our country subject to 
invasion. How could we retake our possessions? We 
could not buy a navy. Our wealth would not helv us 
to buy. So we would be forced to a humiliating settle- 
ment or wait several years to build a Navy sufficient to 
drive away the foreign foe.” 

A proposition to amend the bill so as to require one 
of the battleships to be built in a navy yard [ed to a 
long discussion as to the relative efficiency of private 
and public yards in shipbuilding. Mr. Browning, of New 
Jersey, said: “EXvery naval officer I have ever talked to 
has told me there was no ship ever built that was better 
—- than the ships built in the Camden, N.J., 
yard.’ 

In reply Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, said: “When 
government yards were first utilized for the construction 
of battleships contractors took from thirty-six to forty 
months in excess of the contract time in which to com- 
plete them. Now, vessels authorized for the Navy, 
because of the keen competition of the government yards, 
are completed within the time fixed by contract. In- 
vestigations conducted during a series of years demonstrate 
that we manufactyre powder for the Army and for the 
Navy more cheaply than we can purchase it. We manu- 
facture all kinds of equipment, large and small arms, 
more advantageously than they are purchased, and yet 
it is continuously asserted that in the construction of 
ships the cost in a government yard is much in excess 
of the cost in a private establishment. The truth is, 
and it is a notorious fact, that for many years it. was 
impossible for Congress to ascertain just what it was 
costing to build ships in government yards. The New 
York Navy Yard for the last twelve years has been 
engaged in government construction. Built there were 
the Connecticut, the Florida, the New York. The keel 
of battleship No. 29 has just been laid down. If it be 
good business for private establishments to retain skilled 
and efficient men, it is equally advisable for the Govern- 
ment to do so. The Government should keep together 
in its own interest the force of skilled mechanics gathered 
from all parts of the country and welded into an efficient, 
economical organization. No private establishment would 
think for a moment of dissipating such a force, and why 
should the Government, why should Congress permit it 
to be scattered and picked up. by. private, constructors 
to the disadvantage of the Government? —.[Applause.] 
Such action would be indefensible.”

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S.S. Orion will leave Hampton Roads about 
May 11 for Vera Cruz, Mexico. 

Commander-in-Chief of the Atlantic Fleet reports that 
Frank J. Nejedly, ordinary seaman, was lost overboard 
from the Cassin at sea near Vera Cruz, Mexico, April 28. 
Nejedly enlisted at Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 5, 1913. 

The U.S.S. Peoria met the armored cruiser Washing- 
ton outside of Key West at 10 p.m. May 4, and de- 
livered to the Washington mail for the Petrel and Wheel- 
ing now in San Domingo waters. The Washington then 
left for Porto Plata, San Domingo. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels has written a personal 
letter of commendation to George Harker, ordinary 
seaman on board the Peoria at Key West, Fla., for gal- 
lantry in jumping overboard from the Peoria April 20, 
1914, fully dressed, into a strong flood tide, in an at- 
tempt to rescue a civilian who was drowning. Harker 
himself was not an excellent swimmer and incurred con- 
siderable risk by jumping into a strong tide to grapple 
with a drowning man. 

The U.S.S. Washington, Capt. Edward E. Eberle, 
while en route to Vera Cruz, was intercepted May 4 at 
Kkey West and ordered to the northern coast of the 
Dominican Republic, where there is a panic among for- 
eign residents in consequence of President Bordas’s bom- 
bardment of the insurgent city Puerto Plata. The fight- 
ing has been going on intermittently for more than a 
week, and the situation is causing grave concern among 
officials here. Comdr. Stephen V. Graham, command- 
ing the U.S. gunboat Petrel, off Puerto Plata, has been 
trying to have the combatants agree to a neutral zone. 

A handsome silk flag, the gift of the Texas Club of 
New York city, was presented to the U.S.S. Texas just 
before she sailed from the navy yard, New York, May 6, 
for Newport News, Va. The flag was presented to the 


*battleship at two o’clock in the afternoon by a com- 


mittee headed by Mrs. W. J. Harding. Capt. Albert W. 
Grant welcomed the visitors and Mrs. Harding, in the 
name of the Texas Club, presented the flag. The Cap- 
tain responded. He said there was no “white bunting” 
on the Texas, and assured the Texas Club that the flag 
would always be highly prized and zealously defended. 
The flag is of silk, nine by eighteen feet. Following the 
presentation the men went back to their work. There 
followed a reception to the club by the officers of the 
ship, and until late in the afternoon the vessel was 
crowded with fair-visitors, who looked over the ship and 
kept the officers not engaged in actual duties busy tell- 
ing what this and that was for. 

The U.S. tug Potomac, which was abandoned in the 
ice floes of the Gulf of St. Lawrence during the winter 
and practically given up for lost, was remanned May 
by her engineer, the U.S. Consular Agent and a party 
of Newfoundlanders. It is expected that the vessel will 
be brought to port safely. Heavy ice floes, severe gales 
and snow were encountered by the recovery party on 
their trip north on the power schooner Bessie Jennox. 
The men were obliged to make many detours, and covered 
250 miles before they reached the tug, the trip taking 
more than three weeks. 


The New York state nautical schoolship, the Newport, 
which has been undergoing repairs at the navy yard, 
New York, will leave there for Albany on May 12, to 
be inspected by the Governor before beginning her 
summer cruise abroad. The Newport will arrive at 
Athens May 13, proceed to Albany May 14 and go from 
Albany to Kingston May She will proceed to 
Poughkeepsie on May 18 and to Newburg May 19, leav- 
ing Newburg May 20 for New York city. By invitation 
of Frank S. Howland, village president, the board of 
trustees and the citizens of Athens, the officers and cadets 
of the Newport will be entertained there May 13, it being 
the native town of Commodore F. B. Dalzell, member of 
the board of governors of the Nautical School. There 
will be a street parade, a luncheon in the opera house 
and at night a dance, to which the citizens of Hudson 
and Catskill also will be invited. At Albany the cadets 
of the schoolship will march to the Capitol to present 
their respects to the Governor. After the first annual 
inspection of the ship, its officers, pupils and crew is 
made by the Governor the pupils will give a drill ia 
handling sails.

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A reprimand has been administered to Capt. Josiah 
S. McKean, U.S.N., as the result of the breaking out of 
small-pox on the U.S.8. Ohio while the ship was in the 
Mediterranean.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 

Annapolis, Md., May 7, 1914. 
The Naval Academy authorities believe that the summer 
cruise of the midshipmen will be carried out as ordered, and 
that the trouble in Mexico will not modify the plan to have 

the fleet touch at Gravesend, England, and Naples, Italy. 
Comdrs. Guy H. Burrage, John F. Hines and H. B. Price, 
U.S.N., left Annapolis May 7 for the Philadelphia Navy Yard, 
to take command, respectively, of the battleships Missouri, 
Idaho and Illinois, which comprise the midshipmen’s practice 
cruise squadron. The squadron will sail from Philadelphia 
on Saturday, the Missouri and Idaho proceeding direct to 
Annapolis; the Illinois will stop at Hampton Roads to take 
on ammunition for target practice. The cruise will begin 


here on June 7. 

The annual examinations of the midshipmen begin May 
21, and will conclude May 27. Re-examination of midship- 
men found deficient in one or more studies is in progress this 
week. 

Over 200 candidates, it is understood, passed their mental 
examination for admission to the Naval Academy in the April 
examinations. The list has been sent to the Navy Department 
for approval. 

The trial of P.A. Surg. Ralph W. McDowell, U.S.N., charged 
with shooting Frank Green, jr., on Feb. 15 last, commenced 
here on Monday. Nicholas Green, state’s attorney, of Anne 
Arundel county, appeared for the prosecution. Surgeon Mc- 
Dowell was represented by Major Henry Leonard, U.S.M.C,, 
and Robert Moss and Ridgely P. Melvin, of the Annapolis 
bar. The evidence of the state was that Green was caretaker 
of boats in Acton Cove, Spa Creek, where Surgeon McDowell 
and some friends were skating. Green began to break ice 
from the shore to the boats, a dispute followed, Surgeon Mc- 
Dowell went to his residence near by, returned with a small 
rifle and fired at Green, hitting him in the shoulder. | The 
defense held that the Surgeon took no aim, having previously 
said he was going to frighten Green, and that the shooting 
was accidental and from a ricocheting bullet. Witnesses in- 
dicated malice toward the skate1s on Green’s part and that 
he had used bad language. 

The trial attracted great attention. Three judges sat on 
the bench and twelve jurymen heard the evidence. Much of 
the testimony was medical and expert as to wounds made by 
balls in direct and ricocheting shots. The court room was 
crowded with civilians and Navy people. 

The case was given to the jury Wednesday afternoon and 
after six hours’ deliberation a verdict was rendered, acquit- 
ting Surgeon McDowell on the first two counts, which charged 
assault with intent to kill and assault with intent to maim; 
but finding him guilty of common assault and recommending 
him to the mercy of the court. Both sides had no desire 
to delay and Chief Judge Thomas sentenced Surgeon Mc- 
Dowell to pay a fine of $50 and the costs.

REMOVAL OF MEXICAN PRISONERS. 


The Mexican prisoners who have been held at Fort 
Bliss, Texas, since the battle of Ojinaga have been sent 
to Fort Wingate, N.M. Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
U.S.A., commanding the Southern Department, reported 
to the War Department from Fort Sam Houston that 
2,179 Mexican prisoners left Fort Bliss May 4 on three 
sections of a special train. One company of the 20th 
Infantry accompanied each section as guard, and ar- 
rived at Fort Wingate at seven o'clock on the morning 
of May 5. General Bliss reported later that the last 
train of Mexican prisoners left Fort Bliss at three p.m. 
on May 5 for Fort Wingate; total prisoners transferred 
4,869; total guard, seven companies of the 20th Infan- 
try. 





Fort Bliss, Texas, April 30, 1914. 
The decision of the War Department this week to move the 
5,060 Mexican prisoners and refugees interned at this gar- 


rison to Fort Wingate, N.M., was received by El Pasoans and 
the military authorities here with great satisfaction. Orders 
were received by Col. Charles A. P. Hatfield, temporarily in 
command until the arrival of Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, who 
reached here on Tuesday, for the removal of the entire camp 
to old Fort Wingate, formerly a Cavalry post but abandoned 
a few years ago. Brig. Gen. Hugh L. Scott while here con- 
sidered the presence of so large a body of prisoners so close 
to the border a menace in case of possible trouble, so recom- 
mended that they be transferred away from the border. Fort 
Wingate is in the northern part of New Mexico and is twenty 
miles from the railroad station. They leave on May 4 for 
Fort Wingate, accompanied by a heavy guard of the 20th 
Infantry, under command of Lieut. Col. Frederick Perkins. 
Upon arrival they will be turned over to the 3d Squadron, 
12th Cavalry, ordered from Fort Meade, S.D., to guard them 
at the old fort. The 20th will then return to its station 
here; it is possible that Colonel Perkins may be detailed to 
command at Wingate, as General Pershing considers him the 
man for the work, due to his splendid work of the same 
nature in handling the Moro prisoners in the Phiuppines. 

To Colonel Perkins and the officers under him is due credit 
for efficient handling of the prison camp here. The camp, 
three-quarters of a mile in length, is surrounded with a 
barbed wire fence six strands high, one or two charged with 
an electric current strong enough to knock a man insensible. 
An armed guard on a high platform at each corner watches 
for any attempt to escape, with orders to shoot if necessary. 
Two prisoners have been shot, but not killed. The prison 
tents are laid out in streets, bath houses were erected, a 
hospital division and an exchange where cigarettes, dulces, 
food and other articles could be purchased. 

The writer visited the camp this week and was shown 
through it by Col. R. H. R. Loughborough, 20th Inf., who, 
however, did not arrive and assume command until the camp 
was well established. The visitor to the camp is greatly im- 
pressed with its absolute cleanliness, and the absence of any 
sullenness among the prisoners. Children were plaving, 
women washing clothing or cooking in front of their tents, 
groups of the younger men were chatting and laughing and 
the older men engaged in grave conversation: Before many 
tents were little gardens. Some distance from the main tents 
were the tents of General Salazar and Maximo Castillo, the 
latter the Mexican bandit who is held responsible for the 
Cumbre tunnel explosion, in which a number of Americans 
lost their lives. Castillo, who is guarded by a special sentry, 
looks anything but a brigand, being tall, slender, clean shaven 
face and heatly dressed. He stoutly denies that he had any- 
thing to do with setting the tunnel on fire. 

When they arrived the prisoners were worn, hungry and 
almost naked, fleeing from their own people for fear of their 
lives. The United States Government provided food and shel- 
ter and later their own people provided clothes for the men, 
but the women and children, numbering 1,900 and more, most 
in rags, were provided with clothes, first by contributions 
among El Pasoans and later by many Army women in answer 


to an appeal by Chaplain John T. Axton, 20th Inf., whom 


they have learned to regard with love and reverence. 

rovisions, fuel, forage and other things necessary have 
already been shipped to Wingate and the wire fence will also 
be taken for use there. Many of the women who do not want to 
go to the far-away post have been allowed to leave the camp 
and return to El Paso. The tension which held El Paso last 
week has subsided and with the removal of the prisoners the 
city will feel still further relieved.

The ist Battalion, 8th Infantry Brigade, in command of 
General Pershing, from San Francisco, reached El Paso Mon- 
day afternoon, followed during the night and Tuesday by the 
remainder, composing the 6th and 16th Infantry. he 12th 
Infantry, which left San Francisco with them, was detached 
at Nogales, Ariz., for patrol duty. The 16th Infantry is in 
command of Col. George Bell, jr., and the 6th under Lieut. 
Col. James M. Arrasmith. The two Infantry regiments, with 
ninety-six officers and approximately 3,500 men, bring the 
strength of the force now guarding this post, El Paso and 
vicinity to over 7,000 United States troops. 

The 6th has gone into camp on the ground formerly occu- 
pied by the 20th before they were ordered to guard the 
Mexican, prisoners. It has water pipe laid, electric lights, 
with the ground all cleaned of brush. The 16th was not so 
fortunate, as it camped on the Texas and Pacific Railway 
reservation in East El Paso, with no water near until a pipe 
could be laid the next day. 

General Pershing arrived Tuesday morning and in the 
afternoon made an inspection. He said that the Army at 
this point was ‘‘ready to take the field at five minutes’ 
notice.’’ The troops from San Francisco brought with them 
thirty days’ rations and a large amount of ammunition. Col. 
C. A. P. Hatfield left on Thursday for Douglas, Ariz., tem- 
porarily to command the 2d Cavalry Brigade, with headquar- 
ters there. Major Robert E. L. Michie, 13th Cav., brigade 
adjutant under Gen. Hugh L. Scott, was relieved and returned 
to command of his squadron, at Washington Park; Major 
William R. Sample has taken his place. Major Peter D. 
Lochridge, 13th Cav., accompanied Colonel Hatfield to Doug- 
las. General Pershing made a trip to Columbus, N.M., on 
Thursday to = the troops of the 13th Cavalry there; he 
was accompanied by Lieut. J. L. Collins, his aid. General 
Pershing held an informal reception for the many newspaper 
men who are in El Paso to cover the Mexican situation, meet- 
ing them at the Paso del Norte Hotel and discussing their 
work. A number of Army officers were also present. 

Headquarters and band, 13th Cavalry, ordered from Co- 
lumbus, N.M., to El Paso for station, arrived Wednesday eve- 
ning, joining the battalion of the regiment already in camp 
at Washington Park. The 13th here will be commanded by 
Lieut. Col. Tyrea R. Rivers, as Colonel Hatfield is at Douglas. 

As El Paso is the supply depot for all troops in the dis- 
trict the Q.M. depot in the city is about the busiest place 
in town. Capt. William E. Hunt, in charge, recently moved 
into larger quarters and supplying the additional troops that 
arrived this week will make a larger store room necessary. 
As soon as the rations for thirty days, which the two Infantry 
regiments brought from San Francisco, are used up, this depot 
will handle supplies for them also, in addition to all of the 
troops at this post and in the district reaching as far West 
as Yuma, Ariz., and South to Brownsville, Texas. Capt. W. 
J. Kendrick, Q.M.C., from San Francisco, has been detailed 
as an additional assistant to Captain Hunt, who also has 
Capt. James H. Como, Q Four civilian clerks have also 
been added. The monthly expenditure handled by this depot 
amounts to approximately $150,000 for food and forage, other 
supplies bringing the total up to $500,000 per month. Cap- 
tain Hunt is also in charge of the construction work entailed 
in the enlargement of this garrison to a regimental station. 

Troop A, 15th Cavalry, stationed at Ysleta, twelve miles 
from El Paso, was called out suddenly Monday night by 
deputy sheriffs to assist in routing a band of thirty Mexican 
rebels who were attacking private powder magazines the 
deputies were guarding.

REORGANIZATION OF COAST ARTILLERY, N.G.N.Y. 

In order to conform to the organization of the U.S. Army 
the military authorities of New York are anxious to have the 
Coast Artillery provisional regiments meet the requirements 
ordered by the War Department in Circular No. 8, of 1913. 
Although authority was granted to delay the reorganization 
until June, 1915, the military authorities, in order to be fully 
prepared for future events, desire them to take effect much 
earlier, Under the requirements of the War Department the 
office of Chief of Coast Artillery must be abolished, as there 
are not sufficient companies in the New York National Guard 
to warrant the office. One colonel commanding a provisional 
regiment must also be eliminated in the future, as well as a 
number of other officers now on duty. Brig. Gen. Elmore E. 
Austin, the present Chief of Artillery, it is understood, has 
generously agreed to relinquish office any time the military 
authorities may desire, and confine his duties to those of 
colonel of the 8th Provisional Regiment of Coast Artillery. 
Col. William F. Morris, of the 9th Regiment, will be granted 
opvortunity to retire with the advanced rank of brigadier 
general and Chief of Coast Artillery, holding that office for 
one day. Col. Charles O. Davis, of the 13th Regiment of 
Coast Artillery, can have similar honors if he so desires, fol- 
lowing the retirement of Colonel Morris. This scheme will 
give honors to two faithful and competent officers who have 
served the state in war and peace for many years. 

The 9th Regiment, when Colonel Morris retires, will be in 
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command of Lieut. Col. John J. Byrne, and under the ruling 
of the War Department will not be entitled to a colonel. The 
13th Regiment is entitled to have a colonel, but will be, for a 
time at least, it is understood, under command of Lieut. Col. 
James T. Ashley, and the matter of a permanent colonel will 
be decided later, as events may determine. 

The entire plans of the state authorities are thoroughly 
consistent and wholly for the good of the Service, and it is 
hoped that they may be fully carried out. Brigadier General 
Austin, it is known, is anxious to devote his time wholly to 
the 8th as colonel, and it can be said was never an aspirant 
for the dual offices of brigadier general and colonel. e as- 
sumed these functions wholly at the request of former Gov- 
ernor Dix, as he did not desire to give up the command of the 
8th even for rank of brigadier general at that time. He has 
handled both offices in the most efficient manner. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


Brig. Gen. Gardner W. Pearson, of Massachusetts, was 
placed on the retired list May 2, with the rank of brigadier 
general. Lieut. Col. William S. Simmons, who will perform 
the duties of adjutant general until the office is filled by 
Governor Walsh, took charge. 

Major J. W. Heavey, U.S.A., has, at the request of Governor 
Walsh, been looking over the affairs of the A.G.O. The Gov- 
ernor later will appoint a permanent A.G.. Major Charles A. 
Stevens, of the adjutant general’s department, has resigned 
the office which he has held since July 3, 1913. This action 
followed the retirement of Adjt. Gen. Gardner W. Pearson. 
Major Stevens said that his resignation was not due to ill- 
feeling caused by the retirement of General Pearson. He 
declared that he accepted the office only temporarily and that 
he felt that this would be as opportune a time as any to 
resign so that he could enter business.

D. A.—The official list of April 20 shows fifteen contract 
surgeons employed under Sec. 2 of the Act of May 12, 1898, 
which authorizes the employment, in emergencies, of as many 
contract surgeons as needed at a compensation not to ex- 
ceed $150 per month. Contract surgeons are not commis- 
sioned officers, They are, however, entitled to the same pro- 
tection in their positions and the same respect and obedience 
from enlisted men as commissioned officers. Services of a 
contract surgeon are not restricted to those of a purely pro- 
fessional character; on the contrary his eligibility for duty is 
the same as that of a first lieutenant of the Medical Corps, 
except in so far as it is limited by the fact that he is not a 
commissioned officer. A number of former conract surgeons 
were taken into the Medical Reserve Corps at the time of the 
reorganization of the Medical Department. The only rank 
in the Medical Reserve Corps is first lieutenant. In the 
Medical Corps are officers of all ranks from first lieutenant 
to colonel and the Surgeon General with rank of brigadier 
general, 

R. Q. asks: Enlisted March 14, 1902; sailed from San 
Francisco to Manila July 1, 1902, arrived Manila July 29, 
1902, left Manila for San Francisco Jan. 14, 1905. Am I 
entitled to any badge? Answer: No badge. 


STATU QUO ANTE asks: I hold a certificate of eligibility 
for a@ captain’s commission in Volunteer forces, as provided 
in Sec. 23, Act of Congress, January. 1903. In the Volun- 
teer Army bill, just passed, is the provision for Regular Army 
officers on the active list, and officers and enlisted men on the 
retired list to return to their former status upon being mus- 
tered out of Volunteer Service; but nothing is said about 
enlisted men appointed from active service. (1) If given 
the opportunity to accept a commission in Volunteer forces, 
would I be discharged or placed on furlough without pay and 
allowances? (2) If discharged to be commissioned, holding 
such commission longer than three months, and re-entered 
the Regular Service, would I be enlisted and paid for the 
second enlistment period, or revert to my present, the sixth 
enlistment, and continue my warrant as Q.M. sergeant, Q.M. 
Corps? Answer: (1) Discharged. (2) Regulations would no 
doubt return you to previous status, same as now effective in 
case of Philippine Scouts returning to Regular Army ranks. 

R. Q. M. SERGT. asks: Has any special bill been passed 
that made a non-com. staff officer a second lieutenant on the 
retired list? I get no consideration as a veteran and would 
like to know if I could not be appointed or commissioned a 
second lieutenant. Answer: The War Department does not 
favor the passage of bills for the advancement, without very 
special reasons, of individuals. There are bills before Con- 
gress seeking to grant an additional grade for Civil War 
service. But a bill such as you suggest could not receive. 
any encouragement unless Congress saw good reasons to 
grant the same privilege to all who might be in the same 
elass with you. 

J. D. E. E.—The prize money provision in the Navy was 
abolished by the Act of March 3, 1899 (the ecsenmal’ Aaah. 
The Act of May 13, 1908, gives’ten per cent. addition to en- 
listed men for sea service, or for shore service beyond the 
continental limits of the United States, There is no special 
war pay table in effect.

P. S.—The eligible list for Philippine Scouts is almost ex- 
hausted, though there may be a few names left thereon when 
the next examination, Nov. 1, takes place.

P. S.—By Act of June 6, 1872, which officially adopted the 
Springfield breech-loading system for U.S. ten! Boag ae car- 
bines, it was provided that ‘‘no royalty shall be paid by the 
U.S. to any one of its officers or employees for the use of 
any patent for the system, or any part thereof, nor for any 
such patent in which said officers or employees may be di- 
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rectly or indirectly interested.’’ (Rev. Stat. 1672, 1673.) In 
the Army Appropriation Act of March 3, 1875, it was pro- 
vided ‘‘That hereafter no money shall be expended at said 
armories in the perfection of patentable inventions in the 
manufacture of arms by officers of the Army otherwise com- 
pensated for their services to the United States.’’ In the 
Sundry Civil Act of March 3, 1883, it was authorized that 
patents might be granted to ‘‘any officer of the Government, 
except officers and employees of the Patent Office, for any 
invention mentioned in Sec. 4886, Rev. Stat. [general patent 
provision] when such invention is used or to be used in the 
public service, without the payment of any fee, Provided, 
That the applicant shall state that the invention described 
therein, if patented, may be used by the Government or any 
of its officers or employees in the prosecution of work for the 
Government or by any other person in the United States 
without the payment to him of any royalty thereon, which 
stipulation shall be included in the patent.’’ 

F. L. T.—Until the official list is published, we cannot 
inform you further than that you passed satisfactory ex- 
amination for the Q.M. sergeant, Q.M. Corps. As to your 
prospects for appointment apply through the channel. 

Cc. J. V.—Pay of first sergeant on retirement after thirty 
years’ service would be determined by the active pay he was 
receiving at time of retirement. A first sergeant of Artil- 
lery who was, we will say, in his seventh enlistment, drew 
active pay of $69, and perhaps some additional pay for marks- 
manship, making in all $72, or $75. He would receive three- 
fourths of this on the retired list. 

G. T. E.—There is no order excusing men of certain age 
from Butt’s Manual and other exercises. If the man is too 
old to perform his military duties, he should be dropped. 

A. G.—Questions as to prospects of appointment of No. 
28 on the list of Hospital Corps sergeants, published in our 
issue of April 25, should be sent throuvh the channel. 

A. B. C.—Make inquiry through channel as to your ex- 
amination for post ordnance sergeant last February. 

E. B. B. asks: A says that the ranges fired in the years 
1904 and 1905 were as follows: Slow fire, 200, 300, 500 and 
600 yards; rapid fire, 200 and 300 yards. B says that the 
ranges fired were as follows: Slow fire, 200, 300, 500 and 
600 yards; rapid fire, 200, 300 and 500 yards. Which is 
right? Answer: We presume that this refers to practice in 
the Regular Army. During those years the. course of target 
practice in the Regular Army was prescribed by Firing Regu- 
lations for Small Arms, 1904, which was issued Jan. 1, 1904, 
These regulations prescribe a ‘‘Marksman’s Course’’ and a 
**Sharpshooter’s Course’’ as follows: Marksman’s Course: 
Slow fire, 200, 300, 500 and 600 yards; rapid fire, 200 and 
300 yards; skirmish, two runs. Sharpshooter’s Course: Slow 
fire, 800 and 1,000 yards; rapid fire, 500 yards. Thus you 
will see that if the controversy is regarding the Marksman’s 
Course, A is nearer right. But if the controversy is regard- 
ing the entire outdoor course B is nearer right. Neither of 
them, however, is exact. 

W. J. S. asks: If a man with previous service wants to 
buy his discharge must he stay out six months or can he 
enlist in a few days afterwards if he did not receive the 
bonus? Answer: May re-enlist next day if he is an accepta- 
ble recruit. The restriction is not on re-enlistment, but upon 
the purchase of discharge. See G.O. 28, 1913, War D.

IMPROPER USE OF NATIONAL EMBLEMS. 





Il[aving reference to some recent newspaper criticisms 
of the improper use of the Swiss coat of arms in foreign 
countries as a trade-mark, especially for sanitary and 
pharmaceutical articles, the Federal Council of the Swiss 
government issued a statement to the effect that neither 
the Swiss laws nor those of foreign countries as yet 
provide the requisite authorization for proceeding against 
this misuse of national emblems, and that for this pur- 
pose the Swiss I’ederal laws would have to be modified 
and appropriate international agreements would have 
to be entered into. Moreover, the statement says that 
the authorities of foreign countries are always ready to 
proceed to the extent of their power and authority against 
any such cases that are brought to their notice. 

“It might be suggested in this connection,” says Frank 
Bohr, U.S. Vice Consul General at Zurich, “that both 
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unfair competition for American products in foreign 
countries, no country should be more ready or eager to 
enter into an international agreement on this point than 
the United States. As an example of such improper use 
of our nation#l emblems in foreign countries this Con- 
sulate General has several times within the last few 
months been asked to give the exact number of the stars 
and the stripes in our flag by designers and manufac- 
turers who doubtless wished to use the American flag 
for trade purposes. One person acknowledged that he 
was making a design for a large Swiss manufacturer of 
shoes who proposed to sell these shoes in South America 
under the name “lhe Roosevelt Shoe,’ the supposition 
doubtless being that the present visit of our ex-President 
in South American countries would tend greatly to 
popularize these shoes.”
